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Industrial production was virtually unchanged in October, 
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Canada's seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was virtually 
unchanged in October, at 177.1, a fractional increase from the revised Septembe 
level of 176.9. Declines of less than 1% in both manufacturing and electric 
power and gas utilities were more than offset by a 2.8% gain in mining output. 
This development left the overall index of industrial production 2.7% higher than 
its previous peak in January, 1960. 


Although the non-durable index reached a new peak in October, the advance 
during the month was slight, amounting to less than 1%. The fairly widespread 
gains throughout non-durables were somewhat dampened by a substantial decline in 
petroleum products and a lesser drop in the output of the clothing industry. 

Both chemicals and foods and beverages were up 1%, printing and publishing and 
textiles 24, rubber products % and tobacco products 7%. Leather products, paper 
products and miscellaneous manufactures were little changed during the month. 


The two main weaknesses contributing to the 1% decline in durable manufactur- 
ing were drops of l% in both wood products and iron and steel, In spite of the 
decline in primary iron and steel, this industry is still well above early 1961 
production levels. A small gain in motor vehicle output edged the transportation 
equipment index slightly higher. Non-metallic mineral products and non-ferrous 
metal products were higher by 2% and % respectively. 


The mining increase was due to 3% gains in both metals and fuels and a 1% 
advance in non-metals output. Most of the major minerals contributed to the 
strength with higher output of iron-ore, copper, lead, nickel, asbestos, and 
petroleum.

Canada's seasonally adjusted index of industrial production rose by 1.1% in 
November, to 179.1 from the October level of 177.2. This latest advance was the 
result of increases of 1% and 3% in manufacturing and mining respectively, with 
electric power and gas utilities output off by more than 2%; durables accounted for 
most of the strength in manufacturing. At an all time high, the overall index is 
now some 4% above the previous peak in January, 1960. 


Total non-durable manufacturing was only fractionally higher in November, 
reflecting mainly the 5% advance in petroleum products, associated with increased 
petroleum refining activity. Smaller advances also occurred in leather products , 
chemicals, foods and beverages and paper products. Declines were recorded in tex- 
tiles and clothing, printing and publishing, and in tobacco and rubber products, 


The 24 advance in output of durables brought that index to a point some 12% 
higher than the level in January, 1961. However, the group is still slightly below 
its December, 1956 high. During November, the strength in durables was fairly wide- 
spread with iron and steel the only group below the October level; the latter develo 
ment reflected declines of 3% and 11% in primary steel and iron castings respecitvel 
The largest single factor in the advance in the total durables group was an 8% in= 
crease in wood products, reflecting higher sawmill and veneer and plywood production 
Elsewhere, transportation equipment and non-metallic mineral products were up by 1Z, 
and electrical apparatus and supplies by 2%. The fourth consecutive advance in 
smelting and refining activity helped to raise the non-ferrous metal products group 
index by 5%. 


With small declines in both metal and non-metal mining, the 3% increase in the 
total mining group was due entirely to substantially higher petroleum output in the 
fuel mining group.

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Canada's seasonally adjusted index of industrial production advanced by 0.7% 
in December, to 180.5, with the main strength coming from a 1.4% increase in manu- 
facturing output. Electric power and gas utilities also rose, by 1%, but the mini 
group fell by almost 3% from its high November level. With the latest advance the 
total index of industrial production is now at a level some 9% higher than in the 
early months of 1961. 


A 2.2% increase in non-durable manufacturing output in December reflected for 
the most part unusually large gains in foods and beverages (+3%), rubber products 
(+13%), and textiles (+9%). More moderate increases occurred in paper products, 
leather products, clothing and miscellaneous manufactures. Tobacco and petroleum 
products showed slight declines with chemicals production unchanged. 


The slight gain in durable manufacturing output was accounted for by increased 
lumber production which pushed the wood products index up a further 4%, and a simil 
increase in electrical apparatus and supplies, reflecting higher production of tele- 
communication equipment. The drop in transportation equipment reflected for the mos 
part reduced output of motor vehicles and parts, 


Declines of 1% and 6% respectively in metal mining and fuel mining were parti- 
ally offset by higher output of non-metals, Within the metals group, the large in- 
crease in iron ore was offset by the continued decline of uranium, although nickel 
output fell 9% and both copper and lead were also lower. In fuels, the 10% gain in 
the natural gas component (reflecting increased exports to the United States) was 
more than offset by a 7% decline in crude petroleum mining. 


With December figures available, it is now possible to compare on a prelimin- 
ary basis, the year 1961 as a whole with the preceding year. In this comparison, 
the following percentage changes are indicated; total industrial production (+2.9%), 
total mining (+3.9%), total manufacturing (+2.1%), non-durables (+3.5%), durables 
(+0.5%), and electric power and gas utilities (+6.64),

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Canada's index of industrial production declined by 1.2% in January. 
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Canada's index of industrial production declined by 1.2 per cent to 178.4 
January, following the virtually uninterrupted expansion since agents of 1961. Al- 
though mining output was lower by slightly more than 1%, the bulk of the weakness 
occurred in manufacturing, which was off by 1.7%. The durable groups accounted f 
about two-thirds of the manufacturing decline with non-durables accounting for the 
remainder, Electric power and gas utilities were up about 3% during the month. 


All six durable major groups were off during the month, with declines rang 
up to 5% in both wood products and non-metallic mineral products. The former was 
return to the levels of the third quarter after the relatively high months of Nov- 
ember and December. With primary iron and steel and iron castings output both 
significantly lower in January, total iron and steel was down by 2%. Total trans- 
portation equipment was down 2% in spite of gains in most component industries. 
This was due to a 7% drop in motor vehicles output. Declines of 1% also occurred 
in non-ferrous metal products and electrical apparatus and supplies, 


Non-durable manufacturing was down 1% in January. Foods and beverages were 
2% lower than the high December level. Other declines occurred in leather products 
(-1%), paper products (-3%), reflecting lower output in the pulp and paper indust 
textiles (-%), and rubber products (-11%). Small gains were registered in petro- 
leum products, chemicals, clothing and printing and publishing. 


The drop in mining, recorded in spite of gains of % and 8% respectively in 
metals and non-metals output, was due to substantially lower output in the fuel 
mining industries, Although each fuel industry component was lower, the setback w 
almost entirely the result of reduced crude petroleum mining.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production reached 180.5 in 
February, some 1.1% above January's level. With the February advance, the index is 
now slightly below December's record high. The current gain was concentrated in 
manufacturing (+1.8%), with both mining and utilities lower during the month (-1.34 


and -0,8% respectively). 


The slightly better than 1% increase in non-durable manufacturing was larg 
due to gains of OF fi foods and beverages and 3% in paper products, the latter re- 
flecting l% higher output in the pulp and paper industry. Other gains of up to 2% 
occurred in textiles, petroleum products, the chemical industries and miscellaneous 
manufactures. Tobacco, rubber, leather, and clothing products were all lower during | 


the month. 


The strongest showing occurred in durable manufactures with relatively . 
gains in most major groupSe Higher sawmilling activity was mostly responsible for : 
the more than 3% gain in wood products. The more than 5% gain in iron and steel 
products was due to increases in almost all components, although two-thirds of the — 
strength was concentrated in iron castings and primary iron and sei. Transportatic 
equipment, reflecting higher motor vehicle production, was up by Lie Lesser gains of 
1% and 2% respectively occurred in electrical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic 
mineral products. A decline in the smelting and refining industry brought non-ferr- | 
ous metal products some l% lower.

A 6% drop in metal mining wes mostly the result of lower iron ore output (in 

part reflecting a temporary layoff at one mine). The remaining metals were also 

lower with the exceptions of copper and uranium. Gains in natural gas and crude 
petroleum brought the fuels industry up by 3h

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The index of industrial production continued to advance in March. 
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The index of industrial production continued to advance in March to reach 
high of 184.0. This represented a gain of almost 1% during the month from the re- — 
vised February figure of 182.3, In terms of point contribution, the gain in manu- 
facturing (+0.7%) during the month was only slightly greater than that in mining ~~ 
(+3.1%). Output of electric power and gas utilities was marginally lower during 
the month. 4 


It is to be noted that this month's report contains revisions back to 
January, 1959. The changes are due to more up-to-date output per manhour adjustment 
ratios, revised seasonal adjustments where necessary, as well as a few revisions in 
original. At the level of the total index of production, the revisions are relative- 
ly small, although they were becoming more important in early 1962. The changes are, 
of course, more significant at the detailed levels. 


March, the strength in manufacturing was concentrated in non-durables 
(+1.3%), with durables output unchanged from February. Food and beverages were up 
by more than 3% with both components contributing almost equally. Gains of from 1% 
to 2% occurred in leather, paper, and chemical products. There were also increases 
in rubber and tobacco products. Printing and publishing was off about 1% during the 
month while textiles, reflecting lower synthetics output, declined almost 3%. Clothe 
ing, petroleum products and miscellaneous manufactures were little changed during 
the month. 


In durables, wood products, reflecting a continuation of the advance in 
sawmills activity, gained a further 1%. With losses in both primary iron and steel 
and heating and cooking apparatus more than offsetting a gain in iron castings, total 
iron and steel products declined by about one-half of one percent. Changes in compo 
nent transportation equipment industries were slight and offsetting, with the group 
as a whole unchanged. Output of non-ferrous metal products was lower by 4% in March, 
almost solely due to a decline in smelting and refining. Electrical apparatus and 
supplies and non-metallic mineral products were higher by 2% and 3% respectively. 


The mining advance was largely due to strength in fuels, in turn reflecting 
for the most part an increase in crude petroleum. Output of every major metal 


peers sinc and uranium was higher in March, Asbestos production was off by 
almost 5%.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was virtually un- 
changed during April, easing marginally higher to 184.5. A 1% increase in mining 
was partially offset by a decline in the output of electric power and gas utilities, 
Manufacturing showed no change during the month, the result of a 1% decline in non-. 
durables and a 1% gain in durables. | 


Within durables, all major groups showed gains with the exception of non= _ 
ferrous metal products, which was off by 2%, due to a decline in smelting and | 
refining activity. Wood products, transportation equipment, and iron and steel | 
products each gained 1% during April, the latter led by increases in both iron cast- 
ings and primary iron and steel. The transportation equipment gain was due to highe 
output in the motor vehicle and related industries. Gains of 2% and % respectively 
occurred in the output of electrical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic mineral 
products. | 


: 


The non-durables output decline was the result of mixed movements among 
major groups. Textiles production was off by 1% while 2% drops were recorded in 
foods and beverages, leather and paper products and chemicals and allied industries, 
Tobacco products were down during April as well, Partially offsetting gains occurre 
in clothing (+1%), printing and publishing (+1%), miscellaneous manufactures (+2%),. 
petroleum products (+3%), and rubber products (+%). | 


The total mining gain was due primarily to a substantial advance in iron or 
mining, although this was to some extent offset by large declines in both nickel an 
coal output. The latter decline together with a substantial gain in natural gas 
output brought the total fuels index down by 1%. The iron ore gain, along with | 
lesser increases in gold, zinc, and lead pushed the total metals index higher by 
more than 3%. Non-metal mining was higher by about 1%. |

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was up almost 1% in : 
May to 185.5, from the revised April figure of 184.0. More than 60% of the strength 
in this month's index was concentrated in manufacturing, in turn for the most part | 
due to a more than 1% gain in durables output. However, non-durables was also 
slightly higher. Mining and electric power and gas utilities were up 0.7 and 2.3% 7 


respectively.

Within non-durables, total textiles, reflecting higher synthetics output, 
was up by more than 5%. Tobacco and rubber products were also higher. Elsewhere, © 
with the exception of petroleum products (-2%), changes in the other major groups 
were in the order of 1%. 


The durables gain was mainly due to increases in iron and steel (+2%) and 
transportation equipment (+4%). The former was due to continuing high iron castings 
industry output and a 9% further increase in the primary iron and steel industry. 
Motor vehicles output was up by 10% in May. Higher smelting and refining activity 
pushed the non-ferrous metal products group higher by almost 5%. Non-metallic 
mineral products were slightly higher during the month. Declines were recorded in 
wood products (-3%), due to lower sawmills output, and in electrical apparatus and 
supplies, which reflected a drop in the output of telecommunication equipment. 


The mining gain was due solely to a 2% increase in metals output, with fuels 
virtually unchanged and non-metals down by almost 2%. With the exception of gold, 
output of all other major metals was higher during the month. 


NOTES 


l. Table 1 of this report contains seasonally adjusted data for six months of 
the current period, in order that the user may be able to follow the most recent 
month-to-month movements in the figures. Table 2 presents data unadjusted for sea- 
sonal variation for the last three months of the current period, and for the same 
months one year ago, in order that the user may make year-to-year comparisons.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production climbed to 186.6 ij 
June, a gain of about one-half of one per cent. This latest advance was due solel 
to a 1.1% increase in manufacturing output, with both mining and electric power ant 
gas utilities lower by more than 1% during the month. In the January to June peri 
of this year, the total index is 9.3% higher than the comparable period of 1961. 
On a seasonally adjusted basis the second quarter average is 1.8% above the first 
quarter level. 


In June, the 1.6% increase in non-durable manufacturing reflected wide- 
spread increases. With the exceptions of petroleum products and miscellaneous 
manufactures which were virtually unchanged during the month and the printing and 
publishing industries which were down by 2%, all other non-durable major groups 
showed gains in June. Chemicals and clothing products were up 14, tobacco, 
textiles and paper products were up by 2%, foods and beverages and rubber products 
by 3%, and leather products by almost 5%. 


Durable manufactures was also higher in June, by one-half of one per cent, 
again reflecting fairly widespread increase in the major group detail. [Iron and 
steel products gained a further 2% in June, with almost all industry groups con- 
tributing, particularly iron castings (+9%) and primary iron and steel (+3%). Woo 
products, non-metallic mineral products and transportation equipment advanced 1%, 
the latter due to small increases in both shivbuilding and motor vehicles output. 
Electrical apparatus and supplies climbed by 2% curing the month. With a 10% drop 
in non-ferrous metal smelting and refining output, non-ferrous metal products 
showed a substantial decline. 


The drop in mining was aimost fully due to a 3% decline in metals, with 
both non-metals anu fuels largely unchanged. However, within fuels, increases 
in both coal and natural gas were offset by a decline in the output of crude 
petroleum. For the most part, the metal mining decline was concentrated in iron o 
and nickel production. However, both of these industries have recorded good gains 
on a year over year basis.

Canada's index of industrial production was 
virtually unchanged in July. 
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The gain in durable manufactures of almost 1% in July was the sixth con- 
secutive monthly advance since January of this year, yielding an overall increase 
since then of more than 8% in this group. The most notable contributors to this 
gain have been the iron and steel and transportation equipment groups, although, 
with the exception of non-ferrous metal products, each of the remaining groups 
has shown considerable strength during the January-July period. During the peri 
iron and steel was up by 13% and transportation equipment by 15%. 


Led by the motor vehicle and related industries, transportation equipment 
gained more than 24 in July. With considerably higher veneer and plywood output 
wood products was up by 3%. After strong gains in May and June, iron and steel 
products were higher by less than one half of one percent in July. A decline 
in electrical apparatus and supplies (-2%) was partially offset by a 2% gain in 
non-ferrous metal products. The output of non-metallic mineral products was 
virtually unchanged during the month. 


The non-durable decline of about one half of one percent was, for the most 
part, due to offsetting gains and losses of 1% in the detail. The two exceptio 
to this included foods and beverages (-\%), which represented a return to more 
normal levels after the unusually high June level. Elsewhere, textiles were up 
by almost 5% due to increased cotton goods and synthetic textiles output. 


Metal mining output was lower by almost % with almost all the major metals 
contributing to the decline, particularly iron ore, zinc, copper and other metals 
(including uranium). With somewhat higher natural gas and crude petroleum 
output, fuel mining gained by almost 3%.

Canada's seasonally adjusted index of industrial production advanced almost 
1% in August to 188.2, the result of substantial gains in both mining and electri 
power and gas utilities. Manufacturing output was lower by one half of one 
percent during the month. 


The decline of 1.5% in non-durable output was concentrated in textiles and 
foods and beverages although rubber products, chemicals and leather products were 
also lower. Small gains were recorded in paper products, printing and publishing 
and miscellaneous manufactures. 


During August, durables manufacture gained slightly more than one half of 
one percent, with the largest contribution being a 2% gain in iron and steel 
products, in turn due for the most part to strength in the primary iron and steel 
industry. Non-ferrous metal products and electrical apparatus and supplies wer 
higher by 1% and 3% respectively. Transportation equipment was lower by about 
1%, reflecting slight declines in the motor vehicle industries. With a decline 
in the veneer and plywood industry, wood products was off by almost 2%. 


Although the bulk of the major mineral industries were higher in August 
more than two-thirds of the strength in mining output was confined to the crude 
petroleum industry, which raised the total fuels index by more than 9%. With 
strong advances in the gold, copper, iron ore, nickel and zine industries being 
only slightly offset by declines in lead and ‘other! metals (including uranium), 
metal mining was up by almost h%. Asbestos output was also higher during the 
month.

Canada's index of industrial production was 
up by 0.3% in September. 
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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was up by 0.34 in 
September to 189.3 from the revised August level of 1838.7. With a slight advance 
in mining and a 3% decline in electric power and gas utilities, the strength in 
the total index was due to an increase of almost 1% in manufacturing. 


Non-durable manufacturing was up by 0.3% in September, the result of gains 
in foods and beverages, rubber products, textiles and paper products. With the 
exception of about 3% declines in petroleum products and chemicals, the latter 
strike-affected, drops were relatively small elsewhere in leather products, 
clothing and printing and publishing. 


The 1.4% increase in durable manufacturing output was largely concentrated 
in wood products and transportation equipment, the former due to strength in both 
the veneer and plywood and the sawmilling industries, the latter reflecting 
substantially increased motor vehicles output. To date, this year, the motor 
vehicle industry is more than 30% higher than the same period last year. Iron 
and steel products was virtually unchanged in September with a decline in 
primary iron and steel being offset by smaller gains in most of the other steel- 
using industries. Elsewhere, non-metallic mineral products was off 3% while 
1% losses were recorded in non-ferrous metal products and electrical apparatus 
supplies. 


Within mining, metals declined by 2% with all metals lower with the exceptio 
of gold and miscellaneous metals (uranium). Fuel mining was higher due to 
somewhat incread crude petroleum output. A drop in asbestos output lowered the 
non-metal mining component. 


In a comparison of the first nine months of 1962 with the same period of 
1961, the following percentage increases are indicated; industrial production (8. 
mining (9.3), manufacturing (8.5), non-durables (5.8), durables (11.8) and 
utilities (7.3).

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was virtually 
unchenged in October, with only marginal changes in each of the three main 
divisions - manufacturing (-0.2%), mining (+0.8%), and electric power and gas 
utilities (+0.%). With the total index at a level of 189.3 in October, the 


advance since the last cyclical trough in January 1961 has amounted to more 
than 1% e 


The slight decline in manufecturing was the result of a drop of one-half 
of one percent in non-durables along with a marginal gain in durables output. 
The most noteworthy movements in non-durables occurred in foods and beverages 
which was off by %, and printing and publishing and petroleum products which 
were up by lJ and 7% respectively. Elsewhere changes were relatively small 
with gains in tobacco products, clothing and chemicals and losses in rubber 
and paper products. 


In durables, transportation equipment increased a further 1% in October, 
again prompted by higher motor vehicles output. The latter industry is present. 
running at levels which are higher by about 35% than a year ago. Elsewhere, 
electrical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic mineral products were up by 
5% and 6% respectively, the former due to considerably higher telecommunication 


equipment output. On the other hand, losses were recorded in wood products 
and iron and steel, the latter reflecting lower outout of primary iron and stee. 
and iron castings. Non-ferrous metal products was also off by 3% due to a 


decline in smelting and refining. 
The mining gain was solely due to substantially higher crude petroleum 


output which raised total fuels by 6%. With losses in every major metal 
excepting lead, total metals declined by 5%. Non-metals declined 1%.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was up slightly in 
November to 189.5 from a revised October level of 188.9. This development was the 
result of gains in both manufacturing (40.7%) and electric power and gas utilitie 
(+0.4%), being partly offset by a decrease of 1.5% in mining output. 


Within non-durables, which was up by one-half of one per cent, gains of 2% 
were recorded in both chemicals and foods and beverages, while leather products was 
up by 4%. On the other hand, petroleum products declined by 5% from the high ‘ 
October level. Elsewhere, movements were in the order of 1%, with gains in textile 
and rubber manufacturing and declines 4n tobacco and clothing products. Paper 
products and printing and publishing were virtually unchanged. rt 

The 0.8% gain in durable output in November was concentrated in wood products 
with both the veneer and plywood and sawmills industries showing considerable | 
strength. With a further expansion of motor vehicle output, transportation equip- 
ment was up by 1% during November. A similar gain in iron and steel products was 
the result of increased primary iron and steel production. A gain of 1% was also 
recorded in non-ferrous metal products, reflecting increased smelting and refining. 
Drops of 1% and 3% occurred in electrical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic 
mineral products respectively. 


The drop in mining output was largely confined to the fuels industry, in turn 
due to a 4% drop in crude petroleum production, Of lesser importance was an 
decline in non-metals output. Partially offsetting these was a 3% gain in the out- 
put of metals. Much of this strength emanated from the nickel industry, where out- 
put substantially increased from the low October level. Zine and lead were somewhe 
lower in November.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was virtually 
unchanged in December. This development occurred in spite of a slightly 
greater than 1% gain in manufacturing output; drops of 2% and 3% were recorded 
in electric power and gas utilities and mining production respectively. 
Between January and December 1962, the seasonally adjusted total index has 
risen by 5.5%, with little strength being recorded since August, 


Within manufacturing, non-durables advanced by 1.3% in the month, with 
foods and beverages, up by 5%, accounting for almost all this strength. 
There were lesser gains elsewhere with petroleum and rubber products each 
higher by 2%, and 1% increases in both clothing and chemicals, Leather 
products and printing and publishing were lower by 3%. 


The 0,8% gain in durable output in December reflected widespread gains 
by major group with only non-ferrous metal products lower by 1%. Wood products, 
electrical apparatus and supplies and iron and steel products were higher by 1%, 
with the latter partially due to increased output in the primary iron and steel 
component, Transportation equipment was unchanged in December, with motor 
vehicles showing a slight gain from its high level of November and the previous 
several months, Non-metallic mineral products also gained more than 2% during 
the month, 


Drops of 4% in metals and 3% in fuels contributed almost equally to 
the decline in total mining, with non-metals higher during the month. In 
fuels, the weakness was largely c oncentrated in petroleum output, while in 
metals, copper and 'other' metals (including uranium) were somewhat lower,

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production for January was 
unchanged from the revised December level of 189.3 and virtually unchanged since 
August of last year, With both manufacturing (-0.4%) and mining (-1.0%) lower in 
January, the total index was held up by a large gain of more than 4% in electric 
power and gas utilities. 


Non-durable manufacturing was off slightly in January with component industri: 
showing only marginal gains and losses, All major group movements were in the 
order of 1% with the exceptions of a 2% decline in paper products(due to pulp and 
paper) and an advance of 4% in tobacco products, 


In durable manufacturing, which was off by more than one-half of one per 
cent, electrical apparatus and supplies, non-metallic mineral products, and wood 
products were lower by 2% each, The latter was due to decreased sawmilling and 
veneer and plywood production, while in the former two groups, losses were 
generally spread throughout the components, e.g. telecommunigation equipment, 
refrigerators and appliances, cement, concrete products, etc, Iron and steel 
products also declined by about 1% mainly as a result of losses in heating and 
cooking apparatus and wire and wire goods and in spite of slight gains in 
primary steel and steel castings, Motor vehicles continued strong in January 
(after a gain of more than 30% in 1962) gaining a further 4%, to bring the 
transportation equipment index somewhat higher. Non-ferrous metal products were 
also up by about 1%. 


Within mining, losses occurred in metals (-3%) and fuels (-2%). The former 
group decreased due to widespread declines in gold, copper, nickel and iron ore, 
while the latter reflected drops in crude petroleum and natural gas, Non-metal 
mining output was somewhat higher in January, due to increased asbestos production

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Canada's index of industrial production 
was higher by 0.7% in February. 
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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was higher by 0.7% 
in February, with three-quarters of the strength being concentrated in the 
mining industries, where output advanced by more than 3%- Manufacturing recorded 
a slight gain during the month, while electric power and gas utilities was 


largely unchanged. 


About two-thirds of the increase in total mining took place in metals, 
where notable gains occurred in iron ore, nickel and zinc, and lesser ones in 
gold and lead. The rest of the mining strength emanated in fuels, with all 
components higher in February. Non-metals were somewhat lower during the month. 


The major part of the increase in manufacturing took place in non-durables, 
which gained 0.5% Gains of 3% occurred in chemicals, foods and beverages and 
rubber products, while textiles and tobacco products were also higher in February. 
Losses were noted in leather products, clothing, printing and publishing, 
petroleum and paper products, the latter largely reflecting reduced shipments 
due to newspaper strikes in New York and Cleveland. 


The slight increase in durables output was the result of mixed movements in 
the detail. Approximately 2% increases were recorded in both wood products and 
jron and steel, the former due to higher sawmills output, and the latter reflect- 
ing strength in both iron castings and primary iron and steel. With the first 
decline in several months in the seasonally adjusted motor vehicles index (-2%), 
transportation equipment was lower by 1% in February. Elsewhere, drops of 
2% and 3% were indicated in non-ferrous metal products and non-metallic mineral 
products respectively. Electrical apparatus and supplies was slightly higher.

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NOTES TO USERS 


‘ Tables 1 to 3— The data in Tables 1to 3 super- 
cede the supplement dated March, 1962, and are an 
extension of the tabular material contained in 
“Revised Index of Industrial Production, 1935-1957, 
(1949=100)’’, DBS reference paper No. 61-502. 


Table 4 to 9 provide an historical record of the 
monthly Index of Industrial Production back to 1919 
thus giving as comparable a set of data as is pos- 
‘sible to derive at present on this most volatile 
Segment of the economy. The task of researching 
the early index records with a view toward achieving 
consistency and applying more modem work tech- 
iques was one part of a project undertaken by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics at the request of the 
Canadian Political Science Association. The 
Teference document containing all the historical 
series for production, employment, prices, trade, 
etc., will be appearing shortly. 

Basically, the purpose of the work was to re- 
‘seasonally adjust the historica] Index of Industrial 
Production and its major components by electronic 
omputer, using the Census Method II technique. In 
the process, there emerged both seasonally unad- 
justed monthly indexes and a new set of annual 
averages for the period prior to 1935. Data for the 
_ period from 1935 to the present remain unchanged 
and the results of the 1919-35 study are merely 
linked to that record at 1935. 


Although the index is as comparable as pos- 
sible from 1919 to the present, certain discon- 
_tinuities, of course, remain. It would be spuriously 
accurate even to attempt to express the entire period 
of more than 40 years on a Single weight base, 
because of the vast changes in industrial structure 
that have taken place since the early 1900’s. The 
‘Series were computed on three different time and 
Weight bases, and it is merely for convenience that 
the three periods have been mechanically expressed 
on one reference or time base, 1949. 

_ The period from 1919 to 1935 was computed on 
a weight-base of 1926=100, using the base-weighted 
daaspeyres index formula. The manufacturing index 
for this early period is based on 29 commodity 
Series, while the mining index uses 9 commodity 
items. In both cases, the weights used are based on 
@foss values. From 1919 to 1934, the utilities 
component consists solely of central electric 
ste tions, 
___It is because the entire Index of Industrial 
Production was represented by only 39 monthly 
commodity series that use of these data in an annual 
context is discouraged, for the period from 1919 to 
1934. Monthly production series should be adjusted 
© annual levels, as indicated by comprehensive 
enc h-mark studies. Resources did not permit such 
tudies to be undertaken, so that the annual levels 
h this period are open to question. However, it 
ould be noted that even if bench-mark indexes 
vere available, the month-to-month movements would 
be eerily the same, but at possibly different 
levels, 

_ The original 1935-39 - based index was fully 
scribed in DBS reference paper No. 34. This 
cument had superceded earlier 1935 -39- based 
aterial. Later, in 1959, the indexes contained 


therein were supplanted by the release of DBS 
reference paper 61-502, which contained the 1949- 
based index, linked to the earlier material at 1946 
and extended back to 1935, with a few minor re- 
visions as noted in that report. These indexes have 
now been linked at 1935 to the 1926-based indexes 
and extended back to 1919. Thus, the 1919 to 1934 
period is derived using 1926 weights, the 1935- 
1945 period using 1935-39 weights, and the period 
from 1946 to the present using 1949 weights. 

The weights used in combining the manufac- 
turing, mining and central electric station aggregates 
for the 1926-based portion of the study were based 
on census value added, derived from data contained 
in the 1959 issue of the ‘Survey of Production’’, 
DBS Catalogue No. 61-202. The commodity weights 
used to obtain the major components are available 
on request. 

It is to be noted that beginning in 1935, a split 
of manufacturing into its durable and non-durable 
components is made. It was not felt desirable to 
attempt this breakdown prior to 1935, since the 
index of manufacturing for the period from 1919 to 
1934 is essentially one of commodity output, rather 
than industry output. 

The level of seasonal adjustment differs as 
between the three time periods covered by this 
study. The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial 
Production for the period from 1919 to 1934 is the 
weighted summation of manufacturing, mining and 
central electric stations. From 1935 to 1945 in- 
clusive, it is the summation of seasonally adjusted 
durables, non-durables, mining and utilities. From 
1946 to date, the total index has been broken into 
almost 100 components for purposes of seasonal 
adjustment, many of which are published regularly. 
This difference in level alone should contribute no 
Significant inconsistency to this long-term study. 


There are a few other qualifications that should 
be indicated to users of these long-term series. 
Generally speaking, however, these are of lesser 
import than those already mentioned. For example, 
the period beginning in 1935 contains adjustments 
for calendar variation. Prior to 1935, these adjust- 
ments were not made. However, to the extent that 
calendar variation is seasonal in nature, it will be 
removed by the seasonal adjustment technique. 


Beginning in 1946, all the production indexes 
are modified where necessary to remove the more 
direct effects of major labour disputes and other 
known irregulars from the seasonal factors. Such 
changes are intended to facilitate the derivation of 
more normal seasonal patterns; the original ir- 
regular-affected data are then adjusted using these 
modified seasonal factors. Prior to 1946, the 
relevant information on which to base such prior 
corrections was not readily available and resources 
did not permit the necessary research. 


One final general note of caution should be 
sounded to analysts using these series. In the 
years covered by these indexes, gradual but alto- 
gether considerable improvements have been made 
in the collection of Statistics. The quantitative 
effect of these improvements is as difficult to 
estimate as would be an attempt to make them 
retroactive,

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production for April was up by 
0.2% to 19.2 from the revised March level of 193.9. A 1% gain in mining, coupled 
with a 2% increase in electric power and gas utilities, more than offset a 
fractional decline in manufacturing. 


In non-durable manufactures, which fell by 1.3% in April after the large 
increase in March, foods and beverages, textiles and chenicals each declined by 2% 
There was also a large drop in rubber products, in part due to a labour dispute in 
the industry. Paper products was off by 1%. Elsewhere, tobacco and leather 
products were off by 4. On the other hand, gains of é and 2% were recorded in 
clothing products and in printing and publish ie respectively, while petroleum 
products showed little change. 


Durable manufacturing output was up by 1% in April after showing little 
change within the first quarter. Almost half of this strength in durables origin- 
ated in the transportation equipment industry, where motor vehicle production was — 
up by almost l\% after the declines registered in February and March. Another one- 
third occurred in non-ferrous metal products, with smelting and refining up by | 
about 5%. Elsewhere, gains were also registered in non-metallic mineral products — 
(+2%) and electrical apparatus and supplies (+1%). Wood products and iron and 
steel products showed little change during Aprils; the more important changes 
included a gain in iron castings, but this was offset by a decline in primary iron 
and steel. | 


The 14 gain in mining output was due to an advance of almost 5% in metals, 
with partially offsetting declines occurring in fuels (-2%) and non-metals (-1%). | 
In metals, strength was widespread in iron-ore, copper, nickel and lead, while in’ 
fuels, a decline in crude petroleum was only partially offset by a gain in natural: 
gas output. : 

The gain in utilities was almost wholly concentrated in the electric power | 
component. |

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial 
production gained almost 1% in May. 
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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was higher by 0.8% 
in May to 195.7 from the revised April figure of 194.1. This latest development 
left the index some 3.3% higher than in January of this year, and 5% over the 
level recorded in May of last year. The strength in May was concentrated in t 
manufacturing which was up by 1.1% in the month. Zlsewhere both mining and electr 
power and gas utilities declined marginally. The gain in manufacturing was 
approximately equal in both non-durables and durables, with the former up by 1.1% 
and the latter by 1.3%. 


In non-durables, increases were widespread and substantial, with the only — 
significant major group decline occurring in petroleum products, although foods ~ 
and beverages and printing and publishing were marginally lower in May. Textile | 
products were up by almost 2%, led by a sizeable advance in woollen goods output. 
Leather products, clothing, chemicals and paper products each advanced by %%, 
the latter due to a similar gain in pulp and paper output. Tobacco and rubber 
products were also somewhat higher in May. 


In durables, strength was also apparent on a wide front, with only non- 
ferrous metals products little changed. Slsewhere, increases were generally 
in the order of 1%, the only exception being non-metallic mineral products, up 
by 5%, a good part of which was due to a large gain in concrete products. The 
1% gains occurred in wood products, iron and steel, transportation equipment and 
electrical apparatus and supplies. Within the detail, a few of the more notable 
gains were recorded in sawmills (+3%) and motor vehicles (+1.5%). 


In mining, declines of 1% in metals and 2% in fuels were mostly offset by a 
large gain in non-metals. In metals, gains occurred in gold and zinc, while iron 
ore, copper and nickel were lower. Crude petroleum was off by almost 3% and coal 
and natural gas were somewhat higher.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial 
production was virtually unchanged in June. 
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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was virtually 
unchanged in June moving from 195.6 in May to 195.5. The 0.3% increase in manu-_ 
facturing was offset by an almost 24 decline in mining output with electric power 
and gas utilities unchanged. 


This latest development left the total index of production for the January 
to June period of 1963 higher by almost five and one-half per cent than the first 
six months of 1962. During the second quarter, on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
total industrial production was higher by about 1.9% than the first quarter. 


Within durable manufactures, which fell marginally in June, gains of 1% 
occurred in wood, iron and steel products, and transportation equipment. These 
were offset by slight declines in both non-ferrous metal products and electrical 
apparatus and supplies, and a 6% drop in non-metallic mineral products. The 
latter followed the sharp increase in this group recorded in May. Elsewhere in 
the detail, iron castings, primary iron and steel and motor vehicles remained 
high in June. 


Output of non-durables was up by slightly more than one-half of one per 
cent in June, the result of mixed movements. Gains of from 1% to 3% were recordet 
in chemicals, printing and publishing, foods and beverages, leather products, 
petroleum refining, rubber and textile products. Tobacco, clothing and paper 
products were lower in June, the latter due to a decline in pulp and paper output, 
Q4gain in this industry, the decline followed an unusually large increase last 
month. 


The decline in mining in large part emanated in metals, particularly in 
iron ore and nickel, although non-metals, due to asbestos, was also lower by 
about 5%. Fuels gained about 2%, with natural gas and crude petroleum con- 
tributing about equally.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production fell by about one and 
one-half percent in July as weaknesses developed in both mining and manufacturing 
The former was off by more than 4%, while the latter, reflecting roughly equal 
declines in both its durable and non-durable components, fell by 1.6%. Partiall, 
offsetting these declines was 4 more than 3% rise in the output of electric power 


and gas utilities. 


It should be mentioned that the drop in the index in July may have been 
influenced by the changing pattern of seasonality in the summer months due to the 
effects on production of the wider extension of vacations in industry. Until suc 
time as this can be further substantiated, some caution should be exercised in 
the interpretation of the figures for the summer months. 


A good part of the decline in non-durables took place in foods and beverages 
which were down by 5%. Lesser drops occurred in textiles, printing and publishir 
paper products, and chemicals. Rubber products were also somewhat lower. On th 
other hand, large gains were rec 
refining. 


The drop in durables of almost 2% was repeated in much the same magnitude ir 
wood products, iron and steel, transportation equipment and non-ferrous metal 
products. Elsewhere, electrical apparatus and supplies were off by 1%, while non 
metallic mineral products were marginally higher. 


About three-quarters of the decline in mining production occurred in metals 
with the remainder due to lower fuels output. Weaknesses developed in gold, cop 
nickel, iron ore and ‘other’ metals (including uranium). The main reason for th 
decline in fuels was a 3% drop in crude petroleum output.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial 
production advanced by 1.2% in August. 
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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was up by 1.2% in 
August, recovering most of the ground lost by the unusual decline during July. 
In August, both mining and manufacturing were considerably higher (3.1% and 1.2) 
respectively), while electric power and gas utilities fell by about 2%. The 4 
strength in manufacturing was more apparent in non-durables where output advanced 
by more than one and one-half per cent, although durables were also up by close 
to one per cent. 


As noted in July, some caution should be exercised in the interpretation of — 
the figures for the summer months. More definite conclusions concerning the 
seasonally adjusted production movements in these months will have to await the i, 
emergence of seasonal patterns for the next few yearse } 

In non-durables, sizeable advances were recorded in foods and beverages 
(+ 4%) textiles (+69) and paper products (+ 3%). Lesser increases occurred in 
printing and publishing and chemical praducts. Partial offsets to these gains 
took place in tobacco, leather, and petroleum products and clothing. 


In durables strength was concentrated in transportation equipment, with 
motor vehicles mostly responsible, and non-ferrous metal products (+ lg). Smale: 
gains were shown in electrical apparatus and supplies and non-metallic mineral 
products. Both wood products and iron and steel fell by about 1%, the latter 
largely the effect of lower primary steel outpute 


More than half of the gain in mining occurred in metals. This was the 
component most seriously affected by the unusual weakness in last month's figures 
Every individual metal was higher except zinc. There were also gains recorded in 
both fuels and non-metals. |

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production advanced by 1.4% in 
September, to reach a new high, as all three major divisions of the index reveal 
strength; manufacturing was up by 1.1%, mining by 2.7% and electric power and ga 


utilities 1.9% 


In manufacturing, the strength emanated entirely from durables, where outp 


advanced by almost two and one-half percent. Non-durables were unchanged in 
September. Gains were widespread and large in durables, with both wood products 
ana iron and steel higher by Me Transportation equipment continued to show gai 
led by the motor vehicles industries. Blectrical apparatus and supplies were 
marginally higher in September, while non-metallic mineral products, reflecting 
an unusually large increase in concrete products, advanced by almost To. Non- 
ferrous metal products were virtually unchanged. Within the detail, good stre 
was exhibited in primary iron and steel (+ 8%) and veneers and plywood. 


There were some rather large put offsetting movements in non-durables. 


Declines occurred in tobacco, chemicals, foods and beverages and rubber, the lat 
adversely affected by a labour dispute in the industry. On the other hand, pro-= 
ducts of petroleum and coal were considerably higher in the month, and lesser 
gains were recorded in paper products, printing and publishing and leather. 


About 80% of the gain in mining came from metals where output advanced oy 
due largely to iron ore, although copper, gold, and zine were also higher. Due 
to gains in both natural gas and crude petroleum, fuel mining also advanced in 
September. Non-metals were off almost 1%. } 


With figures for the first nine months of the year now available, it is 
possible to run a comparison against the same period last year and the following | 
changes are indicated; total industrial production ( + 4.6%), mining (+ 2%), 
manufacturing (+ 4.9%), non-durablesi(+c4%) pdurables (+ 6.1%), and utilities

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production in October gained 
a further 1.2%, reaching a record level of 200.1. ‘Thus, industrial production 
has doubled since 1949. Manufacturing was up by one and one-half percent in 
October, while electric power and gas utilities gained about 1). Mining output 
in the month was virtually unchanged. 


Within manufacturing, durables advanced by about 2%, with about three 
quarters of this strength originating in transportation equipment, the great bulk 
of which was due to the motor vehicle industries. Gains of about two and one-half 
percent occurred in both wood products and iron and steel, the former reflecting 
considerably increased sawmills output, with the latter due to increases in 
almost all components, particularly primary iron and steel and iron castings. 
Non-metallic mineral products dropped almost 6% in October to return to the level 
prevailing immediately prior to the big September increase. Concrete products 
accounted for most of this drop. Elsewhere, non-ferrous metal products and 
electrical apparatus and supplies were marginally lower. 


The slightly more than 1% gain in non-durables was the result of fairly 
widespread increases in its major components. Foods and beverages, leather 
products and textiles all experienced gains of about 2%, while, elsewhere chemical 
were higher by 1%, rubber by ¥, clothing by ug, and tobacco products by 8%. 

Small declines of about 1% occurred in printing and petroleum products. Paper 
products remained unchanged. 


Mining stayed at the high level attained in September as a 3% decline in 
metals and a small drop in non-metals offset a 3% gain in fuels. The latter 
was due to an almost 5% increase in crude petroleum. The major source of the 
drop in metals was the iron ore industry, while copper and nickel continued to 
show strength.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production in November showed 
its largest month-to-month gain in the year to date, advancing 1.9% to 204.2. 
This was the fourth consecutive sizeable advance for the total index since the 
setback in July. All three major divisions contributed to this latest monthly 
gain with mining up by 2.1%, manufacturing by 1.7% and electric power and gas 
utilities by 3.8%. Of all the month to month increases that have been recorded 
since the current expansion began in early 1961 the 1.%5 gain in the total index 
in November was the largest since one that occurred in June 1961. 


More than 75% of the strength in manufacturing originated in durables, where 
a gain of 2.7% was recorded, the fourth consecutive advance for this componente 
The largest single contribution to the November increase was transportation 
equipment, with motor vehicles higher by about 9%. Iron and steel products also 
showed good strength in November, led by primary jron and steel production (up 
7%) with iron castings also partially responsible. Wood products gained more than 
2% with sawmills and veneer and plywood contributing about equally. With tele- 
communication equipment and appliances mostly responsible, electrical apparatus 
and supplies advanced almost LW, Non-metallic mineral products also increased 
more than 1%, while non-ferrous metal products declined by Qh. 


Non-durables output was up by about 19% in November as most components moved 
higher. ‘The following movements occurred: foods and beverages (41% » paper 


products (+2%), leather products (+39) 5 chemicals and rubber products (+4) and 
tobacco (+5%)« Losses of 27 were recorded in both printing and vetroleum products 


while textiles dropped 37. 


About three quarters of the gain in mining was due to metals, which in turn 
was solely the result of a sudstantial increase in iron ore. Fuels and non-metals 
were also higher, the former due to crude petroleum, the latter the result of an 


asbestos increasee 


The utilities increase was almost entirely due to considerably higher output 
of central electric stations. .

DECEMBER 1963 


The seasonally adjusted index of industrial. 
production advanced by 1.4% in December. 
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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production increased a further 
1.4% in December, marking its fifth consecutive sizeable advance since July, and 
an overall increase of 7.5% since that point. In December, manufacturing was 
higher by almost one and one-half per cent, while electric power and gas utilities 
advanced by more than 3%. Mining was marginally lower in the month. For the 
year 1963 as a whole, the total index of industrial production was 5.5% higher 
than 1962. 


The gain in non-durable manufactures was 1.7%, based on widespread strength 
in the major group detail. The foods and beverages, tobacco, rubber and printing 
groups all gained 1% in December. Clothing and petroleum products were up by 
2%, and paper products, with a particularly large gain in the pulp and paper 
industry component, advanced almost 4%. Textiles also gained 5% in the month. 

The only group to decline was leather products (off 3%). 


The durables group continued to show strength in December, advancing 1.2%, 
This latest advance yields an overall 9.7% gain since July of 1963 in the group. 
As has been the case in the past several months, transportation equipment and 
iron and steel products continued to show the way in December, with each higher 
by about 2%. As well, the strength in construction activity was reflected in 
non-metallic mineral products, up by 4%, in particular due to concrete products. 
Elsewhere, there were only marginal changes in wood products, non-ferrous metal 
products and electrical apparatus and supplies. 


The stability in total mining was also reflected in both fuels and non- 
metals with little change in any components. However, although total metals 
were little changed in December, there were sizeable offsetting movements in 
the detail. Iron ore showed a particularly large gain, and nickel was also highe? 
However, declines in gold, copper, zinc and lead combined to offset these gains. — 


The following changes are indicated for the year 1963 over 1962; total 
industrial production (+ 5.5%), manufacturing (+5.5%), durables (+6.6%), non- 
durables (+4.6%), mining (+3.1%), and electric power and gas utilities (8.8%) »

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production continued to expand 
in January advancing by one per cent to 209.8 from the revised Decenber figure 
of 207.7. With this latest increase in the aggregate Index of Industrial 
Production, the current cyclical expansion has now lasted for three years, with 
the overall gain during this period amounting to 26.7%. In January, the gain in 
manufacturing output was 0.6%, while mining recorded a substantial advance of 
.5%.- Electric power and gas utilities declined by one and one half per cent. 


Although manufacturing was higher in January than December, only durables 
gained further ground (+ 1.9%) with non-durables lower by one-half of one per 
cent. Within durables, the strength was particularly evident in wood and non- 
metallic mineral products, led by sawmills ana the cement industries. Iron and 
steel products continued to gain in January (+ 1.4%) as iron castings and 
heating and cooking apparatus moved higher. Primary iron and steel showed a 
small decline after the substantial increases of the past several months. Non- 
ferrous metal products gained more than 3%, de to a similar increase in smelting 
and refining. Transportation equipment fell slightly, as motor vehicles were of} 
by about 2%. Electrical apparatus and supplies showed little change in the mont} 


The slight weakness in non-durables was the result of declines of about 1% 
in foods and beverages, clothing, paper products and chemicals and about 2% in 
textiles and rubber. The only groups to show increases were leather products 
and printing and publishing (each up by 2 per cent.) Tobacco products showed no 
change. 


Both metal mining ad fuels advanced by about 5 per cent in January, as 
strong gains occurred in copper, zinc, lead, "other" metals (including uraniun), 
and crude petroleum. Partially offsetting these were declines in iron ore and 
nickel. Non-metal mining fell by about 3%.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial 
production advanced by 1.3 per cent in February. 
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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production continued to expand 
in February gaining 1.3% from 209.1 to 211.9, as all three major divisions of the 
index moved higher. The strength in the index was particularly concentrated in 
manufacturing, where a 1.6% gain was registered. Increases of less than 1% 
were recorded in both mining and electric power and gas utilities. 


More than two thirds of the gain in manufacturing output occurred in non- 
durables, up by 2.1%. The biggest single contributor to this increase was foods 
and beverages (+ 5%), due largely to irregular increases in both breweries and 
canning and processing. In addition, rubber products were considerably higher in 
the month, reflecting snereased tire output. Leather and paper products rose in 
February, the latter largely due to increased roofing paper output, although pulp 
and paper also gained close to 1%. Tobacco, printing and clothing output were 
Lower in the month, while chemicals were virtually unchanged. 


A major part of the 1% increase in durable manufacturing output in February 
occurred in non-metallic mineral products, up by almost 11%.. This was due to 
significant gains in some constriction material producing industries, in particulal 
cement and concrete products. A further almost 2% gain was registered in motor 
vehicle production to bring the transportation equipment group higher by about 
1%. Iron and steel products fell slightly with losses in both primary steel and 
iron castings. Wood products and electrical apparatus and supplies fell by from 
one per cent to two per cent. Non-ferrous metal vroducts gained almost 3%, due 
to smelting and refining. 


The small increase in mining output was apparent in all three published 
components, metals, non-metals and fuels.. In metals large gains occurred in iron 
ore and nickel, with mostly offsetting losses in copper, lead and gold. It 
should be noted that there was a substantial downward revision to the crude 
petroleum figures in January.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production “declined by 0.9% 
in March, as both manufacturing and mining fell, by about 1% and 3% respectively. 
These drops were partially offset by a gain of 3% in electric power and gas 
utilities. With this latest movenent, the total index of production in the first 
quarter was higher by 3.5% than in the fourth quarter. 


Almost all of the decline in manufacturing occurred in non-durables in 
March, where output fell by 1.8%, In turn, about three-fourths of the drop in 
non-durables originated in foods and beverages and followed an unusually large 
gain in this component in February. In addition leather, rubber and tobacco 
products showed relatively large declines, the latter for the second consecutive 
month. The paper products industry was marginally higher in March as a gain in 
pulp and paper was almost offset by a large drop in the unpublished roofing 
paper component. Textiles, petroleum products and chemicals were higher in the 


month ° 


Although durables were only slightly lower in March, there was a large 
decline in non-metallic mineral products. This pattern of relative weakness 
in the construction materials-producing industries in March was fairly wide- 
spread and again followed large gains in the last several months, particularly 
February. Wood products also fell by more than 1%. Small movements were 
recorded in both non-ferrous metal praiucts and electrical apparatus and 
supplies. In iron and steel products, heating and cooking apparatus and primary 
jron and steel showed good gains to bring this group up by about 1%. With motor 
vehicles continuing to expand, transportation equipment was up by about 4 


About two thirds of the decline in total mining was due to metals,largely 
in turn the result of a drop in other metals (uranium). Gains occurred in gold, 
jron ore and copper, while nickel, zinc and lead were lower. Fuel mining also 
fell by about 2%.

2, It has been established that the monthly clothing index has been seriously 
understating annual production levels since the mid-to late 1950's, Circum- 
stances prevent a complete evaluation of the needed correction, both in this 
and other industry areas, at this time and the following interim solution has 
been adopted. A preliminary annual level for the clothing industry group is 
being published for the year 1963. Commencing with January, 1963, the monthly 
projector is based on a deflated value series. Thus users will note a break in 
this series between the period prior to and subsequent to January, 1963. In 
addition, no detail other than the total clothing group index can be published. 


For purposes of weighting this industry with other major groups to obtain various | 


production aggregates, the clothing index at the uncorrected level will be used.

Note to Users 


This annual supplement contains the latest revisions to the Index of Indus- 
trial Production. This year, revisions were made from January 1963. They con- 
sisted of output-per-manhour changes in some of the manhour represented indus- 
tries, changes to seasonal factors, and other raw data revisions, 


Among the latter type, two specific changes are significant enough to - 
warrant Special comment. The first Concerns the index for the clothing industries, 
It has been established that this monthly index has been seriously understating 
annual production levels since the mid-fifties. Circumstances prevent a complete 
evaluation of the needed corrections, both in this and other industry areas, at 
this time and the following interim solution has been adopted: a preliminary 
annual level for the Clothing industry group is being published for the year 1963; 
commencing with January, 1963, the monthly Projector is based on a deflated 
value series. Thus users will note a break in this Series between the periods 
prior to and subsequent to January, 1963, Further, no detail other than the total 
clothing group index can be published. For purposes of weighting this industry 
with other major groups to obtain various production aggregates, the clothing 
index at the uncorrected level is being used. To do otherwise would cause breaks 
in the continuity of ageregates at higher levels, 


The other case concerns the published acids, alkalies, salts and fertilizers 
component of the chemicals group. Up to the present time, the monthly projector 
for this series has been an index of manhours, adjusted for broad changes in 
output per manhour. Some years ago, DBS instituted a new monthly commodity 
Survey in this area, and there is now a sufficiently long run of data to obtain 
Seasonal factors. This has now been done and the new, more sensitive, produc- 
tion series has been substituted beginning in January, 1964,

The indexes of real domestic product at factor 
cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all in- 
dustries located in Canada) are an extension of the 
Index of Industrial Production to cover the whole 
range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, 
manufacturing and electric power and gas utilities, 
total domestic product includes the following indus- 
try groups: agriculture; forestry; fishing and trap- 
ping; construction; transportation, storage and com- 
munication; finance, insurance and real estate; 
public administration and defence; and community, 
recreation, business and personal service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an 
elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs concep- 
tually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid 
to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income recei- 
ved from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of

total real output. It accounted for about 30 per cent 
of the gain in total output over the 1961-63 period, 
with a major part of the increase coming from the 
durables component. This is consistent with devel- 
opments during other post-war expansions, as dur- 
able manufacturing, throughout this time, was the 
industry group with the most distinct cyclical pat- 
tern, and the fluctuations in total manufacturing 
coincided fairly closely with changes in durables 


output. 


Durable manufacturing has expanded substan- 
tially since the first quarter of 1961, surpassing in 
total gain, if not in rapidity of growth, the 1954-56 
upturn. During the second quarter of 1962, durables 
output for the first time surpassed its fourth quarter, 
1956 peak: up to that time production had moved at 
a lower level, the 1958-60 cycle being entirely 
below it. During the last three quarters of 1962, a. 
good rate of increase in durable output was main- 
tained, almost in line with the average increases 
during the 1954-56 expansion. Some hesitancy was 
apparent at various times during 1963, but the 6 
per cent gain in the fourth quarter was the largest 
since that achieved in the first quarter of 1955. 


Iron and steel products, which constitute about 
one-third of durable manufacturing, showed strong 
increases over the current expansion as a whole, 
with declines occurring only twice —in the fourth 
quarter of 1961 and the third quarter of 1963. There 
was a period of fairly small gains, however, during 
the first half of 1963 and extending back into the 
last quarter of 1962, which exercised a dampening 
influence on total durable output at that time. A 
slowdown in the rate of increase during the first 
three quarters of 1963 was also observable in the 
output of wood products and to a lesser extent in 
the transportation equipment industry. However, the 
fourth quarter was particularly high in all these in- 
dustries, with increases ranging: from 5 to 14 per 
cent. 


The most remarkable feature of the current ex- 
pansion in the area of durable manufacturing was 
the considerable growth in the output of the motor 
vehicle industry beginning in the second quarter of 
1961. The only decline in motor vehicle production 
during this period occurred in the first quarter of 
1962. This coincided with a strike in the industry. 
For the remainder of the year, output increased as 
rapidly as before the decline, surpassing, during 
the third quarter, the previous post-war high attained 
in the third quarter of 1955. There was a slight de- 
celeration in the rate of increase in motor vehicle 
output during the early part of 1963. The 17 per cent 
gain in the fourth quarter, however, was the largest 
during the current expansion, although larger in- 
creases have been recorded during previous up- 
swings. What was unusual in this case was the 
sweep and duration of this almost uninterrupted ex- 
pansion in the output of the motor vehicle industry. 


Non-durable manufacturing increased fairly 
steadily and rapidly since early 1961, with some 
levelling off during the last part of 1962 and in the 
third quarter of 1963. On the whole, the total gains 
of the current expansion approximate closely those 
achieved during the 1954-56 period. 


Manufacturing has in the past shown some 


movements in output similar in broad outline to 
those in construction. Following the sharp rise dur- 


ing the 1954-57 period, a lack of sustained growth 
was evident in construction activity, culminating in 
a decline from 1958 to 1961. This paralleled a period 
of relatively slow growth in manufacturing between 
1957 and 1961. Early in the current expansion con 
struction activity rallied quite sharply, but sub- 
sequently it did not show any significant gains until 
the fourth quarter of 1963, when it almost attained 
its 1958 peak levels. (This was the sharpest gain 
since early 1956.) However, there was little evi- 
dence in construction of the upward trend character: 
istic of the manufacturing industries during the past 
two years. 


Trade, which was virtually level during 1959 
and 1960 increased fairly steadily through the .latter 
part of 1961 and early 1962. The subsequent period 
was again one of slower growth, but the large in 
crease in the fourth quarter of 1963 brought this in 
dustry group to a level 1444 per cent above the firs 
quarter, 1961, low point. This was the largest in 
crease in trade since 1958, and it occurred both al 
the wholesale and retail levels. Wholesale trade, 
as in earlier expansions, followed a pattern quite 
similar to that of durable manufacturing, while retau 
trade, like non-durables, expanded more steadily} 
but at a slower pace. In 1963, however, both retail © 
and wholesale trade were about 4 per cent abov 
their 1962 levels, which is an increase almost in 
line with the long term average growth rate fo 
total trade. The main strength in retail trade during» 
the past year came from the considerable increases 
in its farm implement dealer, garages and filling 
station, and motor vehicle dealer components. The 
last-mentioned trade showed particularly large gains 
during the final quarter of the year, accounting, ¢ 
that time, for more than half of the total increase in 
retail trade. 


Transportation advanced more rapidly than 
trade during the current expansion, rising, after a 
fairly shallow downturn, to a level 21 percent above 
its first quarter, 1961 level. Most of the componen 
industries expanded during 1962 and 1963. Rail 
transport increased by 7 per cent during 1963 (\ 
the largest gains concentrated in the final quarte: 
when the 1956 peak was surpassed for the fir: 
time), and accounted for about two-fifths of 
total gain in transportation. Railways have s 
a renewed upward trend in output since 1961 4 
along with shipping, were particularly strongl 
fected by the movements of grain for export dul 
the latter part of 1963.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production, after suffering a set- 
back in March, rebounded in April, rising by 2.3% to 215.1. This April increase 1@ 
the index 1.3% above the February level. All three major divisions contributed to 
this latest gain with mining up by 2.4%, manufacturing by 2, 1% and electric power 
and gas utilities by almost 4%. For the year to date, the total index is now highe) 
by 10.5% than the same period last year. 


Almost three-quarters of the strength in manufacturing came from non-durables 
where output advanced by 2.8%, with most major groups higher by substantial amounts. 
Tobacco products gained almost 20% in April after two consecutive large monthly 
declines. Both paper products and printing and publishing were substantially highe 
largely reflecting increases in both domestic and export shipments of newsprint. 
Textile production was up by more than 7%, as all components showed relatively large 
gains. Other substantial increases were recorded in foods and beverages, leather 
and rubber products. Clothing fell in April as did chemical products. The latter 
movement occurred in spite of higher acids output and was solely due to a substantii 
decline in paints. 


There were similarly large gains in many of the components of durable manu- 
factures in April, as this aggregate moved ahead by 1,3%. Increases ranged from 
between three and three and one-half per cent in wood products, iron and steel and 
electrical apparatus and supplies. The most important industry contributors were 
sawmills, iron castings, primary steel and telecommunication equipment. It is 
interesting to note that the strength in durables occurred in spite of a more than 
5% decline in motor vehicle production. Non-metallic mineral products fell slighth 
in April, while non-ferrous metal products gained 2%. 


Gains in mining output were about as widespread as in manufacturing, with botl 
metals and fuels up by 2% and non-metals, due to asbestos, 10% higher. Iron ore wa: 
the only major metal to decline (-4%), and each of coal, natural gas and crude 
petroleum also showed gains. 


In electricity and gas, both components moved higher, in particular gas utilii

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Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, 0 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of producti 
in Canada published in DBS Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 
Origin, 1935-61". This reference paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods used 
as well as other relevant material. 


The monthly "Index of Industrial Production" publication 61-005 will henceforth contain | 
quarterly indexes of real domestic product, less agriculture, with component industry detail. Quarterly 
indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, except on a once~ 
a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring. |

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REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, FIRST QUARTER, 1964 


Seasonally adjusted non-agricultural output for the first quarter of 1964 showed an increase of 

t over 3 per cent from the fourth quarter of 1963. It has thus increased by over 8 per cent since 

first quarter of 1963 and by 21 per cent from its first quarter, 1961 cyclical trough. The indus- 

es comprising the Index of Industrial Production contributed substantially to the 1961 - 64 expansion, 
ounting for about 48 per cent of the increase, followed by trade with a 15 per cent contribution and 
amsportation, storage and communication, which accounted for 1l per cent.

. Among the major industry groupings, gains were widespread in the first quarter of 1964, ranging 
fom a fractional increase in electric power and gas utilities to an almost 15 per cent gain in non- 
ttallic mineral products. There were only a few declines: in the tobacco, petroleum and leather 
paete components of manufacturing and in storage. 


The most notable development in the quarter was the 9 per cent increase in construction which 
counted for about one-fifth of the gain in non-agricultural output. Following upon a 6 1/2 per cent 
crease in the fourth quarter, this current gain brought construction to a level more than 8 per cent 
fove its previous post-war high reached during the second quarter of 1958. The expansion in construction 
tivity also stimulated production in related industries, as shown by the large gains in the output and 
sles of building materials during this period. 


) Production was still increasing during the first quarter. 


Manufacturing, with a 3 1/2 per cent gain, continued to be the largest single contributor to 
the aggregate gain, accounting for over 30 per cent of the advance in non-agricultural output. For 
second quarter in succession, durable manufacturing showed a particularly large gain (5 per cent ver 
6 per cent in the preceding quarter). Increases of between 3 and 5 1/2 per cent were recorded by al 
major gourps except electrical apparatus and supplies ( + 1 per cent) and non-metallic mineral produ 
( + 14 1/2 per cent). This last group, which accounted for over one quarter of the gain in durables 
advanced largely as a result of the exceptional increases in the cement and concrete products industri¢ 
It is interesting to note that other industries which produce construction materials, for instance, 
wood products, and some components of iron and steel in durables, as well as roofing paper and paints 
and varnishes in non-durables, also showed very strong gains for the quarter. In many of these indug- 
tries, however, output showed some declines in March. Motor vehicle production, which has increased }y 
more than 120 per cent since the first quarter of 1961, advanced by 4 1/2 per cent in the first quar 
While still high, this is a smaller increase than that achieved during the preceding three months. Nor 
durable manufacturing advanced by 2 1/2 per cent, thus accounting for about one third of the total 
increase in manufacturing. About half of the increase in non-durables came from the foods and beverage 
component, while the 5 per cent gain in chemicals contributed another 29 per cent to the advance.

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Trade was the second largest contributor to the expansion in non-agricultural output during the 
first quarter, accounting for about 20 per cent of the total gain, followed by construction and durable 
manufacturing. More than half of the increase in trade came from the wholesale component, which 
increased by 6 1/2 per cent. Retail trade showed a 3 per cent gain. At both the retail and the whole- 
sale levels particularly sharp increases took place in the sales of lumber, building, and construction 
materials and industrial and transportation equipment. Together they accounted for a major part of the 
total expansion in trade. 


Transportation, storage and communication expanded less rapidly than during the fourth quarter, 
with railway transport, shipping and communication jointly accounting for about three quarters of the 
2 1/2 per cent gain in the first quarter. Railways and shipping were again affected by large wheat 
movements, It must be remembered that the increases in the output of these two industries, although 
smaller than during the preceding quarter, represent an advance from very high fourth quarter levels. | 
Storage showed a drop in the first quarter, mainly as a result of a decline in receipts and shipments 
at grain elevators from an exceptionally high fourth quarter. ~ 


Mining showed a strong gain of over 6 per cent in the first quarter, following a 5 1/2 per cent 
increase in the fourth quarter of 1963. During most of 1962 and 1963 the increases had been relatively 
small. The major part of the first quarter increase in mining came from the metal mining component, 
which advanced by 11 1/2 per cent, about half of which was due to iron ore. 


Public administration and defence increased by less than 1 per cent after a pause in the fourth 
quarter, while finance, insurance and real estate and the community, recreation, business and personal 


service group exhibited a slight slowdown in their rates of advance as compared with the previous 
quarter:

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production 
declined by 2.7 per cent in May. 
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MAY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production suffered a decline in 
May of 2.7% to 209.3 from the revised April level of 215.2. The latest development 
left the index slightly lower than in March of this year, although higher by almost 
10% for the year to date over the same period in 1963. In May, there was a decline 
of almost 3% in manufacturing production, with both durables and non-durables down 
by the same amount. The rest of the decline occurred in electric power and gas 
utilities where output fell by 6% from the high April levels. Mining production 
was marginally higher in May. 


There were particularly large declines in most of the durable major groups, 
with the largest contributor being transportation equipment where motor vehicles fe 
by almost 10%. In addition, somewhat lower primary steel production brought total 
iron and steel down by more than 2%. The construction-oriented industries, non- 
metallic mineral products and wood products, were lower by 7% and 4% respectively. 
The particular sources of these weaknesses were sawmills, cement and concrete 
products. Showing small gains were non-ferrous metal products and electrical 
apparatus and supplies. 


There were similarly large declines in some of the non-durable major groups, 
being particularly notable in textiles and clothing (-6%), petroleum products (-7%) 
and rubber (-9%). There was also a drop of 4% in paper products, as pulp and paper 
fell from its very high April level. 


Although total mining was little changed in May, both metals and non-metals 
registered declines of 3% while fuels advanced by the same amount. The most 
important contributors to the decline in metals were iron ore, zinc and lead, while 
crude petroleum was responsible for the rise in fuels. 


In utilities, the large drop in May occurred after relatively high April level 
in both components, electric power and gas utilities.

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Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 


and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, o 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of producti 
in Canada published in DBS Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 


Origin, 1935-61". This reference paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods used 
as well as other relevant material. 


The monthly "Index of Industrial Production" publication 61-005 will henceforth contain | 
quarterly indexes of real domestic product, less agriculture, with component industry detail. Quarterly 
indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, except on a once- 
a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring. 


REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, FIRST QUARTER, 1964 


Seasonally adjusted non-agricultural output for the first quarter of 1964 showed an increase of 
jst over 3 per cent from the fourth quarter of 1963. It has thus increased by over 8 per cent since 

-2 first quarter of 1963 and by 21 per cent from its first quarter, 1961 cyclical trough. The indus- 
les comprising the Index of Industrial Production contributed substantially to the 1961 - 64 expansion, 
counting for about 48 per cent of the increase, followed by trade with a 15 per cent contribution and 
‘ansportation, storage and communication, which accounted for 1l per cent. The following is a compa- 
‘son of percentage increases in non-agricultural output and the Index of Industrial Production over 
course of recent cycles in real output.

Some special factors affecting the economy during the fourth quarter were still at work during 
lh opening months of 1964. The large export sales of grain, necessitating its transportation by rail 
i ship; the government programme for the stimulation of winter house - building which was operative 
ting the last two quarters; the imminence of the second, and higher, stage of the tax on building 
éerials which became effective as of April; and the high levels of automobile production, are among 
h most important of these special influences. Thus in many instances the strong upward movements 
\dent in late 1963 were continued in the current year, with a slackening during March in some areas 
‘production. The milder than average weather conditions in the first quarter may also have influenced 


‘put levels in some industries. 


Among the major industry groupings, gains were widespread in the first quarter of 1964, ranging 
’m a fractional increase in electric power and gas utilities to an almost 15 per cent gain in non- 
(allic mineral products. There were only a few declines: in the tobacco, petroleum and leather 


iducts components of manufacturing and in storage. 


The most notable development in the quarter was the 9 per cent increase in construction which 
‘ounted for about one-fifth of the gain in non-agricultural output. Following upon a 6 1/2 per cent 
trease in the fourth quarter, this current gain brought construction to a level more than 8 per cent 
Ive its previous post-war high reached during the second quarter of 1958. The expansion in construction 
‘ivity also stimulated production in related industries, as shown by the large gains in the output and 
tes of building materials during this period.

Production was still increasing during the first quarter. 


Manufacturing, with a 3 1/2 per cent gain, continued to be the largest single contributor to 
the aggregate gain, accounting for over 30 per cent of the advance in non-agricultural output. For the 
second quarter in succession, durable manufacturing showed a particularly large gain (5 per cent versus 
6 per cent in the preceding quarter). Increases of between 3 and 5 1/2 per cent were recorded by all 
major gourps except electrical apparatus and supplies ( + 1 per cent) and non-metallic mineral products 
( + 14 1/2 per cent). This last group, which accounted for over one quarter of the gain in durables, 
advanced largely as a result of the exceptional increases in the cement and concrete products industrie 
It is interesting to note that other industries which produce construction materials, for instance, 
wood products, and some components of iron and steel in durables, as well as roofing paper and paints 
and varnishes in non-durables, also showed very strong gains for the quarter. In many of these indus- 
tries, however, output showed some declines in March. Motor vehicle production, which has increased by 
more than 120 per cent since the first quarter of 1961, advanced by 4 1/2 per cent in the first quarter 
While still high, this is a smaller increase than that achieved during the preceding three months. Non 
durable manufacturing advanced by 2 1/2 per cent, thus accounting for about one third of the total 
increase in manufacturing. About half of the increase in non-durables came from the foods and beverage 
component, while the 5 per cent gain in chemicals contributed another 29 per cent to the advance. 


Trade was the second largest contributor to the expansion in non-agricultural output during the 
first quarter, accounting for about 20 per cent of the total gain, followed by construction and durable 
manufacturing. More than half of the increase in trade came from the wholesale component, which 
increased by 6 1/2 per cent. Retail trade showed a 3 per cent gain. At both the retail and the whole- 
sale levels particularly sharp increases took place in the sales of lumber, building, and construction 
materials and industrial and transportation equipment. Together they accounted for a major part of the 
total expansion in trade. 


Transportation, storage and communication expanded less rapidly than during the fourth quarter, 
with railway transport, shipping and communication jointly accounting for about three quarters of the 
2 1/2 per cent gain in the first quarter. Railways and shipping were again affected by large wheat 
movements. It must be remembered that the increases in the output of these two industries, although 
smaller than during the preceding quarter, represent an advance from very high fourth quarter levels. 
Storage showed a drop in the first quarter, mainly as a result of a decline in receipts and shipments 
at grain elevators from an exceptionally high fourth quarter.” 


Mining showed a strong gain of over 6 per cent in the first quarter, following a 5 1/2 per cent 
increase in the fourth quarter of 1963. During most of 1962 and 1963 the increases had been relatively 
small. The major part of the first quarter increase in mining came from the metal mining component, 
which advanced by 11 1/2 per cent, about half of which was due to iron ore. 


Public administration and defence increased by less than l per cent after a pause in the fourth 
quarter, while finance, insurance and real estate and the community, recreation, business and personal 
service group exhibited a slight slowdown in their rates of advance as compared with the previous 
quarter.

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JUNE INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production registered a gain in 
June of 0.8%, as both mining and electric power and gas utilities moved higher, 
particularly the latter. In the current month, manufacturing output was unchanged 
from the revised May figure. This latest movement in the aggregate Index of In- 
dustrial Production left production lower by 1.8% than the 1964 peak registered in 
April, although higher by almost 10% in the year to date over the six month period 


or. LOGS. 


In June, non-durable manufacturing was higher by 1.1%, with the bulk of the 
gain coming from a large increase in clothing output, although textiles, tobacco, 
rubber, petroleum refining and chemicals were up by from 2% to 4%. Foods and beve- 
rages, printing and publishing, and leather products were lower in the month. 


In durables, a decline of more than 1% was recorded in June, with the biggest 
single contributor being an almost 7h decline in wood products, in part reflecting 
a labour dispute in British Columbia. In addition, iron and steel production fell 
by almost 3%, with both primary iron and steel and iron castings lower. After 
relatively large increases in April and May, electrical apparatus and supplies de- 
clined in June, due to lower telecommunication equipment and refrigerator and ap- 
pliance output. An increase in motor vehicle production brought transportation 
equipment up by about 2% in June. Non- ferrous metal products and non-metallic 
mineral products each advanced by 3%. 


After the relatively low May figure, both components of electricity and gas 
showed large increases in June. 


The almost 2% gain in mining was concentrated in fuels, as both metals and nor 
metals were lower. Although all three components of fuel mining advanced, about 
three-quarters of the strength emanated from crude petroleum.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 


and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of productic 
in Canada published in DBS Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 
Origin, 1935-61". This reference paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods used 
as well as other relevant material. 


The monthly "Index of Industrial Production" publication 61-005 will henceforth contain 
quarterly indexes of real domestic product, less agriculture, with component industry detail. Quarterly 
indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, except on a once~ 
a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring. 


REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, FIRST QUARTER, 1964 


Seasonally adjusted non-agricultural output for the first quarter of 1964 showed an increase of 
is over 3 per cent from the fourth quarter of 1963. It has thus increased by over 8 per cent since 
first quarter of 1963 and by 21 per cent from its first quarter, 1961 cyclical trough. The indus- 
‘es comprising the Index of Industrial Production contributed substantially to the 1961 - 64 expansion, 
punting for about 48 per cent of the increase, followed by trade with a 15 per cent contribution and

Among the major industry groupings, gains were widespread in the first quarter of 1964, ranging 
¥a fractional increase in electric power and gas utilities to an almost 15 per cent gain in non- 
-\lic mineral products. There were only a few declines: in the tobacco, petroleum and leather 
ucts components of manufacturing and in storage. 


The most notable development in the quarter was the 9 per cent increase in construction which 
mmted for about one-fifth of the gain in non-agricultural output. Following upon a 6 1/2 per cent 
ase in the fourth quarter, this current gain brought construction to a level more than 8 per cent 
m its previous post-war high reached during the second quarter of 1958. The expansion in construction 
ity also stimulated production in related industries, as shown by the large gains in the output and 
“ of building materials during this period.

Manufacturing, with a 3 1/2 per cent gain, continued to be the largest single contributor to 
the aggregate gain, accounting for over 30 per cent of the advance in non-agricultural output. For the 
second quarter in succession, durable manufacturing showed a particularly large gain (5 per cent versus 
6 per cent in the preceding quarter). Increases of between 3 and 5 1/2 per cent were recorded by all 
major gourps except electrical apparatus and supplies ( + 1 per cent) and non-metallic mineral products 
(+ 14 1/2 per cent). This last group, which accounted for over one quarter of the gain in durables, 
advanced largely as a result of the exceptional increases in the cement and concrete products industrie 
It is interesting to note that other industries which produce construction materials, for instance, 
wood products, and some components of iron and steel in durables, as well as roofing paper and paints 
and varnishes in non-durables, also showed very strong gains for the quarter. In many of these indus- 
tries, however, output showed some declines in March. Motor vehicle production, which has increased by 
more than 120 per cent since the first quarter of 1961, advanced by 4 1/2 per cent in the first quarter 
While still high, this is a smaller increase than that achieved during the preceding three months. Non 
durable manufacturing advanced by 2 1/2 per cent, thus accounting for about one third of the total 
increase in manufacturing. About half of the increase in non-durables came from the foods and beverage 
component, while the 5 per cent gain in chemicals contributed another 29 per cent to the advance. 


Trade was the second largest contributor to the expansion in non-agricultural output during the 
first quarter, accounting for about 20 per cent of the total gain, followed by construction and durable 
manufacturing. More than half of the increase in trade came from the wholesale component, which 
increased by 6 1/2 per cent. Retail trade showed a 3 per cent gain. At both the retail and the whole- 
sale levels particularly sharp increases took place in the sales of lumber, building, and construction 
materials and industrial and transportation equipment. Together they accounted for a major part of the 
total expansion in trade. 


Transportation, storage and communication expanded less rapidly than during the fourth quarter 
with railway transport, shipping and communication jointly accounting for about three quarters of the 
2 1/2 per cent gain in the first quarter. Railways and shipping were again affected by large wheat 
movements. It must be remembered that the increases in the output of these two industries, although 
smaller than during the preceding quarter, represent an advance from very high fourth quarter levels. 
Storage showed a drop in the first quarter, mainly as a result of a decline in receipts and shipments 
at grain elevators from an exceptionally high fourth quarter.” 


Mining showed a strong gain of over 6 per cent in the first quarter, following a 5 1/2 per cen 
increase in the fourth quarter of 1963. During most of 1962 and 1963 the increases had been relativel 
small. The major part of the first quarter increase in mining came from the metal mining component, 
which advanced by 11 1/2 per cent, about half of which was due to iron ore. 


Public administration and defence increased by less than 1 per cent after a pause in the fourt 
quarter, while finance, insurance and real estate and the community, recreation, business and personal 
service group exhibited a slight slowdown in their rates of advance as compared with the previous 
quarter.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production 
was virtually unchanged in July. 
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JULY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production was virtually unchange 
in July from the revised June level of 211.2. A decline in mining production of 
3.1% offset a slight increase of 0.2% in manufacturing together with a gain of | 
almost 3% in electric power and gas utilities. With this latest monthly movement, 
the Index of Industrial Production is higher in the January to July period of 1964 | 


by 9% than the same period last year. 


Almost two-thirds of the decline in mining originated in its other metals | 
component showing the effects of curtailment in uranium production. Nickel, zinc 
and lead also showed declines in July, while gold, iron ore and copper moved higher 
Fuels fell by 2% in July, largely due to a drop in coal production from the high 
June level, although crude petroleum was also lower. With asbestos higher in July, 


non-metal mining gained almost 6%. | 


The slight increase in manufacturing in July consisted of a strong gain of , 
1.8% in durables being mostly offset by a 1.3% drop in non=durables. The bulk of | 
the gain in durables arose in iron and steel products, wood products and transporta 
tion equipment. Within these groups, the industries particularly responsible for 

the increases were iron castings, primary iron and steel, sawmills and motor vehicl

and parts. Electrical apparatus and supplies also gained in July, with refrigeratc 
and appliances the big contributor. Non-metallic mineral products increased slight 
in July, while non-ferrous metal products dropped by 2%, due to smelting and refini 


The biggest single contributor to the decline in non-durables, accounting for 
almost 40% of it, was printing and publishing, at least in part due to labour troub 
in the industry. However, in addition, rubber, chemicals and petroleum products al 
showed relatively large drops. The most significant gain occurred in paper product 
due to 2% gain in pulp and paper output. 


The gain in the output of utilities was concentrated in electric power, whict 
showed a more than 4% advance.

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Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
dustries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
le range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
illities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
3 and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 


i real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
icvice, 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
-ounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
sional Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
seived from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
arse, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
Canada published in DBS Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 
-8in, 1935-61". This reference paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods used 
‘well as other relevant material. 


The monthly "Index of Industrial Production" publication 61-005 will henceforth contain 
itterly indexes of real domestic product, less agriculture, with component industry detail. Quarterly 
lexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, except on a once- 
ear basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring. 


REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, SECOND QUARTER, 1964 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the second quarter of 1964 was 
one per cent below the level attained in the first quarter of this year. The present quarterly(1) 
decline is the first to be shown since the beginning of the current expansion in production early in 
1961. It should be noted, however, that the decline represented to a large extent a reversal of the 
sharp increases shown by construction and related industries during the preceding months and particu- 
larly during the first quarter. Compared with the first six months of 1963, non-agricultural output 
was over 7 per cent higher. The following table shows a comparison of percentage contributions of 
some major industry groupings to the change in non-agricultural output (as measured from the trough i 


production) for the last five quarters.

in lumber and building material dealer sales, which accounted for over one half of the decline in re 
trade; and the 20 per cent declines in construction materials and supplies and in industrial and tra’ 
portation equipment dealers which contributed heavily to the decline in wholesale trade.

AUGUST INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted monthly Index of Industrial Production showed a gair 
of 1.8% in August, reaching a level of 214.6 in the month. This left the index at 
virtually the same level as in April of this year and almost 2% higher than at the 
beginning of 1964. 


In August, all the strength occurred in manufacturing, where output advancec 
by more than two and one-half per cent. Both durables and non-durables moved hig} 
in the month, the former by more than 3%, the latter by almost 2%. On the other 
hand, both mining and electric power and gas utilities showed relatively small 
declines of 1% or less in August. 


Increases in major groups were quite widespread throughout non-durables, 
ranging from 1% in petroleum products and foods and beverages to 10% in tobacco 
products. Rubber products gained about 7% in the month and chemicals, with almos 
all components contributing substantially, were up by 6%. In addition, leather 
products advanced by 4%. and 2% increases were recorded in textiles and paper 
products, the latter due largely to higher pulp and paper output. Only clothing 
printing and publishing registered declines in the month. 


The strength in durables in August was similarly widespread and substantial 
The biggest single contributor was transportation equipment, where motor vehicles 
moved higher by more than 10%. In addition, wood products, with considerably hig 
sawmill and veneer and plywood output, gained 10%. Increases of about 3% in both 
primary iron and steel and iron castings led the way to a 2%, advance in iron and 
steel products. In line with other increases in some of the building materials- 
producing industries, non-metallic mineral products jumped by 5%, due mostly to 
concrete products. A gain of 4%, was also recorded in electrical apparatus and 
supplies as both telecommunication equipment and refrigerators and appliances 
showed strength in the month. 


The slight decline in mining production originated in both fuels (-2%) and 
non-metals (-7%). These were almost offset by a 3% gain in metals, with all the 
major metals excepting nickel moving higher.

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Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
istries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
}€ range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
ities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
‘and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 


‘real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
‘ies, 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
‘unts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
onal Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
‘ived from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies", In addition, of 
ise, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
anada published in DBS Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 
‘in, 1935-61". This reference paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods used 
ell as other relevant material. 


The monthly "Index of Industrial Production" publication 61-005 will henceforth contain 
‘terly indexes of real domestic product, less agriculture, with component industry detail. Quarterly 
‘xes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, except on a once- 
er basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring. 
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REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, SECOND QUARTER, 1964 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the second quarter of 1964 was 
one per cent below the level attained in the first quarter of this year. The present quarterly(1) 
decline is the first to be shown since the beginning of the current expansion in production early if 
1961. It should be noted, however, that the decline represented to a large extent a reversal of the 
sharp increases shown by construction and related industries during the preceding months and particu- 
larly during the first quarter. Compared with the first six months of 1963, non-agricultural output 
was over 7 per cent higher. The following table shows a comparison of percentage contributions of 
some major industry groupings to the change in non-agricultural output (as measured from the trough ; 
production) for the last five quarters.

Stimulated in part by the government winter house- 
building incentive programme and the pending imposition of the second stage of the tax on building | 
materials on April 1, construction activity had increased by 6 per cent in the fourth quarter of 19) 
and by a further 9 per cent in the first quarter of 1964, The current decline left construction at’ 
per cent above the third quarter of 1963. It was concentrated in the area of residential construct 
which alone accounted for more than one half of the decline in non-agricultural output. It should 
noted that while there was a sharp drop in the construction of single and semi-detached dwelling un 
the drop in construction activity on multi-unit dwellings from an exceptionally high first quarter 
level also contributed substantially to the decrease in residential construction. | 


The next largest contributor to the decline was trade, with wholesale trade down by 2 1/2 p! 
cent and retail trade by 1 1/2 per cent. Both at the retail and wholesale levels the most signific 
declines took place in the trades dealing with construction materials, such as the 27 per cent decl 
in lumber and building material dealer sales, which accounted for over one half of the decline in Tt 
trade; and the 20 per cent declines in construction materials and supplies and in industrial and tr 
portation equipment dealers which contributed heavily to the decline in wholesale trade.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production 
declined by 0.4 per cent in September. 
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SEPTEMBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production declined by 0.4% in 
September to 213.5 from the revised August level of 214.4. This latest change lefe 
the Index, measuring about one-third of the domestic economy, higher by more than 9 
in the January-September period over the same period last year. Im addition, on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, the index gained about 0.5% in the third quarter over th 
second quarter of this year. 


In September alone, the 0.4% decline was the result of drops in both mining 
(-1.3%) and manufacturing (-0.7%), partially offset by a gain of 2.9% in electric 
power and gas utilities. Within manufacturing, both durables and non-durables show 
declines, the former by 1.0%, the latter by 0.4%. 


Almost half of the durables decline originated in wood products as both saw- 
mills and veneer and plywoods fell in September after showing sizeable gains for th 
past two months. In iron and steel products, which fell by 2%, both primary steel 
and iron castings were lower. Transportation equipment showed a marginal drop as 
motor vehicle production was little changed from its seasonally adjusted August 
level. Indications are that a fairly large decline has occurred in motor vehicles 
in October due to parts shortages in the industry. Elsewhere, in durables in 
September, non-metallic mineral products and electrical apparatus and supplies were 
little changed in the month, while non-ferrous metal products gained almost 3%, due 
to smelting and refining. 


Within non-durables, declines of from 1% to 3% occurred in paper products, 
textiles, leather, tobacco and foods and beverages, while petroleum products de- 
clined somewhat more. On the other hand, rubber products gained 2% and printing ar 
publishing 6%. The second consecutive large monthly increase in acids brought 
chemicals up by more than 1%. 


In mining, each of three major divisions declined, metals and non-metals by < 
and 4% respectively, and fuels by a marginal amount. Most of the major metals | 
dropped in September; nickel in particular was affected by a labour disturbance.

The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
vanada published in DBS Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 


sin, 1935-61". This reference paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods used 
yell as other relevant material. 


The monthly "Index of Industrial Production" publication 61-005 will henceforth contain 
‘terly indexes of real domestic product, less agriculture, with component industry detail. Quarterly 
xes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, except on a once- 
8r basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring. 


REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, SECOND QUARTER, 1964 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the second quarter of 1964 was 
one per cent below the level attained in the first quarter of this year. The present quarterly(1) 
decline is the first to be shown since the beginning of the current expansion in production early in 
1961. It should be noted, however, that the decline represented to a large extent a reversal of the 
sharp increases shown by construction and related industries during the preceding months and particu- 
larly during the first quarter. Compared with the first six months of 1963, non-agricultural output 
was over 7 per cent higher. The following table shows a comparison of percentage contributions of 
some major industry groupings to the change in non-agricultural output (as measured from the trough ii 
production) for the last five quarters.

The 11 per cent drop in construction in the second quarter accounted for about 80 per cent 0 
the decline in total non-agricultural output. Stimulated in part by the government winter house- | 
building incentive programme and the pending imposition of the second stage of the tax on building 
materials on April 1, construction activity had increased by 6 per cent in the fourth quarter of 196 
and by a further 9 per cent in the first quarter of 1964. The current decline left construction at 
per cent above the third quarter of 1963. It was concentrated in the area of residential constructi 
which alone accounted for more than one half of the decline in non-agricultural output. It should 
noted that while there was a sharp drop in the construction of single and semi-detached dwelling uni 
the drop in construction activity on multi-unit dwellings from an exceptionally high first quarter | 
level also contributed substantially to the decrease in residential construction. 


The next largest contributor to the decline was trade, with wholesale trade down by 2 1/2 pe 
cent and retail trade by 1 1/2 per cent. Both at the retail and wholesale levels the most significi 
declines took place in the trades dealing with construction materials, such as the 27 per cent decl: 
in lumber and building material dealer sales, which accounted for over one half of the decline in mr 
trade; and the 20 per cent declines in construction materials and supplies and in industrial and tr. 
portation equipment dealers which contributed heavily to the decline in wholesale trade. 


(1) The monthly Index of Industrial Production showed little change in the second quarter, in spite 
the fact that the April level was a record high. In June, the Index was 1.6 per cent below the 
April level and only marginally higher than January. For an analysis of monthly movements see , 
page 2 of this report.

Other declines occurred in mining, forestry, and fishing and trapping. Public administration 
d defence declined fractionally. Mining output decreased by almost one per cent, with declines 
mcentrated in metal mining, particularly iron ore (-7%) and other metals (including uranium). The 9 
r cent drop in the irregularly fluctuating forestry industry contributed more than one sixth of the 
crease in non-agricultural output, thus exercising more than its usual influence on the total change, 


Manufacturing showed a marginal increase, as a result of a one per cent increase in non-durables 
Let outweighing a 0.6 per cent decline in durables, As in trade, the largest declines in durables 
curred in industries which produce construction materials and related goods, such as the wood products 
.d non-metallic mineral products groups which declined by 4 and 6 per cent respectively and together 
counted for over one half of the decline in durables. The remainder was mostly accounted for by 

(e 6 per cent decline in the motor vehicle component of the transportation equipment group. This was 
ie first quarterly decline recorded by this industry since the beginning of its current period of 
pansion early in 1961, during the course of which its output has more than doubled. [Iron and steel 
odect ion in the second quarter continued to increase, showing a gain of 2 per cent, with increases

} Within non-durable manufacturing, strong gains of 2 to 9 per cent were shown by petroleum 
oducts, textile products, printing and publishing and tobacco products, the increase in the last 

up representing in part a recovery from a very low first quarter. Paper products increased by less 
‘am one per cent, with the effects of a 3 per cent gain in pulp and paper dampened by the sharp de- 
ine of the roofing paper component from the exceptionally high first quarter levels. Foods and 
werages declined by 1 per cent, with a drop in its grain milling component of 5 per cent, again from 
cy high first quarter levels, reflecting in the main developments associated with the export of grain 
i flour. A fractional decline occurred in chemicals, as a result of a large drop in paints and 
cnishes, while most other components of chemicals increased. 


The transportation, storage and communication group showed a gain of one and a half per cent 
the second quarter, with all three components contributing to the increase. Storage was up by 9 
) per cent as a result of increased receipts and shipments at grain elevators. The transportation 
dup increased by one per cent in Spite of the two per cent decline in its largest component, railways, 
.ch failed to sustain the rapid increases achieved during the previous two quarters when rail 
silities were increasingly being used to transport grain. The expansion in transportation activity 
’ the second quarter came largely from shipping, which showed an above average gain due to the large 
intities of wheat carried at that time, Air transport, and increased throughput of oil and gas 
velines also contributed to the advance in total transportation. 


Except for the 2 per cent increase in the electric power and gas utilities group, which resulted 
ma 1l6 per cent gain in the gas component, the remaining industry divisions showed little change 
ithe quarter. Finance, insurance and real estate increased by about one half of one per cent, which 
‘below trend for this industry group. Community, recreation, business and personal service advanced 
just over half of one per cent, with personal service showing no change from the first quarter 
| the other three components recording increases in the the range of one to 5 per cent.

OCTOBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was marginally higher in October. Gain 
of approximately 3% in both mining and electric power and gas utilities were largely offset by a decli 
in manufacturing of 0.8%. In spite of this latter decline, the strength in manufacturing in October 
was fairly widespread; the big influence was a substantial drop in both motor vehicle and parts pro- 
duction reflecting layoffs in the industry caused by shortage of imported parts. This latter occurren 
obscures the widespread gains made elsewhere and it may be useful to indicate the direct effects of th 
production declines in the motor vehicle and parts industries on higher industry aggregates. On the 
assumption that these two industries had shown no change from their September levels, seasonally ad- 
justed, then durables would have been higher in October over the September level by 1.8% (rather than 
the actual 2.9% decline), manufacturing would have been up by 1.4% (rather than down by 0.8%) and tota 
industrial production would have gained by 1.8% (versus 0.1%). 


In durables in October, every major group but transportation equipment moved higher, with the 
largest contribution coming from iron and steel products (+2%), where, in particular, primary iron and 
steel was stronger, advancing by almost 5%. Gains of 3% in wood products and 4% in non-ferrous metal 
products were of almost equal importance in terms of contribution, the former reflecting higher sawmil 
and veneer output, the latter due to a big gain in smelting and refining production. Both electrical | 
apparatus and supplies and non-metallic mineral products gained 1% in October. 


In non-durables, where output advanced by more than 1% in October, the larger gains occurred i 
foods and beverages and petroleum products, (+3%), printing and publishing (+4%), pulp and paper (+2%) 
and chemicals (+1%). Some of the detailed industries within these groups showing gains were paints, 
petroleum refining, newsprint, pulp and paper, and the unpublished roofing paper component. On the 
other hand, October declines were recorded in rubber, clothing and textiles. 


Although all three major components of mining were somewhat higher in October, the almost 5% 
advance in metals accounted for more than half the gain in total mining. Iron ore, copper, nickel an¢ 
zinc were particularly strong in October, although it should be remembered that nickel was affected by 
the conclusion of a labour dispute in September in the industry. Elsewhere, fuel and non-metal mining 
were up by 2% and 6% respectively. 


The strength in utilities in October was reflected in both central electric stations and gas 
utilities.

‘industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
jwhole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
jutilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 


and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
‘course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production.

Seasonally adjusted non-agricultural real output for the third quarter of 1964 was almost 1 pe 
cent higher than in the preceding quarter.(1) This increase, which followed a 1 per cent decline in 
the second quarter and sharp gains in the six month period ending in March, 1964, brought the non-

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The above table shows per cent changes for the major industry groupings from the cyclical 
trough early in 1961 to the levels attained in each of the first three quarters of 1964 and to the le 
for the year 1963. The table also shows, for the same periods, the effect of the changes in the com 
ponents on total non-agricultural output. As can be seen, the largest contributor to the expansion 1 
manufacturing which increased by 28 per cent; this would have raised non-agricultural output by 7 
cent, if the output of all the other industries in the third quarter of 1964 had remained at the sam: 
level as in the first quarter of 1961. The next largest contributor to the expansion was trade, 
followed by the transportation, storage and communication group. The above three industry groups 
constitute that part of the economy which has been most sensitive to cyclical fluctuations during th 
post-war period, and together they account for more than one half of total production. However, tra 
particularly retail trade, has increased more slowly during the current expansion than either transp 
tation or manufacturing. The 38 per cent gain in durable manufacturing exceeded the increases in mo 
of the other components, as well as its own very substantial gains achieved during the 1954-56 ex- 
pansion. Sustained growth in motor vehicle production (a 126 per cent increase from the first quart 
of 1961 to the third quarter of 1964) was the most important single factor contributing to this grow’ 
in the output of durables. The less cyclically sensitive industries such as the finance, insurance 
real estate and the community, recreation, business and personal service groups continued to expand | 
throughout the period and to exert a steadying influence on the economy, increasing or decreasing th 
share of the total gain in each period, depending on the fortunes of the other industries. | 
(1) For the first nine months of 1964, compared with the same period of 1963, non-agricultural outpt, 

was 7 per cent higher. Up to the end of October, the monthly Index of Industrial Production, * 
covers more than one third of the non-agricultural economy, was about 9 per cent higher than in 
first ten months of 1963.

. The longer term significance of the gains made by each industry during the current expansion 
re best assessed by comparing the increases in its output (measured from the preceding cyclical peak 
aggregate production) with those achieved by the same industries over the course of other cycles. 
following table sets out these comparisons for the three most recent upswings. It should be kept 

mind, however, that the first two cycles are measured from peak to peak, that is, both had run 

ir full course during the 13 quarter span being measured, while currently, eighteen quarters after 

last cyclical peak, non-agricultural real output was still expanding. As indicated in the table, 

ansion was particularly strong in transportation and durable manufacturing, which gained new ground 

ollowing a slowdown in growth during the 1957-61 period. The finance, insurance and real estate and 
community, recreation, business and personal services groups were the only other industries to 

ve made larger gains during the current expansion than over the 1953-56 period.

Turning to developments in the third quarter of 1964, it is interesting to note that gains were 
jirly widespread, in contrast to the rather exceptional influences at work during the first and second 
tarters of this year, when construction and related industries accounted for the bulk of the change. 


Manufacturing, which increased by 1 per cent, was the largest single contributor to the third 
\arter gain in non-agricultural output. This was almost entirely the result of an increase of about 
‘per cent in durables. Quarterly gains of this or greater magnitude have been recorded in durables 


; 9 out of 14 quarters of this expansion, but a 2 per cent rate is well above the average rate of 
jowth for the post-war period. 


Within durables, transportation equipment showed the largest gain, over 7 per cent, with all 
‘mponents contributing. However, motor vehicles (+8%) and motor vehicle parts (+12%) accounted for 
ie major portion of the gain. Thus motor vehicle production in the third quarter was almost 2 per 
nt above its first quarter level, following a decline in the second quarter. Gains were also 
cored in the electrical apparatus and supplies group (+2%), and the non-metallic mineral products 
oup (+2%), largely as a result of a 5 per cent increase in the output of the refrigerator and appli- 
‘cés industry in the former group and substantial gains in the production of gypsum, lime and con- 
yete products in the latter group. The iron and steel products group showed a fractional gain in the 


sarter, as declines in primary iron and steel (-1%) and some other components were offset by a 3 per 
nt increase in machinery and some gains elsewhere. 

: 

Non-durable manufacturing increased only fractionally. The largest contributions to this in- 
ease came from the 6 per cent gain in clothing and the 3 per cent gain in chemicals. Tobacco 

oducts and some components of paper products, such as pulp and paper and roofing paper also increased. 
ese gains were counteracted by declines, ranging from 1 to 8 per cent which occurred in foods and 
verages, rubber products, petroleum products and printing and publishing. The last industry was 
‘fected by labour disputes during the quarter.

Within trade, a slight decline in wholesale trade was more than offset by a 2 per cent gaina 
the retail level, resulting in a one per cent expansion in total trade output. At the retail level, 
motor vehicle dealers, clothing stores and department stores, with increases of up to 6 per cent, 


accounted for most of the gain. 


Further increases occurred in finance, insurance and real estate (+1%), the community, 
business, recreation and personal service group (+1%) and electric power and gas utilities (+3%), 
which jointly contributed as much to the gain in non-agricultural output as did manufacturing. Fores 
try, with an increase of nearly 10 per cent, returned to its first quarter level following a decline 
in the second quarter. Transportation, storage and communication increased fractionally, as a result 
of gains in the communication and transportation components, while storage of grain showed a small 
decline. Within transportation, increases in the output of the oil and gas pipelines and air trans- 
port industries counteracted the decline in water transportation, which represented a drop from high 
levels of output earlier in the year when the shipping industry was engaged in moving exceptionally 
large quantities of grain for export. Railway transport increased fractionally. 


Small decreases in output occurred in public administration and defence and in construction 
which returned to the output levels it had more or less maintained since 1961, except for the sharp 
gains during the winter months of 1963-64. Mining declined by almost 4 per cent, with all three 
components showing decreases in the third quarter. However, the major portion of the drop in mining 
can be accounted for by a decline in the "other" component of metal mining, which reflected curtail- 
ments in uranium mining operations. 


For the first nine months of 1964 real domestic product less agriculture was 7 per cent high 
than in the corresponding period of 1963. However, because of the pattern of non-agricultural produ 
tion during 1963 and 1964, an annual comparison might differ significantly from a 9 month compariso; 
For example, if it is assumed that the fourth quarter of 1964 remains at the same level, seasonally 
adjusted, as the third quarter, then the year 1964 would be up by 6.2 per cent; if the fourth quarte 
is up one per cent, the year would be up 6.5 per cent; if down one per cent, the year would be up 6 
per cent. 


About one third of the aggregate increase in the first three quarters of 1964 was accounted | 
for by a 9 per cent gain in manufacturing. Durable manufacturing, in particular, expanded rapidly 
during this period (+11%), largely as a result of the gains in iron and steel production and in the 
output of the motor vehicles and parts industries, both of which increased by more than 20 per cent. 
Other industry groups registering increases of about 11 per cent were transportation, storage, elect 
power and gas utilities and forestry. Mining and wholesale trade increased by about 10 per cent, 
while non-durable manufacturing and retail trade showed gains of 7 and 6 per cent, respectively. 
Construction, which expanded sharply in the first quarter, showed a 5 per cent increase in the nine 
month comparison, as the initial gains were offset by declines in the second and third quarters.

The above table shows per cent changes for the major industry groupings from the cyclical 
trough early in 1961 to the levels attained in each of the first three quarters of 1964 and to the le? 
for the year 1963. The table also shows, for the same periods, the effect of the changes in the com: 
ponents on total non-agricultural output. As can be seen, the largest contributor to the expansion 13 
manufacturing which increased by 28 per cent; this would have raised non-agricultural output by 7.8 |; 
cent, if the output of all the other industries in the third quarter of 1964 had remained at the sam 
level as in the first quarter of 1961. The next largest contributor to the expansion was trade, 
followed by the transportation, storage and communication group. The above three industry groups 
constitute that part of the economy which has been most sensitive to cyclical fluctuations during th. 
post-war period, and together they account for more than one half of total production. However, tra; 
particularly retail trade, has increased more slowly during the current expansion than either transp~ 
tation or manufacturing. The 38 per cent gain in durable manufacturing exceeded the increases in mo 
of the other components, as well as its own very substantial gains achieved during the 1954-56 ex- | 
pansion. Sustained growth in motor vehicle production (a 126 per cent increase from the first quart 
of 1961 to the third quarter of 1964) was the most important single factor contributing to this grow 
in the output of durables. The less cyclically sensitive industries such as the finance, insurance k 
real estate and the conmunity, recreation, business and personal service groups continued to expand 
throughout the period and to exert a steadying influence on the economy, increasing or decreasing th 
share of the total gain in each period, depending on the fortunes of the other industries.

The longer term significance of the gains made 
best assessed by comparing the increases in its Output (measured from the preceding cyclical peak 
aggregate production) with those achieved by the same industries over the course of other cycles. 
following table sets out these comparisons for the three most recent upswings. It should be kept 
mind, however, that the first two cycles are measured from peak to peak, that is, both had run 
ir full course during the 13 quarter span being measured, while currently, eighteen quarters after 
last cyclical peak, non-agricultural real output was still expanding. As indicated in the table, 
pansion was particularly strong in transportation and durable manufacturing, which gained new ground 
llowing a slowdown in growth during the 1957-61 period. The finance, insurance and real estate and

e made larger gains during the current expansion than over the 1953-56 period.

Turning to developments in the third quarter of 1964, it is interesting to note that gains were 
‘rly widespread, in contrast to the rather exceptional influences at work during the first and second 
irters of this year, when construction and related industries accounted for the bulk of the change. 


Manufacturing, which increased by 1 per cent, was the largest single contributor to the third 
-rter gain in non-agricultural output. This was almost entirely the result of an increase of about 
ercent in durables. Quarterly gains of this or greater magnitude have been recorded in durables

The above table shows per cent changes for the major industry groupings from the cyclicalmey 
trough early in 1961 to the levels attained in each of the first three quarters of 1964 and to the ! 
for the year 1963. The table also shows, for the same periods, the effect of the changes in the co 
ponents on total non-agricultural output. As can be seen, the largest contributor to the expansion’ 
manufacturing which increased by 28 per cent; this would have raised non-agricultural output by 7.8} 
cent, if the output of all the other industries in the third quarter of 1964 had remained at the sa: 
level as in the first quarter of 1961. The next largest contributor to the expansion was trade, | 
followed by the transportation, storage and communication group. The above three industry groups — 
constitute that part of the economy which has been most sensitive to cyclical fluctuations during t! 
post-war period, and together they account for more than one half of total production. However, trl 
particularly retail trade, has increased more slowly during the current expansion than either trans) 
tation or manufacturing. The 38 per cent gain in durable manufacturing exceeded the increases in 1} 
of the other components, as well as its own very substantial gains achieved during the 1954-56 ex- 
pansion. Sustained growth in motor vehicle production (a 126 per cent increase from the first qual’ 
of 1961 to the third quarter of 1964) was the most important single factor contributing to this grc: 
in the output of durables. The less cyclically sensitive industries such as the finance, insurance! 
real estate and the community, recreation, business and personal service groups continued to expant 
throughout the period and to exert a steadying influence on the economy, increasing or decreasing ° 
share of the total gain in each period, depending on the fortunes of the other industries. 


(1) For the first nine months of 1964, compared with the same period of 1963, non-agricultural out 
was 7 per cent higher. Up to the end of October, the monthly Index of Industrial Production, ° 
covers more than one third of the non-agricultural economy, was about 9 per cent higher than i 
first ten months of 1963. 
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The longer term significance of the gains made by each industry during the current expansion 
te best assessed by comparing the increases in its output (measured from the preceding cyclical peak 
aggregate production) with those achieved by the same industries over the course of other cycles. 
e following table sets out these comparisons for the three most recent upswings. It should be kept 

mind, however, that the first two cycles are measured from peak to peak, that is, both had run 

veir full course during the 13 quarter span being measured, while currently, eighteen quarters after 

ve last cyclical peak, non-agricultural real output was still expanding.

"se gains were counteracted by declines, ranging from 1 to 8 per cent which occurred in foods and 
verages, rubber products, petroleum products and printing and publishing. The last industry was 
“ected by labour disputes during the quarter. 


Within trade, a slight decline in wholesale trade was more than offset by a 2 per cent gain at 
the retail level, resulting in a one per cent expansion in total trade output. At the retail level, 
motor vehicle dealers, clothing stores and department stores, with increases of up to 6 per cent, 


accounted for most of the gain. 


Further increases occurred in finance, insurance and real estate (+1%), the community, 
business, recreation and personal service group (+1%) and electric power and gas utilities (+3%), | 
which jointly contributed as much to the gain in non-agricultural output as did manufacturing. Fores- 
try, with an increase of nearly 10 per cent, returned to its first quarter level following a decl ing 
in the second quarter. Transportation, storage and communication increased fractionally, as a result 
of gains in the communication and transportation components, while storage of grain showed a small | 
decline. Within transportation, increases in the output of the oil and gas pipelines and air trans- 
port industries counteracted the decline in water transportation, which represented a drop from high | 
levels of output earlier in the year when the shipping industry was engaged in moving exceptionally © 
large quantities of grain for export. Railway transport increased fractionally. 


Small decreases in output occurred in public administration and defence and in construction 
which returned to the output levels it had more or less maintained since 1961, except for the sharp 
gains during the winter months of 1963-64. Mining declined by almost 4 per cent, with all three 
components showing decreases in the third quarter. However, the major portion of the drop in mining | 
can be accounted for by a decline in the "other" component of metal mining, which reflected curtail- 


ments in uranium mining operations.

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JANUARY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production reached a new high in January, up by — 
1.5% in the month to 224.6. This latest increase left the index of industrial production 
higher by more than 35% than the January 1961 level, when the current production expansion began. 


manufacturing production advanced by almost 2% and mining by almost 3%, while the 
output of electric power and gas utilities declined by more than 1%. The biggest influences on the 
index of industrial production in January were large gains in the motor vehicle and parts industries — 
reflecting the settlement of a major strike in the industry in December. Even with this gain, the 
motor vehicle industry has not quite returned to the production levels prevailing in August and 


September of 1964. :

Tobacco, leather and clothing each declined by 1%, petroleum refining by 4% and rubber products by 67 
Printing and publishing and foods and beverages showed gains in the month, the latter due mostly to 
large gain in brewery production, apparently in association with the Quebec liquor strike at that tir,

Total mining production was also somewhat higher in January led by an 8% gain in metals. Th’ 

was due mostly to iron ore and other metals (including uranium); fuel mining also moved higher.

The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
stries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
gle range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 

lities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 


3 and trapping; construction; Cransportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 


ai real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
rvice. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
sounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
sional Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
eived from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies", In addition, of

: Within manufacturing, which advanced by about 2 per cent, durables showed no change from the 
wrevious quarter, as the substantial declines in motor vehicles and parts production, resulting from 
trikes in the industry, were offset by increases in all the other major groups. The iron and steel 
sroducts, non-ferrous metal products and non-metallic mineral products groups, in particular, showed 
ronsiderable gains. A 6 per cent advance was recorded by the first two groups, with most components 
contributing: smelting and refining, primary iron and steel and sheet metal products showed gains of 7 
‘0 8 per cent. The output of some other components, such as wire goods and structural steel, also 
xpanded substantially in the fourth quarter, as did most components of the non-metallic minerals 
‘roup, where advances of about 16 per cent were recorded in the cement and concrete products indus- 
ries.

As mentioned before, the only major declines in durables occurred in motor vehicle production 
:-27 per cent) and motor vehicle parts (-15 per cent), resulting in a 17 per cent drop in the trans- 
portation equipment group, in spite of some gains in other components, principally shipbuilding. The 
ome decline in motor vehicle output is the second to occur during the current expansion, over the 
course of which automobile production had increased by 126 per cent (from the first quarter of 1961 to 
he third quarter of 1964). The following chart puts into perspective these changes in motor vehicle 
rroduction along with those in the motor vehicle dealer industry. In comparing the growth patterns 

)£ both industries, the basic similarities of movement are immediately apparent, but it should be 
jemembered that motor vehicle production includes production of all vehicles both for domestic use and 
or export, while the motor vehicle dealer industry, a component of retail trade, in addition to new 
amadian-made vehicles, deals in imported vehicles, used cars, gasoline and various goods and services 
‘elated to these.

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Non-durable manufacturing showed an increase of more than 3 per cent in the fourth quarter, — 
All major groups (except tobacco products) contributed to the gain. Fully one third of this increase 
came from the foods and beverages group, which was up by 5 per cent, with the 7 per cent increases in 
meat products and in canning and preserving being among the main contributors. Distilleries and | 
breweries also showed substantial gains, The 7 per cent increase in the output of the chemicals grou 
accounted for another quarter of the rise in non-durable manufacturing. Particularly strong gains 
were recorded in the paints, varnishes and lacquers industry. The paper products group increased by 
per cent, largely as a result of the 3 per cent gain in pulp and paper production. However, the 
roofing paper industry also showed substantial gains. 


Among the remaining industry divisions, increases of 4 and 6 per cent, respectively, occurred 
in the electric power and gas utilities and mining divisions. Most components of metal mining showed: 
substantial increases ranging from 5 to 20 per cent. The only major decline occurred in the other 
metal mining industries, (including uranium). 


Within trade, retail trade increased by 1 per cent, while wholesale trade declined fraction- 
ally. At the retail level, the gains came from department stores, food stores and from the partic- | 
ularly sharp advance in the sales of lumber and building material dealers, Motor vehicle dealer sale 
showed a substantial decline. A similar pattern of gains and decreases at the individual trade level) 
took place in wholesale trade. | 


The transportation, storage and communication group increased by more than 2 per cent in the ¢ 
fourth quarter, largely as a result of a 3 per cent gain in transportation. Within transportation, | 
railway transport and shipping were the main contributors to the advance, followed by oil and gas pip 
lines and air transport. Storage at grain elevators showed a further decline in the quarter, while 
the communication industries continued their steady advance. 

Of the remaining industry groups, finance, insurance and real estate increased by about 2 per 
cent, and the community, recreation, business and personal service group advanced by one per cent, 
with most of the increase coming from the community and personal service groups. Public adminis- 
tration and defence declined fractionally, as it did in the previous quarter.

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A comparison of the annual averages for 1964 with those for 1963, shows that most industry 
groups recorded higher than average increases, The exceptions were mining and electric power and ga 
utilities, which continued to show the very high gains of 9 and 10 per cent, respectively, which the 
have maintained, on average, throughout most of the post-war period, Finance, insurance, and real 
estate, public administration and defence and fishing and trapping were below trend. The largest 
single contributor to the gain in the total was manufacturing, with an 8 per cent increase, followed 


by transportation and trade, which increased by 10 and 6 per cent, respectively. The 1964 increase 
(10%) in construction was the highest since 1956.

Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the fourth quarter of 1964 was 
some 2 per cent above the level attained in the third quarter. The year 1964 thus showed an increase 
of almost 7 per cent over the 1963 annual level, which is considerably higher than the average annual 
rate of growth of 4.5 per cent for the post-war period as a whole. However, within 1964, the very 
rapid advances of the first and final quarters were counteracted to some extent by a levelling off 


around mid-year. | 


The following table shows the percentage increases of the major industry groups and their 
contributions to the advance in non-agricultural real output over the course of the current cyclical | 
expansion in production. During the fourth quarter of 1964, the expansion was in its fifteenth 
quarter, and non-agricultural real output had reached a level 24 per cent above its first quarter, 
1961, cyclical trough. This compares with the 22 per cent gain achieved during the full course (10 
quarters) of the 1954-56 expansion and the 10 per cent advance (9 quarters) made during the 1957-60 |

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Non-durable manufacturing showed an increase of more than 3 per cent in the fourth quarter, © 
All major groups (except tobacco products) contributed to the gain. Fully one third of this increase 
came from the foods and beverages group, which was up by 5 per cent, with the 7 per cent increases in 
meat products and in canning and preserving being among the main contributors. Distilleries and 7 
breweries also showed substantial gains. The 7 per cent increase in the output of the chemicals group 
accounted for another quarter of the rise in non-durable manufacturing. Particularly strong gains 
were recorded in the paints, varnishes and lacquers industry. The paper products group increased by 4 
per cent, largely as a result of the 3 per cent gain in pulp and paper production. However, the 
roofing paper industry also showed substantial gains. 


Among the remaining industry divisions, increases of 4 and 6 per cent, respectively, occurred 
in the electric power and gas utilities and mining divisions. Most components of metal mining showed 
substantial increases ranging from 5 to 20 per cent. The only major decline occurred in the other

Storage at grain elevators showed a further decline in the quarter, while 
the communication industries continued their steady advance. 


Of the remaining industry groups, finance, insurance and real estate increased by about 2 per 
cent, and the community, recreation, business and personal service group advanced by one per cent, 
with most of the increase coming from the community and personal service groups. “Public adminis- 
tration and defence declined fractionally, as it did in the previous quarter.

Elsewhere advances of 1%, 2%, and 4% respectively were 
registered in wood products, electrical apparatus and supplies, and non-ferrous metal products, the 
latter due entirely to smelting and refining. The only major group decline in durables was in non- 
metallic mineral products, as concrete products fell by 9%. 


The small decline in non-durables emanated largely from a 6% drop in rubber products and 4h 
declines in both textiles and printing and publishing. Elsewhere, relatively small gains and losses 


were recorded. 


The major components of mining (metals, fuels and non-metals) showed gains in March of from 1 
to 2%. However, within the detail, rather large gains occured in nickel, zinc, coal and other metals 
(including uranium). These were partially offset by a decline in iron ore output.

NOTE TO USERS 


This annual supplement contains the latest revisions both to the monthly 
Index of Industrial Production and to the more aggregative quarterly real Gross 
Domestic Product estimates. Revisions have been made only from the beginning 
of 1964, and consist of more up to date seasonal adjustment factors and some 
raw data changes. 


Users will note that the level of the index for mining has been raised in the 
revision period by about 2%, due to the inclusion of potash for the first time. It 
has been included as of January, 1964. 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the undu- 
plicated output of all industries located in Canada) are an extension of the Index 
of Industrial Production to cover the whole range of domestic industries. In 
addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas utilities, total 
domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; 
fishing and trapping; construction; trade; transportation; storage and communi- 
cation; finance, insurance and real estate: public administration and defence; and 
community, recreation, business and personal service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side 
of the National Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from 
constant dollar expenditure on Gross National Product by (1) the inclusion of 
income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income received from non- 
residents, and (3) the exclusion of ‘‘indirect taxes less subsidies’’. In addition, 


of course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggre- 
gate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 4 serve to bring up to date the historical 
record of production in Canada published in DBS Qccasional Paper Catalogue 
number 61-505, ‘‘Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935 - 
61’’. This reference paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods 
used as well as other relevant material. 


A similar description pertaining to the Index of Industrial Production alone 
is contained in D.B.S. Occasional Paper Catalogue number 61-502 ‘‘Revised 
Index of Industrial Production, 1935-1957’’, (1949 =100). 


The latest quarterly indexes of real domestic product less agriculture along 
with corresponding component industry detail appear every three months in the 
issue of 61-005 for the month after the quarter to which the statistics pertain; 
for example, the first quarter results will be contained in the forthcoming April 
issue. As in the past, quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic 
production can only be made available on a once-a-year basis and will appear in 
this annual supplement each spring.

The patterns of growth and cyclical behaviour 
differ widely from industry to industry. The primary 
industries, such as agriculture, showed strong but 
erratic fluctuations in output. It should be noted, 
however, that the exclusion of agriculture does not 
alter the basic pattern of aggregate output.? The 
low points in agricultural production, which were 
due to particularly poor crops, happened to coincide 
with the years in which the troughs in the volume of 
aggregate production occurred. At the other extreme, 
the output of some of the tertiary industries,* such 
as the finance, insurance and real estate group, 
showed little tendency toward either cyclical or 
irregular fluctuations. Throughout most of the post- 
war period these industry groups exhibited smooth 
expansionary paths. The industries which showed 
the most pronounced cyclical fluctuations were 
manufacturing, transportation and trade. Jointly 
these three industry groups have accounted for 
approximately one-half of total production in Canada 
during the post-war period. These are the industries, 
therefore, which have largely determined the cy- 
clical movements in aggregate real output. They 
were also the industries that made the largest con- 
tribution to the current expansion in production. 


This fact becomes particularly apparent when 
the contributions of the various industries to the 
expansion in total production are compared over the

gains in transportation in 1954-56 were partly an 
offset to the sharper decline during the preceding 
downturn, as can be seen by comparing the data in 
Tables A and B. The rate of expansion in trade, 
however, was not as rapid as during the 1954-56 
upturn, Both retail and wholesale trade showed 
Smaller rates of increase. During the 1954-56 period 
all components of retail trade Showed some gains, 
with motor vehicle dealers and department stores 
making the largest contributions to the increase, 
These two stores showed substantial gains during 
the current expansion as well, with motor vehicle 
dealers showing a particularly strong increase. 
However, gains in other components were not so 
consistent. 


The large gains in the durable manufacturing 
component accounted for the major part of the in- 
crease in manufacturing output during both expan- 
sions. Over the 1954-56 period durables’ output 
expanded by 28 per cent, while from the first quarter 
of 1961 to the fourth quarter of 1964 the increase 
was over 38 per cent, which is the second largest 
increase exhibited by any major industry group in 
this period. The two most important contributors 
to this gain were iron and steel products, with an 
increase of 44 per cent, and the motor vehicle in- 
dustry which showed a 126 per cent rise in output 
to the third quarter of 1964. The latter industry, 
however, was affected by labour disputes at the end 
of 1964,resulting in a decline in production. Both 
these industries have been extremely sensitive to 
cyclical fluctuations in the economy and can almost 
be said to have determined the cyclical pattern of 
non-agricultural output in the post-war period. Both 
have shown unprecedented strength during the 
current expansion, particularly the automobile in- 
dustry. In the case of the latter, as in total durable 
goods, the period of low level production, when 
output was below the 1956 peak, did not come to 
a close until the beginning of the current expansion, 
and the levels of the mid-fifties were not surpassed 
until 1962. The electrical apparatus and supplies 
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group exhibits similar movements, while non-ferrous 
metal products have shown but little advance since 
1960, except for some increases during 1964. Non- 
metallic mineral products and wood products ad- 
vanced fairly rapidly during the current expansion 
except for a slow-down early in 1963. During the 
winter of 1963-64 and the fourth quarter of 1964, 
a combination of factors such as the government 
winter-house building incentive programme and the 
anticipatory buying prior to the imposition of the 
second and third stages of the tax on building ma- 
terials appear to have stimulated the output of the 
construction and building material industries to a 
considerable extent. 


Turning to developments within the year 1964, 
some special factors should be noted. One of the 
more important of such factors was the stimulus 
provided to the economy by the large export sales 
of wheat during the latter part of 1963 and the first 
half of 1964. The effects of these exports are re- 
flected in the output of many industries. Strong 
increases were recorded in both railway and water 
transportation as the grain and wheat products were 
transported across Canada. Receipts and shipments 
and handling operations at grain elevators raised 
the output of the storage industry to new high 
levels. In non-durable manufacturing, the grain 
mill component of food products showed excep- 
tionally strong gains early in the year, with a sub- 
sequent decline to more normal levels. Indirectly, 
the resulting prosperity of the farm sector was 
reflected in increased retail sales of farm machinery 
and other products. It is clear, therefore, that the 
effects of the export sales of wheat to the U.S.S.R. 
and other countries were quite widespread. 


Another factor, which affected both the final 
months of 1963 and the first and final quarters of

1964, was the sharp increase in construction a 
tivity and the production and sale of constructi 
machinery and building materials. The gains in tl 
winter of 1963 -64 and the subsequent decline in ti 
early summer were So pronounced as to impose f] 
same pattern of movement on aggregate productio 
This is particularly noticeable in the case of no 
agricultural output, as can be seen from Chart 
The increases in construction and the producti 
and sale of building materials were again wides pre 
in the last quarter of 1964. As mentioned abo\ 
these changes were probably largely associat 
with the government’s winter house building incen 
tive programme and with the anticipatory buyin 
priorto the imposition of the second and third stage 
of the sales tax on building materials and constr 
tion machinery. 


The increase in total real output in the fir 
quarter of 1964, however, was dampened by 
decline in motor vehicle and parts production whi 
occurred as a result of strikes in that industry b 
in Canada and the U.S. This decline interrupted | 
strong expansion of the output of these industi 
which had begun early in 1961. Nevertheless, duri 
the year as a whole, the motor vehicle and ps 
industries were among the largest contributors | 
the increase in aggregate output. 


It should also be noted, however, that th 
were indications of widespread strength in 
economy at the end of the year, as reflected 
the increases in the output of most of the industri 
outside the areas of transportation equipme 
the construction-oriented group of industries. Th 
last two influences, in terms of their contribu 
to the change in aggregate output, were lar 
offsetting.

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APRIL INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production for April declined by 0.5% to 225.6 
from the revised March level of 226.7. The decline was the result of drops of 0.7% and 1.3% in manu- 
facturing and electric power and gas utilities and a gain of 0.9% in mining output. 


The big influence on the drop in manufacturing in April was a decline in durables output, a g 
deal of which emanated froma fall of 7%, in motor vehicle production after record output in that 
industry in the month of March. In addition, the transportation equipment group was adversely affect 
by a strike in the aircraft and parts component. Further, there was a 6% decline in non-metallic 
mineral products, as the building materials components generally showed weakness. The three groups 0 
iron and steel, non-ferrous metal products and electrical apparatus and supplies showed changes of 
approximately 1% in the month, with the two former industries lower. Wood products, on the other han 
gained more than 3%, as the output of sawmills advanced by almost 8%. 


On the non-durable side, output continued to show little change for the fourth consecutive 
month, as April was little changed from March. All major group movements in April were in the order 
of 1% to 2%, with the exception of textiles and petroleum products (-4% and -3% respectively) and 
printing and publishing (+47) . 


The gain of 0.9% in mining was the result of rather large changes within the detail. Faz 
example, metals and non metals declined by about 4%, while fuels advanced almost 7%. Some of the mor 
notable internal movements included large gains in lead and crude petroleum. 'Other' metals (inc ludir 
uranium) showed a further substantial drop while iron ore fell by 6%.

REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, FIRST QUARTER, 1965 


The seasonally adjusted index of non-agricultural real output for the first quarter of 1965 was 
2.2 per cent above the fourth quarter level, with most of the major industry divisions contributing to 


this increase. 


The following table shows the percentage increases of the major industry groups and their con- 
tributions to the advance in non-agricultural real output over the course of the current cyclical ex- 
pansion in production. During the first quarter of 1965, the expansion was in its sixteenth quarter, ¢ 
non-agricultural real output had reached a level 27 per cent above its first quarter, 1961, cyclical 
trough. This compares with the 22 per cent gain achieved during the full course (10 quarters) of the 
1954-56 expansion and the 10 per cent advance (in 9 quarters) made during the 1957-60 cyclical upturn.

Among the remaining industry groups, increases of 2 and 8 per cent occurred in electric power ¢ 
gas utilities and forestry, while mining advanced by 3 per cent. Both the metal and non-metal mining 
components showed strong gains in the first quarter but the total advance was somewhat dampened by a 2 
per cent decline in fuel mining. Construction was up by 6 per cent, with increases in both residentia’ 
and non-residential construction. Increases of about one per cent were recorded by the remaining 
service-industry groups, namely, finance, insurance and real estate, public administration and defence 
(where the increase occurred at the provincial and municipal levels) and community, recreation, busine:

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MAY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The Index of Industrial Production moved marginally higher in May as gains of about 1% in both 
manufacturing and electric power and gas utilities were almost offset by a decline of more than 4% in 
mining output. The total index moved from a level of 225.5 in April to 226.0 in May. The increase in 
manufacturing in May was enti-ely concentrated in non-durables where output rose by more than 2%3 
production in durables was little changed. 


Within non-durables, more than one-third of the increase originated in the textile industry, 
as cotton and woollen goods, and synthetic textiles showed substantial gains. In addition, relatively 
large increases occurred in tobacco and rubber products and petroleum refining, amounting to 4%, 11% 
and 7% respectively. Smaller gains of 1% and 2% were recorded in clothing, paper products and chemical! 
There were no significant major group declines in non-durable manufacturing in May. 


In durables, both electrical apparatus and supplies and transportation equipment moved up by 
2%, with the latter reflecting an increase of more than 3% in motor vehicle production. Iron and steel 
products recorded a 1% rise, as primary iron and steel was the only component in that group to show any 
real strength. Industries producing building materials generally showed weakness in May; for example, 
with declines in both veneers and plywood and sawmills, wood products fell by 2%. In addition, non- 
metallic mineral products dropped for the third consecutive month as almost all components moved lower. 
Non-ferrous metal products fell in May, largely reflecting a strike in the brass and copper component, 


In mining, although there were large movements in many of the detailed industry components, the 
biggest single influence was an 11% drop in crude petroleum output. The metal mining group moved up by 
less than 1% as large gains in copper, zinc and lead were almost offset by declines in gold, iron ore 
and nickel.

REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, FIRST QUARTER, 1965 


The seasonally adjusted index of non-agricultural real output for the first quarter of 1965 was 
2.2 per cent above the fourth quarter level, with most of the major industry divisions contributing to 
this increase. 


The following table shows the percentage increases of the major industry groups and their con- 
tributions to the advance in non-agricultural real output over the course of the current cyclical ex- 
pansion in production. During the first quarter of 1965, the expansion was in its sixteenth quarter, at 
non-agricultural real output had reached a level 27 per cent above its first quarter, 1961, cyclical 
trough. This compares with the 22 per cent gain achieved during the full course (10 quarters) of the 
1954-56 expansion and the 10 per cent advance (in 9 quarters) made during the 1957-60 cyclical upturn.

The 2.5 per cent gain in manufacturing output resulted from a 6 per cent increase in the durat 
component, as the non-durables group declined fractionally. Within durable manufacturing, most major 
industry groups showed increases in the quarter, ranging from 0.1 per cent in iron and steel products 
23 per cent in transportation equipment. This latter increase accounted for about four fifths of the 
in durables and can be traced to the attainment of new high levels in motor vehicle and parts producti 
The next largest contributions to the gain in durables came from electrical apparatus and supplies (UI 
and non-metallic mineral products, which increased by 5 per cent. The output of the cement and concré 
products components of the non-metallic group continued to increase in the first quarter. This is in 
contrast to the production of many other building materials industries, such as paints and varnishes, 
roofing paper and wire products, which declined from very high fourth quarter levels. Wood products |

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Within non-durables, increases ranging from one-half to 3 per cent in textiles, paper and 
oleum products and printing and publishing were more than offset by declines in all the other major 
ps. The 3 per cent decrease in chemical products was the largest contributor to the decline in non- 
bles. Of its components, paints, varnishes and lacquers showed the sharpest drop, following an in- 
se of about the same magnitude in the preceding quarter. Foods and beverages were about one per cent 
w fourth quarter levels, with the declines concentrated in foods, such as meat products. Declines of 
3 per cent also occurred in tobacco, rubber, leather and clothing products. 


As can be seen from charts 2 and 3 below, there are strong similarities in the output movements 
sen durable manufacturing and wholesale trade and between those of non-durables and retail trade. 
last two industries are less cyclically sensitive and have not achieved the strong gains shown by the 
=r two during the 1961-65 expansion. In the first quarter tHe pattern is similar. The 3 per cent 
in trade is largely the result of a 7 per cent increase in wholesale trade, while retail trade 
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advanced by about one per cent. As in manufacturing, motor vehicles exercised the strongest single 
influence both on wholesale and on retail trade, as exemplified by an 11 per cent advance in motor 
vehicle dealer sales in retail trade (see Chart 1). In comparing the growth patterns of motor vehicle 
production and motor vehicle dealer sales, however, it should be remembered that motor vehicle product 
includes the production of all vehicles both for domestic use and for export, while the motor vehicle 
dealer industry, a component of retail trade, in addition to new Canadian-made vehicles, deals in im- 
ported vehicles, used cars, gasoline and various goods and services related to these. Elsehwere at th 
retail trade level, declines occurred in the sales of grocery and combination stores and lumber and 
building material dealers, as well as department stores. A similar pattern prevailed in wholesale tra 


The transportation, storage and communication group advanced by half of one per cent in the fi 
quarter, mainly as a result of an increase in the output of the communications industries, which, how- 
ever, was partially offset by a 4 per cent decline in storage. Transportation showed no change from i 
fourth quarter level, following more than a year of uninterrupted expansion at high levels of activity 
Within transportation, declines occurred in railway, air and water transportation, while the rest of t 
transportation industries showed gains in the first quarter. 


Among the remaining industry groups, increases of 2 and 8 per cent occurred in electric power 
gas utilities and forestry, while mining advanced by 3 per cent. Both the metal and non-metal mining 
components showed strong gains in the first quarter but the total advance was somewhat dampened by a 2 
per cent decline in fuel mining. Construction was up by 6 per cent, with increases in both residentia 
and non-residential construction. Increases of about one per cent were recorded by the remaining 
service-industry groups, namely, finance, insurance and real estate, public administration and defence 
(where the increase occurred at the provincial and municipal levels) and community, recreation, busine 
and personal service.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production was marginally higher 
in June. 
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JUNE INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production rose by 0.3% in June to 226.1 from the 
revised May level of 925.5. In terms of contribution, the gain was about equally divided between 
manufacturing and mining, with the former advancing by 0.2% and the latter by almost 1%. Electric pow 
and gas utilities showed little change in June. 


On a quarterly seasonally adjusted basis, the following percentage changes are indicated from 
the first to the second quarter, for the total index of production and its main components; total inde 
of industrial production (+0.4%), manufacturing (+1.1%), mining (-2.1%), electric power and gas utilit 
(-0.5%), durables (+1.5%) and non-durables (+0.6%). 


Returning to the changes in June from the previous month, durable manufacturing advanced by mo 
than 1% although the gain left this aggregate slightly lower still than its previous peak in March. 
The big contributors to the June increase were transportation equipment (with motor vehicles accountin 
for better than one-half of this) and iron and steel. The latter was led by a large gain in the iron 
castings industry. Primary iron and steel moved slightly higher. Increases of lesser importance were 
registered by non-metallic mineral products and non-ferrous metal products. On the other hand, wood 
products and electrical apparatus each declined by 2%. 


The decline of almost 1% in non-durables emanated largely from foods and beverages (-2%) and 
rubber products. The latter was substantially affected by labour disputes. Clothing products also 
contributed to the decline. Elsewhere, changes were relatively small at the major group level with 
the exception of an unusual gain in printing and publishing. 


The gain in mining originated largely in crude petroleum to bring total fuels higher by 4h. 
This was offset to some extent by a decline in copper output, from the high May level.

The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
ndustries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
hole range of domestic industries, In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
itilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ng and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
nd real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
ervice. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
ccounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
ational Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
eceived from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies", [In addition, of 
ourse, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production, 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to’ date the historical record of production

The seasonally adjusted index of non-agricultural real output for the first quarter of 1965 was 
2.2 per cent above the fourth quarter level, with most of the major industry divisions contributing to 
this increase. 


The following table shows the percentage increases of the major industry groups and their con- 
tributions to the advance in non-agricultural real output over the course of the current cyclical ex- 
pansion in production. During the first quarter of 1965, the expansion was in its sixteenth quarter, an 
non-agricultural real output had reached a level 27 per cent above its first quarter, 1961, cyclical 
trough. This compares with the 22 per cent gain achieved during the full course (10 quarters) of the 
1954-56 expansion and the 10 per cent advance (in 9 quarters) made during the 1957-60 cyclical upturn.

Manufacturing, trade and construction were the largest contributors to the first quarter gain } 
non-agricultural output, with manufacturing accounting for almost one third of the advance and the othe 
two groups for about one fifth each. 


The 2.5 per cent gain in manufacturing output resulted from a 6 per cent increase in the durab: 
component, as the non-durables group declined fractionally. Within durable manufacturing, most major 
industry groups showed increases in the quarter, ranging from 0.1 per cent in iron and steel products © 
23 per cent in transportation equipment. This latter increase accounted for about four fifths of the 
in durables and can be traced to the attainment of new high levels in motor vehicle and parts producti 
The next largest contributions to the gain in durables came from electrical apparatus and supplies (up 
and non-metallic mineral products, which increased by 5 per cent. The output of the cement and concre 
products components of the non-metallic group continued to increase in the first quarter. This is in 
contrast to the production of many other building materials industries, such as paints and varnishes, 
roofing paper and wire products, which declined from very high fourth quarter levels. Wood products W

‘oleum products and printing and publishing were more than offset by declines in all the other major 
pS. The 3 per cent decrease in chemical products was the largest contributor to the decline in non- 
ibles. Of its components, paints, varnishes and lacquers showed the sharpest drop, following an in- 
's€ of about the same magnitude in the preceding quarter. Foods and beverages were about one per cent 
w fourth quarter levels, with the declines concentrated in foods, such as meat products. Declines of 
/ 3 per cent also occurred in tobacco, rubber, leather and clothing products. 


As can be seen from charts 2 and 3 below, there are strong similarities in the output movements 
een durable manufacturing and wholesale trade and between those of non-durables and retail trade. 
last two industries are less cyclically sensitive and have not achieved the strong gains shown by the 
€r two during the 1961-65 expansion. In the first quarter the pattern is similar. The 3 per cent 

in trade is largely the result of a 7 per cent increase in wholesale trade, while retail trade

advanced by about one per cent. As in manufacturing, motor vehicles exercised the strongest single 
influence both on wholesale and on retail trade, as exemplified by an 11 per cent advance in motor 
vehicle dealer sales in retail trade (see Chart 1). In comparing the growth patterns of motor vehicle 
production and motor vehicle dealer sales, however, it should be remembered that motor vehicle producti 
includes the production of all vehicles both for domestic use and for export, while the motor vehicle 
dealer industry, a component of retail trade, in addition to new Canadian-made vehicles, deals in im- 
ported vehicles, used cars, gasoline and various goods and services related to these. Elsehwere at the 
retail trade level, declines occurred in the sales of grocery and combination stores and lumber and 
building material dealers, as well as department stores. A similar pattern prevailed in wholesale trad 


The transportation, storage and communication group advanced by half of one per cent in the fir 
quarter, mainly as a result of an increase in the output of the communications industries, which, how- 
ever, was partially offset by a 4 per cent decline in storage. Transportation showed no change from it 
fourth quarter level, following more than a year of uninterrupted expansion at high levels of activity. 
Within transportation, declines occurred in railway, air and water transportation, while the rest of th 
transportation industries showed gains in the first quarter. 


Among the remaining industry groups, increases of 2 and 8 per cent occurred in electric power 
gas utilities and forestry, while mining advanced by 3 per cent. Both the metal and non-metal mining 
components showed strong gains in the first quarter but the total advance was somewhat dampened by a 2 
per cent decline in fuel mining. Construction was up by 6 per cent, with increases in both residential 
and non-residential construction. Increases of about one per cent were recorded by the remaining 
service-industry groups, namely, finance, insurance and real estate, public administration and defence 
(where the increase occurred at the provincial and municipal levels) and community, recreation, busines 


and personal service.

The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production was 1,0 per cent higher in July, rising 
to 228.3 from the revised June level of 226.0. This left the Index nearly 2 per cent higher than in 
January of this year and about 7 per cent higher in the year to date than in the comparable period of 


1964. 


Manufacturing was the major contributor to the July increase. Mining rose by 0.8 per cent whil 


utilities showed a marginal decline. 


The 1,3 per cent gain in manufacturing was divided between non-durables and durables; the 
former rising by 1.5 per cent, the latter by 1.0 per cent. In non-durables all major groups except 
tobacco and leather products increased. The major industry contributors to the increase were beverages 
textiles, and meat products. A major cause of the rise in the latter were the heavy marketings of 
cattle for slaughter in Eastern Canada, apparently largely in response to drought conditions, and 
stimulated to some extent by good export markets. 


The rise in durable manufacturing was sparked by transportation equipment, led by about 6 per 
cent gains in both motor vehicles and in parts production, Most components of iron and steel products 
were slightly higher in July, with the result that the group advanced by about 1 per cent, as did non- 
metallic minerals and non-ferrous metal products. The only durable groups to decline in July were wooc 
products (- 1 per cent) and electrical apparatus and supplies (- 3 per cent). 


In mining, although metals showed little change in the month, there were good gains in several 
components, particularly copper. However, these were offset by unusual declines in gold and zinc. The 
one per cent gain in fuels was due to the contribution of a 3 per cent increase in crude petroleum 
which more than offset the declines in coal and natural gas. Non-metals showed little change.

Seasonally adjusted non-agricultural real output reached an index level of 207.9 in the second 
quarter of 1965, an increase of about one per cent from the first quarter of this year. Most of the 
major industry divisions contributed to this gain. 


During the seventeen quarters of the current expansion, non-agricultural real output has achiev 
substantial gains. During the second quarter of 1965 real domestic product less agriculture reached a 
level 28 per cent above its first quarter, 1961, cyclical trough. This compares with the 22 per ceng 
gain achieved during the full course of the 1954-56 expansion and the 10 per cent advance made during 
the 1957-60 cyclical upturn. This current expansion has also been of longer duration than either of 
the preceding ones, the longest of which extended over 10 quarters. The following table shows the per- 
centage increases of the major industry groups and their contributions to the advance in non-agricultur 
real output over the course of the current cyclical expansion in production. 
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Gross domestic product 
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Throughout the current expansion various special factors have affected production in Canada to 
some degree, and it is useful to keep them in mind in examining current production trends. One such 
factor was the increase in exports, notably exports of grain during the latter part of 1963 and early 
in 1964, These export shipments stimulated production in a wide range of industries: flour milling, 
storage of grain, rail and water transport, and, indirectly, the production and sales of farm machiner 
and similar items. In addition, exports of manufactured goods and some raw materials have increased 
substantially over the course of the cycle. Another such factor is the increased investment in plant, 
equipment, social capital and housing which has occurred during the past two years. Following the 
relatively stable levels of the 1958-63 period, private residential and non-residential construction 
showed particularly strong increases during 1964 and continued at high levels in 1965. Public constru 
tion also was at very high levels during the first half of 1965. This increasing construction activit 
and the investment in machinery and equipment which also took place, exercised a stimulating influence 
on other domestic industries, notably those industries manufacturing construction materials and machin 
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has also served to increase imports of machinery and equipment. In addition, the imposition of the 
les tax on building materials in three successive stages affected, to some extent, the production and 
les of building materials during this period. The rate of increase in the production and sales of 
ese materials appears to have temporarily accelerated in anticipation of the last two stages of the 
x. While significant for individual industries, their effect on the level of total non-agricultural out- 
t has been marginal. A third factor, which has affected production movements particularly since the 
st half of 1964 is the presence of labour disputes, both in the United States and Canada. In par- 
cular, the motor vehicle industry's output levels declined sharply in the fourth quarter of 1964 and 
covered gradually during the early months of 1965, reaching a peak in March, Labour disputes also 
curred in several other industries during 1965, such as trade (which was affected by the Quebec 

juor Board strike), distilleries, and eirerart, 


Because of the effects of the above-mentioned labour disputes on the output of motor vehicles, 
i because of the exceptional increases in the output of this industry since the beginning of the 
‘rent expansion, it might be interesting to examine the movements in non-agricultural real output 
er the exclusion of the industries which manufacture and sell automobiles and parts.

In the second quarter of 1965, about two-thirds of the increase in non-agricultural real output 
from the service-producing industries. Within the goods-producing industry group, increases in 
acturing, construction and forestry were dampened by declines in other components, notably mining, 


Within manufacturing, which showed a one per cent increase, durables advanced more rapidly than 
urables. The one and a half per cent gain in the durables group accounted for over two-thirds of 
€cond quarter increase in manufacturing output. Most major components contributed to tie gain. 
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As in the first quarter, transportation equipment accounted for more than half the increase in durables 
and showed the largest gain of any major group. The 7 per cent increase in motor vehicles and the 6 
per cent increase in motor vehicle parts production accounted for all of the increase in the transpor- 
tation equipment group, as declines occurred in shipbuilding and the strike-affected aircraft and parts 
industry. The electrical apparatus and supplies group continued to expand, while the output of the 
iron and steel and wood products industries continued its upward trend following a pause in the first 
quarter. The only industry group to show a decline in the second quarter was non-metallic mineral 
products, which declined substantially, largely as a result of decreases in the output of cement 
products. Within the non-durables group, which was up by one half of one per cent, only the chemical 
industry group showed fairly substantial gains in the second quarter, with most components contributing 
to this gain. Increases of up to about one per cent were recorded by textiles, paper and tobacco 
products. Leather products and foods and beverages showed declines of about 2 per cent, the latter 
mainly as a result of an 8 per cent drop in the production of beverage products, from particularly high 
first quarter levels. Both quarters were to some degree affected by labour disputes. 


More than one quarter of the gain in non-agricultural output came from the 2 per cent increase 
in trade. The contribution of trade to the second quarter gain thus surpassed even that of manufactur- 
ing, which, by virtue of its large weight, is most often the main contributor to the changes in non- 
agricultural real output. Within trade, the 3 per cent gain in the retail trade component accounted 
for the larger part of the advance. Wholesale trade increased by one per cent. Most of the retail 
trade stores showed increases in the second quarter. The sales of food stores resumed their upward 
movement following a decline in the first quarter, as did department stores and variety stores. Motor 
vehicle dealer sales continued to increase, contributing nearly one-fifth to the second quarter gain in 
retail trade, Farm implement dealer sales also showed an increase. Lumber and building material deale: 
sales, however, continued to decline from very high fourth quarter levels. In wholesale trade movement: 
were mixed, with declines in such trades as foods, textiles, and clothing more than offset by increases 
in farm machinery and very strong gains in the sales of the industrial and transportation equipment and 
supplies industry. Sales of petroleum products also increased in the quarter. 


The transportation, storage and communications group increased by 2 per cent in the second 
quarter, with all three components contributing to the gain. Within transportation, the bulk of the 
increase came from advances in air, water and truck transport. Gains were also recorded in both the 
freight and the passenger component of railway transportation. However, urban and interurban passenger 
bus transport declined in the second quarter apparently as a result of labour disputes in the industry 
during that period. 


The finance, insurance and real estate and the community, recreation, business and personal 
service groups jointly accounted for as much of the increase in non-agricultural real output as did 
manufacturing, namely about one quarter. Both industry groups advanced by about one and a half per cen 
in the quarter, which is slightly above the average for these industries. Within the latter group, 
business and personal services advanced most rapidly, with particular strength in such personal service 
industries as restaurants, hotels and motels. 


Among the remaining industry groups forestry increased by 7 per cent, mainly as a result of an 
increase in pulpwood production in the second quarter. Public administration and defence showed a 
fractional decline from the first quarter, as the decline at the federal level was not quite offset by 
increases at the provincial and municipal levels. Declines also occurred in electric power and gas 
utilities and fishing and trapping. Mining, which declined by 2 per cent, was still slightly above its 
fourth quarter level. Almost the entire decline in this industry can be traced to the 5 per cent decli 
in the metal mining component, which resulted from large drops in the production of iron ore and "other 
metals" (including uranium), Non-metal mining also declined by about 5 per cent. Fuel mining recorded 
a 2 per cent increase in the second quarter, with both crude petroleum and natural gas production 
contributing to this gain.

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AUGUST INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production was 1.3 per cent higher in August, rising 
to 231.4 from the revised July level of 228.5. The gain left the Index more than 3 per cent higher than 
in January and about 7 per cent higher for the year to date than for the same period last year. All 
three components participated in the advance, mining rising by 3.2 per cent, manufacturing by 0.5 per 
cent, and electric power and gas utilities by 4.2 per cent. 


Fuels were the major contributors to the large rise in mining, with all three fuel mining 
components, but especially petroleum, registering significant advances. The increase in crude pe- 
troleum appeared to be concentrated in Alberta. Coal also made a substantial contribution to the 
increase in fuel mining, rising by more than 16 per cent to recover from an abnormally low July level. 
Natural gas rose by 4 per cent. The gains in fuel and in non-metal mining were partially offset by a 
substantial decline in metal mining of nearly 4 per cent, Lead and copper were the major contributors 
to the drop. 


In manufacturing both non-durables and durables shared in the gain, the former rising by 0.4 
per cent and the latter by 0.6 per cent. In terms of contribution textiles were the major factor in 
the rise in non-durables, with synthetic textiles and silk advancing by more than 6 per cent. All 
other major non-durable components showed increases, with the exceptions of clothing, foods and bever- 
ages, and chemical and allied products. 


In durables, the bulk of the rise was, in terms of contribution, attributable to a 3.5 per cent 
rise in wood products, largely in veneer and plywood and in sawmills, and to a better than 3 per ceng 
rise in electrical apparatus and supplies, mostly in telecommunication equipment. The latter rise was 
in part attributable to a recovery from a labor dispute in June and July. These gains were partially 
offset by declines in non-ferrous metal products and in non-metallic mineral products of about 3 per 
cent and nearly 2 per cent respectively. Primary iron and steel rose by 4 per cent. 


In electric power and gas utilities the bulk of the increase occurred in electric power which 
rose by 5 per cent. Almost half of the increase in generation occurred in Ontario where it was 
attributed to increased power usage in that province and higher net exports.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
dustries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
ole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
ilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
g and trapping; construction; transportation, Storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
d real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
rvice. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
sounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
sional Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
seived from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies", [In addition, of 
irse, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production, 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
Canada published in DBS Occasional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 
gin, 1935-61", This reference Paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods used 
well as other relevant material, 


The monthly "Index of Industrial Production" publication 61-005 will henceforth contain 
rterly indexes of real domestic product, less agriculture, with component industry detail, Quarterly 
exes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, except on a once- 
ear basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring,

REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE , SECOND QUARTER, 1965 


Seasonally adjusted non-agricultural real output reached an index level of 207.9 in the second 
quarter of 1965, an increase of about one per cent from the first quarter of this year. Most of the 
major industry divisions contributed to this gain. 


During the seventeen quarters of the current expansion, non-agricultural real output has achieve 
substantial gains. During the second quarter of 1965 real domestic product less agriculture reached a 
level 28 per cent above its first quarter, 1961, cyclical trough. This compares with the 22 per ceng 
gain achieved during the full course of the 1954-56 expansion and the 10 per cent advance made during 
the 1957-60 cyclical upturn, This current expansion has also been of longer duration than either of 
the preceding ones, the longest of which extended over 10 quarters. The following table shows the per- 
centage increases of the major industry groups and their contributions to the advance in non-agricultur, 
real output over the course of the current cyclical expansion in production,

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Throughout the current expansion various special factors have affected production in Canada to 
some degree, and it is useful to keep them in mind in examining current production trends. One such 
factor was the increase in exports, notably exports of grain during the latter part of 1963 and early 
in 1964. These export shipments stimulated production in a wide range of industries: flour milling, 
storage of grain, rail and water transport, and, indirectly, the production and sales of farm machiner 
and similar items. In addition, exports of manufactured goods and some raw materials have increased 
substantially over the course of the cycle. Another such factor is the increased investment in plant, 
equipment, social capital and housing which has occurred during the past two years. Following the 
relatively stable levels of the 1958-63 period, private residential and non-residential construction 
showed particularly strong increases during 1964 and continued at high levels in 1965. Public constr 
tion’ also was at very high levels during the first half of 1965. This increasing construction activit 
and the investment in machinery and equipment which also took place, exercised a stimulating influence 
on other domestic industries, notably those industries manufacturing construction materials and machir 


has also served to increase imports of machinery and equipment. In addition, the imposition of the 
les tax on building materials in three successive stages affected, to some extent, the production and 
les of building materials during this period. The rate of increase in the production and sales of 
ese materials appears to have temporarily accelerated in anticipation of the last two stages of the 

- While significant for individual industries, their effect on the level of total non-agricultural out- 
t has been marginal. A third factor, which has affected production movements particularly since the 
st half of 1964 is the presence of labour disputes, both in the United States and Canada. In par- 
ular, the motor vehicle industry's output levels declined sharply in the fourth quarter of 1964 and 
covered gradually during the early months of 1965, reaching a peak in March, Labour disputes also 
curred in several other industries during 1965, such as trade (which was affected by the Quebec 

yuor Board strike), distilleries, and aircraft. 


Because of the effects of the above-mentioned labour disputes on the output of motor vehicles, 
because of the exceptional increases in the output of this industry since the beginning of the 

‘rent expansion, it might be interesting to examine the movements in non-agricultural real output 
ser the exclusion of the industries which manufacture and sell automobiles and parts. The following 
»le shows a comparison between the motor vehicle group of industries and the remaining industries, 
tarly, stong expansionary forces were at work in both sectors, although not to the same degree. The 
‘put of the motor vehicles group almost doubled during this period, while the remaining industries 
preased by 26,5 per cent.

More than one quarter of the gain in non-agricultural output came from the 2 per cent increase 
in trade, The contribution of trade to the second quarter gain thus surpassed even that of manufactur- 
ing, which, by virtue of its large weight, is most often the main contributor to the changes in non- 
agricultural real output. Within trade, the 3 per cent gain in the retail trade component accounted 
for the larger part of the advance.

The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production was 0.6 per cent higher in September, 
rising to 233.4 from the revised August level of 232.0. The gain left the Index, which measures about 
one-third of the domestic economy, about 7 per cent higher for the year to date than for the first nine 
months of last year. On a seasonally adjusted basis the Index rose by better than 2 per cent from the 
second to the third quarter. In September alone electric power and gas utilities contributed nearly 
half the increase, rising by 2.8 per cent, while mining and manufacturing rose by 0.7 per cent and 0,3 
per cent respectively. 


In manufacturing, non-durables rose by 0.6 per cent while durables showed a marginal decline. 


In non-durables all major components, except paper products, printing, publishing, and allied 
industries, and products of petroleum and coal shared in the increase. The drop in products of petro- 
leum and coal was in large part attributable to labour disputes in the petroleum products industry. 
The major contributors to the increase were food products, chemical and allied products (both of which 
rose by better than 1 per cent), and clothing (up 4 per cent). 


In durables, wood products, iron and steel products, non-ferrous metal products, and non- meta: 
lic mineral products rose from 1 to 2 per cent. Transportation equipment and electrical apparatus and 
supplies fell, the former by 4.2 per cent and the latter by 1.0 per cent. The major portion of the 
decline in transportation equipment was caused by drops in motor vehicles and parts production. In 
addition there was a major labour dispute in the aircraft and parts industry, which brought that outpu 
index considerably lower in September. 


In mining, both metals and fuels rose by about 1 per cent, while non-metals fell by about 4 pe 
cent.

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OCTOBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production was 0.4 per cent higher in October, 
rising to 235.4 from the revised September figure of 234.5. The gain left the Index more than 7 per 
cent higher for the year to date than for the same period last year and about 5 per cent higher than 
in January. Returning to September-October movements, the 1.4 per cent rise in manufacturing was, 
largely offset by a 6.1 per cent drop in mining. Electric power and gas utilities rose by 3.0 per cent 


Both durables and non-durables shared in the gain in manufacturing, the former rising by 1.3 
per cent and the latter by 1.5. 


Within non-durables, food and beverages, paper products, and chemical and allied products were 
the major contributors to the rise with gains of 2, 3 and 4 per cent respectively. In addition, 
tobacco and rubber products, printing, publishing, and allied industries, and products of petroleum 
and coal had gains of from 2 to 5 per cent. In foods almost all components registered increases. The 
rise in beverages was due to a gain in breweries, a gain that was partially offset by declines in 
carbonated beverages and distilleries. Pulp and paper was the major contributor to the gain in paper 
products. All chemical products components shared in the increase. The gains in the above major 
groups were partially offset by declines in textiles and clothing. 


On the durables side the major contribution to the increase was made by transportation equip- 
ment and, within that group, by motor vehicles, which rose by nearly 7 per cent. Wood products and 
electrical apparatus and supplies also contributed to the increase, rising by 3.2 and 0.6 per scene 
respectively. These gains were partially offset by declines in iron and steel products, non-ferrous 
metal products, and non-metallic mineral products. Primary iron and steel fell by 1.4 per cent. 


The decline in mining originated in metals and fuels, each of which fell by 8 per cent. The 
fall in fuel mining was primarily attributable to crude petroleum, largely as a result of production 
adjustments in Alberta. 


In metal mining, the declines in copper, iron ore and other metals (including uranium) were 
offset to only a slight extent by the increases in gold and nickel. 


In utilities, the bulk of the 3.0 per cent rise was contributed by electric power, which rose 
by better than 3 per cent. Gas rose by nearly 2 per cent.

REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, THIRD QUARTER, 1965 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture reached an index level of 211.3 in 
the third quarter of 1965, an increase of 1.8 per cent from the second quarter of this year. Most of 
the major industry divisions contributed to this gain 


Over the eighteen quarters of the current expansion, non-agricultural real output has increased 
by 30 per cent from its first quarter, 1961, cyclical low. This compared with the 22 per cent gain 
achieved during the full course of the 1954-56 expansion and the 10 per cent advance made during the © 
1957-60 cyclical upturn. The current expansion has also been of considerably longer duration than © 
either of the two preceding ones, the longest of which extended over 10 quarters. The following table 
shows the percentage increases of the major industry groups and their contributions to the advance in 
non-agricultural real output over the course of the current cyclical expansion in production 
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Gross domestic product 
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In the third quarter of 1965, just over one-half of the increase in non-agricultural real out- 
put came from the goods-producing industries. Manufacturing alone contributed over 40 per cent of the 
increase, while the gains in the other goods-producing industries were to some extent dampened by a 
drop in forestry which was the only major industry division to show a decline. This decline was at- 
tributable largely to a drop in pulpwood production from very high second quarter levels. Within 
services, most of the gain came from trade and the transportation, storage and communication group, 
which jointly accounted for about one-third of the increase in non-agricultural real output. The re- 
maining service-producing industry divisions showed increases of up to one per cent in the third 
quarter. 


Manufacturing increased by 2 1/2 per cent, with both durables and non-durables increasing at 
the same rate and thus contributing about equally to the third quarter gain. 


Within non-durables, the textiles and chemicals groups showed the largest increases, 8 and 3 1/2 
recent, respectively. Together these two industry groups accounted for over one-half of the third 

ter increase in non-durable manufacturing output. The synthetic textiles and silk industry 
counted for most of the advance in textiles, while a large part of the gain in chemicals came from the 
ids, alkalies, salts and fertilizers component. The next largest contributors to the increase in non- 
rables were the foods and beverages and the paper products groups. The gain in the former was largely 
e result of increased production of beverage products, as the output of the distillery industry rose 
rply from its strike-affected second quarter levels. Within foods, movements were mixed, as they 
ive been through most of the year, resulting in only moderate advances in the output of the food prod- 
ts group. In the third quarter, there were strong gains in meat products and some components of grain 
lling and bakery products, while canning and preserving and confectionery products showed a decline. 
creases of up to 2 1/2 per cent were also recorded by the other major groups in non-durables, with 
e exception of printing and publishing and tobacco products which declined marginally.

| Post office component. Storage showed another strong quarterly increase, following substantial de- 
Ines in the latter part of 1964 and early this year. This was largely the result of increased 
dling of grain at grain elevators, in the third quarter, particularly during August. Within trans- 
tation, increases ranging from 2 1/2 to 7 per cent were recorded by most major components, among 
n Tailway transport and shipping. Urban and interurban passenger bus transport showed particularly 


| 
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strong gains, following a decline in the second quarter which was associated with labour disputes in 
Quebec during the month of June. The larger part of the 2 per cent advance in retail trade came from 
increased sales by motor vehicle dealers, department stores and clothing stores. Lumber and building 
material dealer sales also increased after having declined in the second quarter. Garages and filling 
stations and used car dealers were among the few retail trades to show a decline in the third quarter, 
Within wholesale trade, movements were mixed. Among those wholesale trades recording fairly strong 
gains were groceries and food specialties and meat and dairy products. 


Among the remaining industry groups, increases ranging from one and a half to 3 1/2 per cent 
were recorded by construction, mining and electric power and gas utilities. Within mining, almost all 
of the strength came from fuel mining, particularly crude petroleum. Within metal mining, declines we 
widespread. Increases of up to one per cent were recorded by all the other industry divisions.

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Real domestic product less agriculture for the first nine months of 1965 was 6.1 per cent abov 
the corresponding period of 1964. The comparable increase in the first three quarters of last year wa 
7 per cent, which was the same as the rate of increase for the year 1964 as a whole. Seasonally ad- 
justed non-agricultural real output would have to advance by 3 1/2 per cent in the final quarter of 
this year before a 7 per cent increase could be achieved for 1965. A one per cent increase in the 
fourth quarter would yield an annual level 6.3 per cent above the year 1964, while a one per cent de- 
cline would result in a 5.8 per cent increase from last year. 


In making these comparisons, it is important to note the pattern of production and some of the 
factors which have affected the industrial scene during the past few years. In 1963 there was a par- 
ticularly strong fourth quarter, as a result of export shipments of grain, sharp advances in con- 
struction, and an acceleration in the already rapid advance in the output of the industries engaged in 
the production and sales of motor vehicles and parts. The same factors persisted through the first 
quarter of 1964, resulting in a further increase in production. This was followed by a fractional de- 
cline in the second quarter when motor vehicle production, construction and the output and sales of ma 
building materials showed a drop. The advance in non-agricultural real output resumed during the thir 
quarter of 1964 and has continued throughout the past year. In the final quarter of 1964, the strong 
advances in construction and the output and sales of building materials, together with the basic 
strength in most other industries, were dampened to a considerable extent by a drop of almost 20 per 
cent in the output and sales of the motor vehicle industry group. This drop was the result of strikes 
in the automobile industry both in the United States and Canada during the fourth quarter which per- 
sisted into the first quarter of 1965. A new peak in motor vehicle production was not reached until 
March of this year. By the third quarter of 1965, motor vehicle production and sales had increased by 
more than 111 per cent as measured from the beginning of the current expansion in the first quarter of 
1961. In other industry areas as well output levels in 1965 have been affected by labour disputes,

ranging from the postal workers' strike in the third quarter, to the labour disputes in urban and int 
urban bus transport and in the distilleries industry in the second quarter. Finally, the third quart 
of this year saw renewed increases in the export shipments of grain which had slowed down during the 


latter part of 1964 and early in 1965. 


Turning to the first 9 months of 1965, about one-third of the increase from the preceding yea 
was contributed by the 7 per cent gain in manufacturing output. The durable manufacturing component 
particular showed a strong gain (9%), largely as a result of increases of up to 14 per cent in the pr 
duction of motor vehicles and parts and strong gains in most of the iron and steel products industrie 
Increases of 10 and 11 per cent, respectively, were recorded by electric power and gas utilities and 
construction, followed by a 9 per cent increase in wholesale trade and a 7 1/2 per cent advance in 
transportation. Retail trade, mining, non-durable manufacturing, and the communication industry grou 
showed gains exceeding 5 per cent. Lesser gains were shown by almost all the other industry groups. 
The post-war average rates of increase were thus exceeded by most of the major industry groupings. 
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NOVEMBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production was 1,2 per cent higher in November, 
rising to 239,2 from the revised October level of 236,3. The gain left the Index 7,5 per cent higher 
for the year to date than for the same period in 1964. All three major components contributed to the

As mining recovered from the declines of last month both metals (paced by iron ore) and fuels 
(paced by petroleum) registered substantial gains, rising by 8,2 per cent and 5,6 per cent respectively, 
Non-metal mining, on the other hand, fell by 2.7 per cent. 


In manufacturing, the November increase was entirely concentrated in durables, which rose by 
0.7 per cent, while non-durables showed practically no change. While nearly all major durable groups 
registered increases the major contributor was non-ferrous metal products which rose by more than 4 per 
cent. In transportation equipment the fractional declines in motor vehicles and motor vehicle parts 
were more than offset by rises in the other components. Also within the detail substantial advances 
were registered by iron castings and telecommunication equipment. Primary iron and steel fell by 2.6 
per cent. 


In non-durables, the increases in food, beverages, clothing, and in printing, publishing and 
allied industries were almost exactly offset by declines in the remaining major groups. Within the 
detail the rise in beverages (+ 4.3 per cent) was largely due to an advance in breweries, in turn 
attributable to recovery from a labour dispute. 


In electric power and gas utilities both components shared in the increase, gas rising by more 
than 5 per cent and electric power by nearly 1 per cent.

Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture reached an index level of 211.3 in 
the third quarter of 1965, an increase of 1.8 per cent from the second quarter of this year. Most of 
the major industry divisions contributed to this gain 


Over the eighteen quarters of the current expansion, non-agricultural real output has increased 
by 30 per cent from its first quarter, 1961, cyclical low. This compared with the 22 per cent gain 
achieved during the full course of the 1954-56 expansion and the 10 per cent advance made during the 
1957-60 cyclical upturm. The current expansion has also been of considerably longer duration than 
either of the two preceding ones, the longest of which extended over 10 quarters. The following table 
shows the percentage increases of the major industry groups and their contributions to the advance in 
non-agricultural real output over the course of the current cyclical expansion in production 
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In the third quarter of 1965, just over one-half of the increase in non-agricultural real out- 
put came from the goods-producing industries. Manufacturing alone contributed over 40 per cent of the 
increase, while the gains in the other goods-producing industries were to some extent dampened by a 
drop in forestry which was the only major industry division to show a decline. This decline was at- 
tributable largely to a drop in pulpwood production from very high second quarter levels. Within 
services, most of the gain came from trade and the transportation, storage and communication group, 
which jointly accounted for about one-third of the increase in non-agricultural real output. The re- 
maining service-producing industry divisions showed increases of up to one per cent in the third 
quarter. 


Manufacturing increased by 2 1/2 per cent, with both durables and non-durables increasing at 
the same rate and thus contributing about equally to the third quarter gain. 


Within non-durables, the textiles and chemicals groups showed the largest increases, 8 and 3 1/2 
cent, respectively. Together these two industry groups accounted for over one-half of the third 
rter increase in non-durable manufacturing output. The Synthetic textiles and silk industry 
ounted for most of the advance in textiles, while a large part of the gain in chemicals came from the 
ds, alkalies, salts and fertilizers component. The next largest contributors to the increase in non- 
ables were the foods and beverages and the paper products groups. The gain in the former was largely 
result of increased production of beverage products, as the output of the distillery industry rose 
rply from its strike-affected second quarter levels. Within foods, movements were mixed, as they 
e been through most of the year, resulting in only moderate advances in the output of the food prod- 
s group. In the third quarter, there were strong gains in meat products and some components of grain 
ling and bakery products, while canning and preserving and confectionery products showed a decline. 
ses of up to 2 1/2 per cent were also recorded by the other major groups in non-durables, with 
exception of printing and publishing and tobacco products which declined marginally. 


Within durables, almost all of the increase came from a 4 per cent gain in iron and steel prod- 
s and a 5 1/2 per cent advance in the production of transportation equipment. Motor vehicles and 
gs production accounted for the entire gain in the latter group. In the case of the iron and steel 
ip, most of the components contributed to the gain. Among the other major groups, increases of 3 1/2 
one per cent were recorded by non-metallic mineral products and non-ferrous metal products, respec- 


2ly, while the wood products and the electrical apparatus and supplies groups showed small declines 
he third quarter.

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The next largest contributions to the gain in total non-agricultural real output came from the 
‘Ssportation, storage and communication group, which advanced by 3 per cent, and from trade, which 
‘up 2 per cent in the third quarter. All three components of the former group showed increases from 
‘nd quarter levels, although the gains within the communications group were dampened by a drop in 
‘post office component. Storage showed another strong quarterly increase, following substantial de- 
8 in the latter part of 1964 and early this year. This was largely the result of increased 

ling of grain at grain elevators, in the third quarter, particularly during August. Within trans- 
tion, increases ranging from 2 1/2 to 7 per cent were recorded by most major components, among 
Tailway transport and shipping. Urban and interurban passenger bus transport showed particularly 
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strong gains, following a decline in the second quarter which was associated with labour disputes in 
Quebec during the month of June. The larger part of the 2 per cent advance in retail trade came from 
increased sales by motor vehicle dealers, department stores and clothing stores. Lumber and building 
material dealer sales also increased after having declined in the second quarter. Garages and filling 
stations and used car dealers were among the few retail trades to show a decline in the third quarter, 
Within wholesale trade, movements were mixed. Among those wholesale trades recording fairly strong 
gains were groceries and food specialties and meat and dairy products. 


Among the remaining industry groups, increases ranging from one and a half to 3 1/2 per cent 
were recorded by construction, mining and electric power and gas utilities. Within mining, almost all 
of the strength came from fuel mining, particularly crude petroleum. Within metal mining, declines we: 
widespread. Increases of up to one per cent were recorded by all the other industry divisions.

Real domestic product less agriculture for the first nine months of 1965 was 6.1 per cent above 
the corresponding period of 1964. The comparable increase in the first three quarters of last year was 
7 per cent, which was the same as the rate of increase for the year 1964 as a whole. Seasonally ad- 
justed non-agricultural real output would have to advance by 3 1/2 per cent in the final quarter of 
this year before a 7 per cent increase could be achieved for 1965. A one per cent increase in the 
fourth quarter would yield an annual level 6.3 per cent above the year 1964, while a one per cent de- 
cline would result in a 5.8 per cent increase from last year. 


In making these comparisons, it is important to note the pattern of production and some of the 
factors which have affected the industrial scene during the past few years. In 1963 there was a par- 
ticularly strong fourth quarter, as a result of export shipments of grain, sharp advances in con- 
struction, and an acceleration in the already rapid advance in the output of the industries engaged in 
the production and sales of motor vehicles and parts. The same factors persisted through the first 
quarter of 1964, resulting in a further increase in production. This was followed by a fractional de- 
cline in the second quarter when motor vehicle production, construction and the output and sales of man 
building materials showed a drop. The advance in non-agricultural real output resumed during the third 
quarter of 1964 and has continued throughout the past year. In the final quarter of 1964, the strong 
advances in construction and the output and sales of building materials, together with the basic 
strength in most other industries, were dampened to a considerable extent by a drop of almost 20 per 
cent in the output and sales of the motor vehicle industry group. This drop was the result of strikes 
in the automobile industry both in the United States and Canada during the fourth quarter which per- 
sisted into the first quarter of 1965. A new peak in motor vehicle production was not reached until 
March of this year. By the third quarter of 1965, motor vehicle production and sales had increased by 
more than 111 per cent as measured from the beginning of the current expansion in the first quarter of 
1961. In other industry areas as well output levels in 1965 have been affected by labour disputes,

Increases of 10 and 11 per cent, respectively, were recorded by electric power and gas utilities and 
construction, followed by a 9 per cent increase in wholesale trade and a 7 1/2 per cent advance in 
transportation. Retail trade, mining, non-durable manufacturing, and the communication industry grou 
showed gains exceeding 5 per cent. Lesser gains were shown by almost all the other industry groups. 
The post-war average rates of increase were thus exceeded by most of the major industry groupings.

DECEMBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose by 1.1 per cent from the revised 
November level of 239.5, closing out the year at the record level of 242.2. The latest gain left the 
total 1965 Index nearly 8 per cent higher than in 1964. Manufacturing was the major contributor to 
the gain in December as mining rose fractionally and electric power and gas utilities fell by 2.5 per 
cent. Both durables and non-durables contributed to the gain in manufacturing, rising by 1.9 and 1.6 


per cent respectively. 


Textiles were the major factor in the non-durable increase, rising by more than 6 1/2 per cent, 
Rubber products also registered a strong increase of 8.1 per cent. All other major non-durable com- 
ponents, with the exception of beverages, clothing, and printing, publishing and allied industries, 
also showed gains ranging up to 5%. 


Iron and steel products and electrical apparatus and supplies were the major contributors to 
the 1.9 per cent increase in durable manufacturing, rising by 3.0 and 4.5 per cent respectively. The 
bulk of the increase in iron and steel products was attributable to a large rise in iron castings. 
Telecommunication equipment was primarily responsible for the increase in electrical apparatus and 
supplies. All other major durable groups, (with the exception of non-ferrous metal products) also 
registered gains of from 1/2 to 3 per cent. Primary iron and steel rose by 2.1 per cent. 


In mining, the gains of 15 per cent and nearly 1 per cent in non-metals and metals respectively 
were almost entirely offset by a 3 per cent drop in fuels. The rise in non-metals was general, asbestos 
rising by more than 8 per cent while other components also showed a strong advance. The bulk of the 
latter increase was attributable to potash. Gains in most components of metals mining were nearly 
offset by a fall in iron ore from the high November level. The decline in fuels was common to all 
components, as decreases ranged between 3 and 6 per cent. 


In electric power and gas utilities both electric power and gas fell, the former by nearly 2 
and the latter by more than 5 per cent.

The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in DBS Occasional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 
drigin, 1935-61".

Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture reached an index level of 211.3 in 
the third quarter of 1965, an increase of 1.8 per cent from the second quarter of this year. Most of 
the major industry divisions contributed to this gain 


Over the eighteen quarters of the current expansion, non-agricultural real output has increasec 
by 30 per cent from its first quarter, 1961, cyclical low. This compared with the 22 per cent gain 
achieved during the full course of the 1954-56 expansion and the 10 per cent advance made during the 
1957-60 cyclical upturn. The current expansion has also been of considerably longer duration than 
either of the two preceding ones, the longest of which extended over 10 quarters. The following table 
shows the percentage increases of the major industry groups and their contributions to the advance in 
non-agricultural real output over the course of the current cyclical expansion in production 
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In the third quarter of 1965, just over one-half of the increase in non-agricultural real out-— 
put came from the goods-producing industries. Manufacturing alone contributed over 40 per cent of the 
increase, while the gains in the other goods-producing industries were to some extent dampened by a 
drop in forestry which was the only major industry division to show a decline. This decline was at- 
tributable largely to a drop in pulpwood production from very high second quarter levels. Within 
services, most of the gain came from trade and the transportation, storage and communication group, 
which jointly accounted for about one-third of the increase in non-agricultural real output. The re- 
maining service-producing industry divisions showed increases of up to one per cent in the third 
quarter.

Among those wholesale trades recording fairly strong 
gains were groceries and food specialties and meat and dairy products. 


Among the remaining industry groups, increases ranging from one and a half to 3 1/2 per cent 
were recorded by construction, mining and electric power and gas utilities. Within mining, almost all 
of the strength came from fuel mining, particularly crude petroleum. Within metal mining, declines were 
widespread. Increases of up to one per cent were recorded by all the other industry divisions. 


COMPARISON OF TRANSPORTATION EQUIPMENT WITH COMPARISON OF TOTAL RETAIL TRADE WITH ITS DEPARTMENT STORE | 
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Real domestic product less agriculture for the first nine months of 1965 was 6.1 per cent above | 
the corresponding period of 1964. The comparable increase in the first three quarters of last year was 
7 per cent, which was the same as the rate of increase for the year 1964 as a whole. Seasonally ad- 
justed non-agricultural real output would have to advance by 3 1/2 per cent in the final quarter of 
this year before a 7 per cent increase could be achieved for 1965. A one per cent increase in the 
fourth quarter would yield an annual level 6.3 per cent above the year 1964, while a one per cent de- 
cline would result in a 5.8 per cent increase from last year. | 


In making these comparisons, it is important to note the pattern of production and some of the 
factors which have affected the industrial scene during the past few years. In 1963 there was a par- 
ticularly strong fourth quarter, as a result of export shipments of grain, sharp advances in con- 
struction, and an acceleration in the already rapid advance in the output of the industries engaged in 
the production and sales of motor vehicles and parts. The same factors persisted through the first 
quarter of 1964, resulting in a further increase in production. This was followed by a fractional de- 
cline in the second quarter when motor vehicle production, construction and the output and sales of man) 
building materials showed a drop. The advance in non-agricultural real output resumed during the third 
quarter of 1964 and has continued throughout the past year. In the final quarter of 1964, the strong 
advances in construction and the output and sales of building materials, together with the basic 
strength in most other industries, were dampened to a considerable extent by a drop of almost 20 per 
cent in the output and sales of the motor vehicle industry group. This drop was the result of strikes © 
in the automobile industry both in the United States and Canada during the fourth quarter which per- 
sisted into the first quarter of 1965. A new peak in motor vehicle production was not reached until 
March of this year. By the third quarter of 1965, motor vehicle production and sales had increased by 
more than 111 per cent as measured from the beginning of the current expansion in the first quarter of 
1961. In other industry areas as well output levels in 1965 have been affected by labour disputes,

The durable manufacturing component in 
particular showed a strong gain (9%), largely as a result of increases of up to 14 per cent in the ore= 
duction of motor vehicles and parts and strong gains in most of the iron and steel products industria 
Increases of 10 and 11 per cent, respectively, were recorded by electric power and gas utilities and 
construction, followed by a 9 per cent increase in wholesale trade and a 7 1/2 per cent advance in ‘ 
transportation. Retail trade, mining, non-durable manufacturing, and the communication industry grou 
showed gains exceeding 5 per cent. Lesser gains were shown by almost all the other industry groups. 
The post-war average rates of increase were thus exceeded by most of the major industry groupings.

This report presents revised estimates for the 
Index of Industrial Production and its components 
for the 1949-1965 period. No revisions were made 
to any of the indexes for the pre-1949 period and 
these remain as the best available indicators. The 

_ Tevised indexes shown in Tables 1 and 2 replace 
the previously published record (for the period com- 
mencing with 1949), contained in DBS Reference 
Paper, Catalogue No. 61-502, Revised Index of 
Industrial Production, 1935- o7, the monthly Index 
of Industrial Production publication, DBS Catalogue 
No. 61-005, and the annual supplements thereto.

Thus only those Special industry groupings 
Of which the Index of Industrial Production (or any 
of its components) forms a part are revised from 
earlier published levels. 


The present revisions retain the 1949 Weight 
and reference base and constitute the first stage 
Of) 2 Several-stage Programme, which will extend 
Over a number of years, and is aimed at improving 
the quality and general usefulness of the Real 
Domestic Product by industry of origin data, in- 
cluding the Index of Industrial Production. Census- 
based annual benchmarks had not been calculated 
for the Index of Industrial Production beyond the 
mid-1950’s.? A major objective of the present revi- 
Sion was to remedy this situation and comprehen- 
Sive annual benchmarks were accordingly calculated 
for all industries for at least the year 1959 on a 
1948 Standard Industrial Classification (S.I.c.)3 
basis. 


The next stage in this programme will consist 
of converting the entire Real Domestic Product 
System to the 1960 S.I.C.4 and to a 1961 Weight and 
reference base, Thus, in regard to the Index of 
Industrial Production components it should be noted 
that all post-1959 indexes are subject to further 
Tevisions. In the industries Outside the area of the 
Index of Industrial Production, benchmark levels 
will be updated to 1961. This includes the in- 
corporation of the latest (1961) Decennial Census 
data and therefore the historical record from 1951 
forward will be Changed for such industries as 
agriculture and retail and wholesale trade. 


Table A shows an analysis of the revisions 
made to the Index of Industrial Production and its 
major components as well as their effects on the 
higher Real Domestic Product aggregates. The 
revised annual levels for these industry groups are 
Shown in Tables B and C, while Charts 1 and 2 
compare the revised series shown in Tables B and 
C with the previously published levels for the same 
industry groupings.

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As can be seen from the charts and from Table 
A, the general effect of the revisions was to raise 
the level of the Index of Industrial Production and 
its chief components as well as the levels of all 
the higher aggregates of which they form a part. 
The largest change in annual] level occurred in 1965, 
with the revision to the Index of Industrial Produc- 
tion amounting to 10.8 per cent, while the level of 
total Real Domestic Product was raised by 3.9 per 
cent in that year. AS a result of these revisions, 
a somewhat higher rate of growth for the post-war 
period emerges for both of these aggregates (see 
Table D).

The revisions have also slightly altered the 
cyclical amplitude of the above two aggregates, 
resulting in smaller peak-to-trough declines and 
larger trough-to-peak increases during the two 
most recent cycles in economic production. 


For the year 1959 comprehensive annual bench- 
marks, based on Census of Industry data, were cal- 
culated for all industries within the Index of Indus- 
trial Production on a 1949 weight and reference 
base. The reason for selecting the year 1959 was 
that it represented the last year for which the 
manufacturers’ census was taken on the basis of 
the 1948 S.I.C. 


For the years 1950-58, inclusive, census- 
based annual levels were calculated for a large 
portion of manufacturing industries. For some 
manufacturing industries, however, benchmarks 
were calculated only for part of the period while 
for the remainder benchmarks were not calculated 
for any of these intervening years. Table E shows 
the incidence of benchmark coverage in the 1949 - 59 
period. Estimated annual levels were derived for 
each industry for all years for which a census- 
based benchmark was not calculated. This was 
done by interpolating on the basis of the annual 
average of the monthly index for that industry, on 


the assumption that the gap which existed between 
the two series in 1959 had developed gradually 
during the period for which no benchmarks were 
available.

industries by applying trend adjustments to the 
annual averages of the basic monthly projector. 
These adjustments were based essentially on the 
trend of the gap between the annual indexes and 
the monthly projectors that had developed during 
the 1949-1959 period. Some post-1959 trend ad- 
justments were modified in the light of other data 
such as current dollar shipments and available 
industry selling price indexes.°* 


In the case of mining and electric power and 
gas utilities, benchmark indexes, based on annual 
Census of Industry data, were calculated for all 
industries for every year in the 1949-62 period. 
For some components of mining, i.e., iron ore, 
coal and asbestos mining, preliminary annual levels 
were calculated up to and including the year 1963. 


For the period subsequent to these benchmarks, © 


production is projected on the basis of the move- 
ment in the underlying monthly projectors without 
further trend adjustment. 


As noted before, all indexes for the post-1959 
period are subject to further revision during the 
course of converting the system to a 1961 weight 
and reference base and to the 1960 S.I.C.

For 
these reasons some discontinuity may exist be- 
tween 1948 and 1949, on a monthly basis.

The computer method of adjusting monthly 
indexes to annual levels, which was used to adjust 
all series for the 1949-65 period is described in 
detail in Reference Paper 61-505.° Its most impor- 
tant characteristic is that it retains the original 
seasonal pattern of a monthly series, while adjust- 
ing it to new annual levels. Since this method had 
already been used for adjusting all indexes outside 
the area of the Index of Industrial Production, this 
revision afforded an opportunity to introduce the 
better method to all the components of Real Domes- 
tic Product. 


It should be noted that some of the monthly 
man-hour based indexes show different monthly 
movements from the earlier published material. Pre- 
viously, the underlying man-hour series had been 
adjusted by applying output per man-hour factors 
on a monthly basis in an attempt to introduce some 
elements of trend-cycle not properly reflected in the 
labour input series used to represent output.’ In the 
previously published series particularly strong reli- 
ance was placed on these output per man-hour cor- 
rections, beginning in the mid-1950’s, mainly because 
of the absence of annual benchmarks. However, revi- 
sions and S.I.C. changes made to the related ship- 
ments and inventory data, which were used as the 
basis for modifying the output per man-hour trend 
adjustments, had in part invalidated this approach 
in the post-1960 period. For purposes of the present 
revision, the use of the modified monthly output per 
man-hour adjustments has been discontinued, and the 
basic man-hour series are adjusted to the new 
annual levels by use of the computer method re- 
ferred to above. 


Index of Industrial Production users will recall 
the problems encountered in the monthly measure- 
ment of output inthe clothing industry® which neces- 
sitated the introduction of a break in the continuity 
of this series beginning in January 1963. This revi- 
sion now presents a new series on total clothing 
production for the entire 1949-to-date period at 
more correct levels and the discontinuity no longer 
exists. The measure is now based on a monthly 
man-hour projector adjusted to annual benchmark 
levels for the entire 1949-59 period, and is extra- 
polated into the current period on the basis of a 
trend correction to the man-hour data. 


In the case of the acids, alkalies, salts and 
fertilizers industry, the basic measure used through- 
out the 1950’s and early 1960’s was adjusted man- 
hours. Effective with the January 1964 data, a new 
series, based on a broad range of commodities pro- 
duced in the industry, had been introduced. This 
more Sensitive series has now been carried back to 
January 1958. Users will note distinctly different

seasonality in the unadjusted monthly series before 
and after January 1958. On a seasonally adjusted 
basis, the break has been minimized through sepa- 
rate seasonal adjustment of the two periods. 


Prior to the present revision, production in a 
number of food-producing industries was measured 
on the basis of quarterly output of many commodi- 
ties and pro-rated monthly on the basis of man- 
hours. The industries so handled were fruit and 
vegetable preparations, breakfast foods, biscuits 
and crackers, bread and other bakery products, 
confectionery, and miscellaneous food prepara- 
tions. This approach resulted in a relatively high 
incidence of estimation in the current period. Fffec- 
tive with this revision, the measures for these indus- 
tries are based on trend-adjusted man-hours. 


There are several changes in mining which re- 
quire special mention. Within the non-metal mining 
group, the burgeoning potash industry was previ- 
ously included only as of January 1964, although 
some production had occurred as early as 1959. All 
potash production has now been included in miscel 
laneous non-metal mining in the appropriate time 
periods prior to 1964 as well. 


In the case of metal mining, several changes 
were made, the most important of which occurred 
in the iron ore industry. This industry’s output 
measure had been based on a calculation by individ- 
ual establishment, each of whose outputs was valued 
at base year (1949) unit prices. With the tremendous 
development of this industry in the 1950’s and 
early 1960’s, both in terms of technology and the 
number of establishments, this approach neces- 
sitated the estimation of most base year unit prices. 
In the present revision the computation remains on 
an individual establishment basis but the unit prices 
used to combine outputs are those for 1961. This 
change was made in order to reflect more properly 


the contribution of new processes and products, 


and the revised indexes are at a considerably 
higher index level than the previously published 
series. It should be emphasized that the entire 
series remains on a 1949 reference base and the 
1949 weight for the industry remains unchanged. 


The previously published monthly series for 
gold was a total commodity series, i.e., gold pro- 
duced in all industries was measured. Effective 
with this revision, the monthly series has been 
changed, beginning with the year 1949, to measure 
only gold producedin the gold mining industry. Other 
gold production (that is, that produced outside the 
boundaries of the gold mining industry) has been 
included with other metal mining. 


Finally, it should be noted that the introduc- 
tion of some new non-metal mining products as 
well as the isolation of the gold mining industry 
has resulted in marginal shifts in the 1949 indus- 
try weights within the non-metal and the metal 
mining groups, with the weight for each of these 
aggregates remaining unchanged. :

JANUARY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose marginally from the revised 
December level of 242,3, starting the new year at the record level of 242.6. This latest increase 
left the Index of Industrial Production more than 45 per cent higher than in January 1961, when the 


current production expansion began. 


In January manufacturing rose by 0.5 per cent and electric power and gas utilities by 3.9 pemm 


cent. These gains from December were, however, almost completely offset by a 4.4 per cent drop in 
mining. Both durables and non-durables contributed to the rise in manufacturing, advancing by 0,5 and 


0.6 per cent respectively.

In non-durable manufacturing all of the

beverages, as foods fell. The rise in beverages was almost entirely attributable to a substantial ris 
in breweries. 


In durable manufacturing all of the major groups except wood products (-5%) and electrical 
s and supplies (-2 per cent) shared in the increase. Iron and steel products were the major / 
factor in the durable advance, rising by more than 2 per cent. Within this major group the bulk of 
the increase was attributable to heating and cooking apparatus. In transportation equipment, which 
rose by better than 1 per cent, nearly all of the increase was due to a near 2 per cent rise in motor. 
vehicles. A gain of 5 per cent was also registered by non-metallic mineral products. Primary iron 


and steel rose by 1.9 per cent.

In mining, both metals and fuels contributed to the decline, falling by 5 and’3 per cent | 
respectively. Non-metal mining rose by nearly 3 per cent. In metal mining all components except gol 
and nickel fell, the drops ranging from 1/2 to better than 20 per cent. In fuels the bulk of the |

was attributable to petroleum, which fell by nearly 4 per cent, as natural gas advanced by 4 per cent

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The indexes of real domestic Product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry Sroups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 


and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies", In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in DBS Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 


Origin, 1935-61". This reference paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods used 
as well as other relevant material. 


The monthly 'Index of Industrial Production" publication 61-005 will henceforth contain 
quarterly indexes of real domestic product, less agriculture, with component industry detail. Quarterly 
indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, except on a once- 
a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

At an index level of 216.3 for the fourth quarter of 1965, seasonally adjusted real domestic 
product less agriculture was almost 2 1/2 per cent higher than in the preceding quarter. This brought 
the annual average for the year 1965 to a level 6 1/2 per cent above that of the preceding year.

Among the remaining service-producing industries, public administration and defence showed a 
fractional advance, following a decline earlier in the year. This industry has shown little growth 
during the past three years, remaining at roughly the same level of output throughout the period. It 
is still only slightly above the level first, achieved during the second quarter of 1962. Most of 
the increase in the current quarter came from the provincial government component. 


The community, recreation, business and personal service group increased by just over one per 
cent in the fourth quarter, with all four components contributing to this increase. The largest contri- 
butor was the personal service component, although business services showed the highest quarter to 
quarter gain, more or less in line with the increase in such cyclically sensitive industries as trans- 
portation, trade and manufacturing. Laundries and restaurants were among the personal service industrie 
to show the largest increases in the fourth quarter. 


Turning to developments for the year 1965 as a whole, the index of gross domestic product less 
agriculture for 1965 was 6 1/2 per cent above the level of the previous year, with manufacturing con- 
tributing over one-third of this gain. Most major industry groupings showed increases well above their 
post-war average rates of growth. The exceptions were the primary industries and the public admini- | 
stration and defence and the finance, insurance and real estate groups from among the service-producing © 
industries.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial productioh advanced by 1.0 per 
cent in February. 
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FEBRUARY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose by 1.0 per cent to 245.1 in Februar 
from the revised January level of 242.7. The latest gain was the result of contributions by all three 
components, as mining rose by 4.1 per cent, manufacturing advanced by 0.4 per cent, and electric power 
and gas utilities registered a gain of 1.1 per cent. 


Within mining, all 3 major groups moved up, metals advancing by 3 per cent, fuels by 4 per cent 
and non-metals by 1 per cent. While all metals with the exceptions of iron ore and nickel advanced, th 
bulk of the gain was attributable to a better than 20 per cent gain in zinc. A good gain was also 
registered by "other" metals. 


In fuel, both coal (+8 per cent) and petroleum (+5 per cent) rose, while natural gas fell (-4 
per cent); the bulk of the gain was attributable to petroleum. In non metals mining all components : 
shared in the increase. 


Both non-durables and durables shared in the 0.4 per cent gain in manufacturing, rising by 0.3. 
and 0.4 per cent respectively. It should be noted that the January and February indexes for many com= 
ponents of manufacturing contain a greater element of estimation than is usual due to a temporary | 
interruption in the processing of manhour data in DBS. | 


, 
In non-durables, in February, all of the industries, with the exception of foods and beverages, 
rubber products, leather products, and textiles, (which fell by from 1 to 2 per cent), shared in the | 
gain. The increases ranged from 1 to 4 per cent, with the major part of the gain being furnished by 
paper products, clothing, and products of petroleum and coal. In paper products nearly all of the 
increase was attributable to pulp and paper while products of petroleum and coal also rose substantial] 


In durable manufacturing wood products, iron and steel products and non-ferrous metal products 
registered decreases ranging from marginal to 1 per cent while transportation equipment, electrical 
apparatus and supplies, and non-metallic mineral products showed gains of from 1 to nearly 3 per cent. 
In iron and steel products the largest part of the drop was attributable to iron castings, which fell 
by nearly 9 per cent. In transportation equipment partically all of the gain was due to the 3 per cent 
rise in motor vehicles. Concrete products were the major factor in the near 3 per cent advance in non-| 
metallic mineral products. Primary iron and steel rose by 2.5 per cent. 


In electric power and gas utilities both components shared in the gain. 


SPECIAL NOTE | 


It should be noted that the Index of Industrial Production and its components are currently 
undergoing revisions resulting largely from the incorporation into the historical record for the 1949- 
1965 period of more up-to-date annual benchmarks. The annual supplement to this publication (61- 005), 
which will be available by the end of May, will contain the revised series on a seasonally adjusted ant 
unadjusted basis for the entire period up to the end of 1965 for all the previously published componen| 
of the Index of Industrial Production as well as the higher aggregates of which they form a part. In 
addition, the March index issue, available about the same time, will carry this revision forward into 
1966. 


The general effect of the revision will be to raise the output level of most of the industry 
groupings concerned. However, even where the revisions to index levels are substantial, the resultant 
corrections to the month-to-month and quarter-to-quarter changes will not significantly affect short- 
term analysis.

Note to Users 
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The indexes of real domestic Product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry Sroups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 


received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 Serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in DBS Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of 
Origin, 1935-61". This reference Paper contains a detailed description of concepts and methods used 
as well as other relevant material. 


The monthly "Index of Industrial Production" publication 61-005 will henceforth contain 
quarterly indexes of real domestic product, less agriculture, with component industry detail. Quarterly 
indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, except on a once- 
a-year basis; they will appear in the annual Supplement to this report each spring.

At an index level of 216,3 for the fourth quarter of 1965, seasonally adjusted real domestic 
product less agriculture was almost 2 1/2 per cent higher than in the preceding quarter. This brought 
the annual average for the year 1965 to a level 6 1/2 per cent above that of the preceding year. 


The following table shows the percentage increases of the major industry groups and their 
contributions to the 33 per cent advance in non-agricultural real output from its first quarter, 196Ry 
cyclical low.

More than two-thirds of the fourth quarter gain in non-agricultural real output came from the © 
goods-producing industries. Manufacturing alone accounted for about 40 per cent of this gain in | 
aggregate non-agricultural production, while construction and electric power and gas utilities, with | 
increases of 3 1/2 per cent and 7 1/2 per cent, respectively, contributed another 23 per cent. | 


The larger part of the gain in the output of the service-producing industries came from trade 
and the transportation, storage and communication group which jointly accounted for almost a quarter 
of the increase in non-agricultural real output. The remaining service-producing industry groups showe 
gains ranging from one half of one per cent in public administration and defence to just over one per © 
cent for the community, recreation, business and personal service group. |

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More than half of the 3 per cent gain in manufacturing came from the durable manufacturing 
component, which advanced by 4 per cent. Within durables, all major groups showed increases in the 
fourth quarter, ranging from 2 to 7 1/2 per cent. The largest contributors were wood products which 
advanced by 7 1/2 per cent and transportation equipment, up by 4 1/2 per cent, The latter group owed 
the major part of its advance to the continued strong gains in motor vehicles and parts production, 
which has more than doubled since the beginning of the current expansion. The electrical apparatus and 
non-ferrous metal groups recorded increases of more than 3 per cent, while the non-metallic minerals 
group advanced by 2 1/2 per cent. Within non-durable manufacturing, increases were shown by all major 
groups except textiles and petroleum products, The 4 per cent gain in foods and beverages and the 5 
per cent advance in chemical products jointly accounted for about two-thirds of the increase in non- 
durable manufacturing. Gains of over 4 per cent were also recorded by printing and publishing and 
tobacco products. Rubber products were up by nearly 12 per cent. 


Turning to the service-producing industries, the largest contribution to the gain in non-agri- 
cultural real output came from trade which advanced by 2 per cent, with wholesale trade contributing 
just over one half of the increase. Within wholesale trade, which advanced by 3 per cent, particularly 
strong gains were recorded by such trades as commercial, institutional and service equipment, industrial 
and transportation equipment and supplies, construction materials and supplies, farm machinery, house- 
hold electrical appliances and footwear, Declines occurred in the sales of such wholesale trades as 
meat and dairy products, clothing and furnishings and coal and coke. Within retail trade, gains were 
more widespread. However, almost one-third of the one and a half per cent increase in total retail 
trade came from the motor vehicle dealer component, which has been the most rapidly expanding component 
of retail trade during the current expansion. Among other trades, fairly strong advances occurred in 
the sales of farm implement dealers, lumber and building material dealers and shoe stores, which 
parallel the increased sales of similar trades at the wholesale level, However, at the retail level 
substantial gains were also recorded by fuel dealers, jewellery stores, general stores and farm feed 
stores. Department stores and men's clothing stores showed a marginal decline.

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Within transportation, storage and communication, which advanced by about 2 per cent, most of 
the increase came from the 2 per cent gain in the transportation component, Storage showed no change 
in the fourth quarter, while communication advanced by 3 per cent, largely as a result of increases 
in the post office component from very low third quarter levels. Within transportation, the increase 
came from gains in rail, air and water transport. Rail transport made the largest single contribution

to the fourth quarter advance in transportation, Air and water transport, however, showed higher per- 
centage increases from third quarter levels. Offsetting movements were recorded by the other component: 
of transportation, with increases in interurban passenger transport and truck transport, and declines 
in such components as urban passenger transport and oil ani gas pipelines. The latter decline coincide: 
with drops in crude petroleum mining and decreased output of the strike-affected petroleum products 


industry. 


Among the remaining service-producing industries, public administration and defence showed a 
fractional advance, following a decline earlier in the year. This industry has shown little growth 
during the past three years, remaining at roughly the same level of output throughout the period. It 
is still only slightly above the level first, achieved during the second quarter of 1962. Most of 
the increase in the current quarter came from the provincial government component. 


The community, recreation, business and personal service group increased by just over one per 
cent in the fourth quarter, with all four components contributing to this increase. The largest contri: 
butor was the personal service component, although business services showed the highest quarter to 
quarter gain, more or less in line with the increase in such cyclically sensitive industries as trans- 
portation, trade and manufacturing. Laundries and restaurants were among the personal service industri 
to show the largest increases in the fourth quarter. 


Turning to developments for the year 1965 as a whole, the index of gross domestic product less 
agriculture for 1965 was 6 1/2 per cent above the level of the previous year, with manufacturing con- 
tributing over one-third of this gain, Most major industry groupings showed increases well above their 
post-war average rates of growth. The exceptions were the primary industries and the public admini- 
stration and defence and the finance, insurance and real estate groups from among the service-producing 
industries. The largest year to year gains were recorded by durable manufacturing, electric power and 
gas utilities and wholesale trade, all of which increased by about 10 per cent in 1965. Gains of about 
8 per cent occurred in construction and transportation, while non-durable manufacturing and retail 
trade advanced by 5 1/2 and 6 per cent, respectively.

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MARCH INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production (See Special Note Below) rose by 0.8 
per cent to 272.9 in March from the February level of 270.6. The latest gain was the result of contri- 
butions by all three components, as mining and manufacturing each advanced by 0.7 per cent, and electric 
power and gas utilities showed an increase of 2.4 per cent. 


Based on the latest revised figures these March movements yield changes from the 4th quarter 
of 1965 to the first quarter of 1966, on a seasonally adjusted basis, as follows: the total Index of 
Industrial Production (+2.3%), manufacturing (+2.0%), durable (+1.9%), non-durable (42.2%), mining 
(+2.2%), electric power and gas utilities (44.47). 


Returning to March, in mining the gain was the resultant of a 1.4 per cent gain in fuels and a 
3.8 per cent gain in non-metals, as metal mining fell by 0.6 per cent. In fuel mining the increase was 
entirely due to petroleum as both coal and natural gas fell. In non-metals, the rise was attributable 
to an 8 per cent rise in asbestos as other non-metals fell. The fall in metal mining was primarily due 
to a substantial 16 per cent drop in iron ore production, 


Both non-durables and durables contributed to the gain in manufacturing in March, rising by 
1.1 and 0.2 per cent respectively. 


In non-durables, in March, the majority of the industries registered increases as only tobacco 
products, chemical and allied products, and miscellaneous manufactures fell by other than marginal 
amounts. 


In durables, the gains in wood products, non-ferrous metal products, and non-metallic mineral 
products of 2, 1, and 4 per cent respectively were largely offset by drops in iron and steel products, 
transportation equipment, and electrical apparatus and supplies. In iron and steel products the 
decline was largely due to labor disputes in the iron castings industry. Primary iron and steel rose 
byes. per Cent. 


The rise in electric power and gas utilities was entirely due to a 4 per cent increase in 
electric power, as gas fell by about the same amount. 


SPECIAL NOTE 


Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of Industrial Production © 
and its components have been revised, both on a seasonally unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January, 
1949 to date. Tables and charts together with a fuller explanation of these changes can be found in 
the recently published "Annual Supplement to the Index of Industiral Production (1949=100)", DBS 
Catalogue No. 61-005. The revised data to the end of 1965 will be found there. Current issues of 
this report will provide the figures for 1966, 


These changes in the post 1948 period stem from the incorporation of more recent census-based 
annual levels, the substitution of a few improved monthly projectors, the incorporation of revisions 
to the underlying data, the use of an improved method of adjusting monthly series to annual levels, 
and from the reseasonal adjustment of all components of the Index. 


The quarterly and annual estimates of Real Domestic Product and its components usually shown | 
in the monthly publication have also been revised through the incorporation of the revised data for 
the Index of Industrial Production and its components, It should be noted that only those industry 
groupings composed in whole or in part of the Index of Industrial Production are affected by the 
changes. These revised quarterly and annual estimates are shown to the end of 1965 in the above 
supplement and current data will be published in the April issue of the "Index of Industrial Production! 


The present revisions retain the 1949 weight and reference base and constitute the first stage 
of a several-stage programme, which will extend over a number of years, and is aimed at improving the 
quality and general usefulness of the Real Domestic Product by industry of origin data, including the 
Index of Industrial Production. Previously, Census-based annual benchmarks had not been calculated for 
the Index of Industrial Production beyond the mid-1950's. A major objective of the present revision 
was to remedy this situation and comprehensive annual benchmarks were accordingly calculated for all 
industries for at least the year 1959 on a 1948 Standard Industrial Classification (S.1.C.) basis. 


The next stage in this programme will consist of converting the entire Real Domestic Product 
system to the 1960 S.1.C. and to a 1961 weight and reference base. Thus, in regard to the Index of | 
Industrial Production components it should be noted that all post-1959 indexes are subject to further 
revisions. In the industries outside the area of the Index of Industrial Production, benchmark levels 
will be updated to 1961. This includes the incorporation of the latest (1961) Decennial Census data 


and therefore the historical record from 1951 forward will be changed for such industries as agricultur 
and retail and wholesale trade,

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APRIL INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced marginally in April to 274.2, 
a gain of 0.1 per cent from the revised March level of 274.0. The advance was the result of gains in 
mining (+0.4%) and manufacturing (+0.2%) and a decline in electric power and gas utilities (-1.5%). 
The advance in manufacturing was wholly due to a 0.8 per cent rise in durables, as non-durables fell 


by 0.4 per cent.

e increase was due to an export-sparked advance of 4.1 per 
cent in electrical apparatus and supplies. In non-ferrous metal products, which also registered a4 
per cent gain, practically the entire gain was due to a 5 per cent rise in smelting and refining. Bot 
wood products (+2%) and iron and steel products (+1%) also contributed to the rise in durables. Saw 
mills were the major factor in the increase in the latter while iron castings, recovering from labor 
disputes in previous months, made the major contribution to the rise in the former, The 1 per cent 
decline in transportation equipment was almost entirely attributable to a 3 per cent drop in motor 
vehicles. The decrease in non-metallic mineral products centred around concrete products and hydrauli 
cement, both of which fell from high Merch levels. Primary iron and steel fell by 1.9 per cent.

more than offset by declines ranging up to nearly 4 per cel

The present revisions retain the 1949 weight and reference base and constitute the first sti 
of a several-stage programme, which will extend over a number of years, and is aimed at improving tl 
quality and general usefulness of the Real Domestic Product by industry of origin data, including t 
Index of Industrial Production. Previously, Census-based annual benchmarks had not been calculated 
the Index of Industrial Production beyond the mid-1950's. A major objective of the present revisio 
was to remedy this situation and comprehensive annual benchmarks were accordingly calculated for al. 
industries for at least the year 1959 on a 1948 Standard Industrial Classification (S.I.C.) basis. 


The next stage in this programme will consist of converting the entire Real Domestic Produc 
system to the 1960 S.I.C,. and to a 1961 weight and reference base. Thus, in regard to the Index of 
Industrial Production components it should be noted that all post-1959 indexes are subject to furtk 
revisions. In the industries outside the area of the Index of Industrial Production, benchmark lev 
will be updated to 1961, This includes the incorporation of the latest (1961) Decennial Census dat 
and therefore the historical record from 1951 forward will be changed for such industries as agrict 
and retail and wholesale trade.

REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, FIRST QUARTER, 1966 


At an index level of 229.9(1) for the first quarter of 1966, seasonally adjusted Real Domestic 
Product, less agriculture, was 2 per cent higher than in the preceding quarter. 


Table(A)shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their contributions, 
over the past four quarters, to the 37.9 per cent advance in non-agricultural real output from the 
first quarter, 1961, cyclical low. During the 1957-60 and the 1954-56 expansions, non-agricultural 
real output had increased by 10.5 per cent and) 23 4lepernncene, respectively, as measured from the trough 
to the peak of the cycle in aggregate production (see Table B), The current expansion has been of 
considerably longer duration than the preceding two, having now lasted for five years. Thus the rate 
of expansion has been lower than during the 1954-56 upturn, When measured from peak to peak the gain 
achieved so far during the current cycle was 37.1 per cent, which is almost twice the increase over 
the 1953-56 cycle. This yields a rate of increase over the cycle as a whole only marginally lower 
than that for the 1953-56 cycle.

First quarter gains among other major industry groupings ranged from about one to about 7 per 
cent, Transportation, storage and communication showed an increase of 1.3 per cent, with most of the 
gain coming from the transportation industries, Storage declined by 4 per cent. Within transportation 
which advanced by 1.8 per cent, the strong gains in railway and water transport were considerably 
dampened by the decline in the output of the strike-affected trucking industry. Mining increased by 
2.2 per cent in the first quarter, largely as a result of the 3 per cent advance in metal mining. 
Within metal mining gains were widespread, with zinc, lead and copper production ‘showing the largest 
gains, Non-metal mining was up by 4.9 per cent. The community, recreation, business and personal 
services group advanced by 1.2 per cent, with the business service component accounting for most of 
this gain. Electric power and gas utilities and forestry increased by 3.6 and 6.7 per cent, respect- 
ively, the latter largely as a result of strong increases in pulp-wood production.

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MAY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production for May advanced by 0.4 % to 275.6 from 
the revised April figure of 274.5. Gains of better than 1% in mining and of almost 5 % in electric 
power and gas utilities were partially offset by a small decline of 0.3 % in manufacturing. Within 
the latter, the drop was centred in durables ( -0.7 %), as non-durables' output rose only marginally 


The two major groups responsible for bringing durable manufacturing lower in May were iron and. 
steel products and transportation equipment; the former was largely due to a drop in primary iron and 
steel output, while in the latter, motor vehicle production declined for the third consecutive month, 
this time by almost 8 %. Elsewhere in durables, gains were recorded in electrical apparatus and sup- 
plies (+ 1 %), non-ferrous metal products (+ 2 %) and non-metallic mineral products (+ 4 %). Wood 
products showed little change in May. | 


In non-durable manufacturing, clothing, leather products and total foods and beverages were 
virtually unchanged, although there were some large but offsetting movements within the beverages | 
component of the latter. Other declines occurred in chemicals (- 3 %), tobacco (- 4 %), rubber (- 6 z 
and textile products (- 2 %), with the latter still affected by labour disturbances. The largest in- | 
creases were in the newsprint - oriented groups as paper products moved higher by more than 3 % while 
printing and publishing gained almost Oy he 


Although metal mining stayed at about the same level in May as in April, there were some ir- : 
regularly large movements within the group, as gold, copper and lead showed positive changes, with | 
each of nickel and zinc lower by substantial amounts. The gain in total mining emanated solely from 
fuels, where all three components were strong. 


In electric power and gas utilities, both components showed good gains. 


SPECIAL NOTE 


i Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of Industrial Production 
and its components have been revised, both on a seasonally unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January 
1949 to date. Tables and charts together with a fuller explanation of these changes can be found in 
the recently published "Annual Supplement to the Index of Industiral Production (1949=100)", DBS 
Catalogue No. 61-005. The revised data to the end of 1965 will be found there. Current issues of 
this report will provide the figures for 1966. 


These changes in the post 1948 period stem from the incorporation of more recent census-based 
annual levels, the substitution of a few improved monthly projectors, the incorporation of revisions 
to the underlying data, the use of an improved method of adjusting monthly series to annual levels, 
and from the reseasonal adjustment of all components of the Index. 


The quarterly and annual estimates of Real Domestic Product and its components usually shown 
in the monthly publication have also been revised through the incorporation of the revised data for | 
the Index of Industrial Production and its components, It should be noted that only those industry | 
groupings composed in whole or in part of the Index of Industrial Production are affected by the 
changes. These revised quarterly and annual estimates are shown to the end of 1965 in the above 
supplement and current data will be published in the April issue of the "Index of Industrial Productic)

The present revisions retain the 1949 weight and reference base and constitute the first s tage! 
of a several-stage programme, which will extend over a number of years, and is aimed at improving the 
quality and general usefulness of the Real Domestic Product by industry of origin data, including the | 
Index of Industrial Production. Previously, Census-based annual benchmarks had not been calculated fc 
the Index of Industrial Production beyond the mid-1950's. A major objective of the present revision | 
was to remedy this situation and comprehensive annual benchmarks were accordingly calculated for all 
industries for at least the year 1959 on a 1948 Standard Industrial Classification (S.1I.C.) basis. 


The next stage in this programme will consist of converting the entire Real Domestic Product 
system to the 1960 S.1I.C. and to a 1961 weight and reference base. Thus, in regard to the Index of — 
Industrial Production components it should be noted that all post-1959 indexes are subject to further 
revisions. In the industries outside the area of the Index of Industrial Production, benchmark level: 
will be updated to 1961. This includes the incorporation of the latest (1961) Decennial Census data © 
and therefore the historical record from 1951 forward will be changed for such industries as agriculti' 
and retail and wholesale trade.

REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, FIRST QUARTER, 1966 


At an index level of 229.9(1) for the first quarter of 1966, seasonally adjusted Real Domestic 
Product, less agriculture, was 2 per cent higher than in the preceding quarter. 


Table(A)shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their contributions 
over the past four quarters, to the 37.9 per cent advance in non-agricultural real output from the 
first quarter, 1961, cyclical low. During the 1957-60 and the 1954-56 expansions, non-agricultural 
real output had increased by 10.5 per cent and 23.1 per cent, respectively, as measured from the trou 
to the peak of the cycle in aggregate production (see Table B). The current expansion has been of | 
considerably longer duration than the preceding two, having now lasted for five years, Thus the rate 
of expansion has been lower than during the 1954-56 upturn, When measured from peak to peak the gain. 
achieved so far during the current cycle was 37.1 per cent, which is almost twice the increase over 
the 1953-56 cycle.

have been revised, both on a seasonally unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January, 1949 to date. Tables and charts to- 
gether with a fuller explanation of these changes can be found in the recently published "Annual Supplement to the Index of 
Industrial Production (1949=100)", DBS Catalogue No. 61-005. The revised data to the end of 1965 will be found there.

These revised quarterly and annual estimates are shown to the end of 1965 in the 
above supplement and later data will appear in current issues of the "Index of Industrial Production". 


The quarterly and annual estimates of Rea 


The present revisions retain the 1949 weight and reference base and constitute the first stage of a several-stage 


programme, which will extend over a number of years, and is aimed at improving the quality and general usefulness of the Real 
Domestic Product by industry of origin data, including the Index of Industrial Production. Previously, Census-based annual 
benchmarks had not been calculated for the Index of Industrial Production beyond the mid-1950's. A major objective of the 
present revision was to remedy this situation and comprehensive annual benchmarks were accordingly calculated for all indus- 
tries for at least the year 1959 on a 1948 Standard Industrial Classification (S.1I.C.) basis. 


The next stage in this programme will consist of converting the entire Real Domestic Product system to the 1960 
S.1.C. and to a 1961 weight and reference base. Thus, in regard to the Index of Industrial Production components it should be 
noted that all post-1959 indexes are subject to further revisions. In the industries outside the area of the Index of Indus- 
trial Production, benchmark levels will be updated to 1961. This includes the incorporation of the latest (1961) Decennial 
Census data and therefore the historical record from 1951 forward will be changed for such industries as agriculture and 


retail and wholesale trade.

REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT LESS AGRICULTURE, FIRST QUARTER, 1966 


At an index level of 229.9(1) for the first quarter of 1966, seasonally adjusted Real Domestic 
Product, less agriculture, was 2 per cent higher than in the preceding quarter. 


Table(A)shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their contributions, 
over the past four quarters, to the 37.9 per cent advance in non-agricultural real output from the 
first quarter, 1961, cyclical low. During the 1957-60 and the 1954-56 expansions, non-agricultural 
real output had increased by 10.5 per cent and 23.1 per cent, respectively, as measured from the trough 
to the peak of the cycle in aggregate production (see Table B), The current expansion has been of 
considerably longer duration than the preceding two, having now lasted for five years. Thus the rate 
of expansion has been lower than during the 1954-56 upturn, When measured from peak to peak the gain 
achieved so far during the current cycle was 37.1 per cent, which is almost twice the increase over 
the 1953-56 cycle. This yields a rate of increase over the cycle as a whole only marginally lower 


than that for the 1953-56 cycle.

The goods-producing industry group (less agriculture) advanced by 2.7 per cent in the first 
quarter and accounted for about 70 per cent of the gain in non-agricultural real output. The service~ 
producing industry group showed a more moderate increase of 1.3 per cent. 


Manufacturing was the largest single contributor to the first quarter gain in non-agricultural | 
real output, accounting for almost 40 per cent of this increase, The next largest contributors were . 


trade, construction and the finance, insurance and real estate group, which jointly accounted for |

another 32 per cent of the gain in real domestic Product, less agriculture. Most of the other ma jor 
industry groupings also showed advances in output from their fourth quarter levels, the exceptions 
being public administration and defence and fishing and trapping, 


Manufacturing advanced by 2.5 per cent in the first quarter, with the non-durable manufacturing 
component accounting for over one-half of this gain. Within non-durables, which increased by 2.6 per 
cent, most major groups showed increases in the first quarter, ranging from one per cent in textiles 
to almost 8 per cent in tobacco products. The 6.6 per cent gain in paper products and the 3 per cent 
advance in the output of chemicals accounted for about 55 per cent of the first quarter gain in non- 
durables, Paper products advanced largely as a result of the sharp increase in pulp and paper pro- 
duction, The food products group, rubber products and petroleum products showed increases in excess 


mr 2 per cent. The only two industry groups to show a decline were leather products and clothing, both 
of which declined by about one per cent, 


Within durable manufacturing, which was up by 2.3 per cent, over three-quarters of the increase 
came from iron and steel products and transportation equipment which increased by 3.9 and 2.4 per cent, 
respectively, Primary iron and steel and the machinery and machine shops group were the largest 
contributors to the first quarter gain. The 2.7 per cent increase in motor vehicle output and the 
sharp gain in aircraft and parts production accounted for most of the advance in the output of the 
transportation equipment group. Non-metallic mineral products increased by 4.6 per cent, because of 
strong gains in the output of cement and concrete products. Electrical apparatus and supplies and 
non-ferrous metal products showed increases of 2.3 and 0.7 per cent in the first quarter, the latter 
largely as a result of a small increase in smelting and refining. The only major industry group to 
decline was wood products, down 2 per cent, because of a sharp drop in the output of sawmills,

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The next largest contributions to the first quarter gain in non-agricultural real output came 
from trade, which was up by 1.7 per cent, construction, up by 3.1 per cent, and finance, insurance 
and real estate which increased by 1.9 per cent. Within trade, the retail component showed a gain of 
3.5 per cent, while wholesale trade declined moderately, Department stores, furniture and appliance 
Stores, lumber and building material dealers, farm implement dealers and farm feed stores were among 
the retail trades to show large gains. Sales of motor vehicle dealers showed little change from the 
levels achieved in the previous quarter, although sales for the month of March were quite high. Among 
the components of wholesale trade to show strong gains in the first quarter were farm machinery, 
Construction material and supply dealers, hardware dealers, wholesalers of meat and dairy products and

clothing products. Sales of commercial, institutional and service equipment and industrial and trans- 
portation equipment and supplies also increased sharply. These gains, however, were more than offset 
by declines in many of the other components of wholesale trade. 


First quarter gains among other major industry groupings ranged from about one to about 7 per 
cent. Transportation, storage and communication showed an increase of 1.3 per cent, with most of the 
gain coming from the transportation industries, Storage declined by 4 per cent, Within transportation, 
which advanced by 1.8 per cent, the strong gains in railway and water transport were considerably 
dampened by the decline in the output of the strike-affected trucking industry. Mining increased by 
2.2 per cent in the first quarter, largely as a result of the 3 per cent advance in metal mining. 
Within metal mining gains were widespread, with zinc, lead and copper production showing the largest 
gains, Non-metal mining was up by 4.9 per cent, The community, recreation, business and personal 
services group advanced by 1.2 per cent, with the business service component accounting for most of 
this gain. Electric power and gas utilities and forestry increased by 3.6 and 6.7 per cent, respect= 
ively, the latter largely as a result of strong increases in pulp-wood production.

With this latest monthly movement, the Index of Industrial Production, measuring about one-third of the economy, is 
higher by about 9% in the January to July period this year over the same period last year; however, on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, the July index is at virtually the same level as that attained in February of this year. 


In mining, the decline was confined to metals, which fell by more than 13 per cent, as fuels and non-metals each 
advanced by about 3%. Within the metal mining detail, nearly all of the decrease was attributable to labour disputes affectir 
iron ore (- 42%), nickel (- 27%) and copper (- 20%). These declines were partially offset by generally sizeable gains in the 
remaining metals. In fuels the entire increase was due to a 5 per cent advance in crude petroleum as both coal and natural 
gas fell. The decline in coal was in large part due to decreased usage of coal for thermal electric power generation as a 


result of unusually high water levels. 
Manufacturing in July recorded its third consecutive monthly decline, as the 0.5 per cent drop in durables was 
almost entirely offset by the 0.4 increase in non-durables. 


Six of the eleven major non-durables components advanced in July, but the bulk of the non-durables increase was 
confined to rubber products, (+ 10%), chemical and allied products, (+ 2%), and foods and beverages, (+ 1%). On the other 


hand major declines occurred in textiles, pulp and paper, and leather products. 


Of the 6 major durables components, 4 advanced from June. Declines of 4 per cent each in transportation equipment | 
and non ferrous metal products were only partially offset by advances ranging from 1/2 to 2 per cent in the remaining 4 major 
components. Within non ferrous metal products nearly all of the decline occurred iin smelting and refining which fell by 7 pe 


cent, again in large part due to labour disputes. In transportation equipment motor vehicles fell by nearly 9 per cent. In 


electrical apparatus and supplies the major contribution to the 2 per cent increase was made by telecommunication equipment, © 


which advanced by 6 per cent, largely attributable to colored television set production. 


Both components contributed to the 2 per cent decline in electric power and gas utilities, as they fell by 2 perme 


cent and 1 per cent respectively.

1G Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of Industrial Production and its components ~ 
have been revised, both on a seasonally unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January, 1949 to date. Tables and charts to- | 
gether with a fuller explanation of these changes can be found in the recently published ''Annual Supplement to the Index of 
Industrial Production (1949=100)", DBS Catalogue No. 61-005.

These changes in the post 1948 period stem from the incorporation of more recent census-based annual levels, the 
substitution of a few improved monthly projectors, the incorporation of revisions to the underlying data, the use of an im- 
proved method of adjusting monthly series to annual levels, and from the reseasonal adjustment of all components of the Inde: 


The quarterly and annual estimates of Real Domestic Product and its components usually shown in the monthly publi- 
cation have also been revised through the incorporation of the revised data for the Index of Industrial Production and its 
components. It should be noted that only those industry groupings composed in whole or in part of the Index of Industrial 
Production are affected by the changes. These revised quarterly and annual estimates are shown to the end of 1965 in the | 
above supplement and later data will appear in current issues of the "Index of Industrial Production". 


The present revisions retain the 1949 weight and reference base and constitute the first stage of a several-stage 
programme, which will extend over a number of years, and is aimed at improving the quality and general usefulness of the Rea. 
Domestic Product by industry of origin data, including the Index of Industrial Production. Previously, Census-based annual 
benchmarks had not been calculated for the Index of Industrial Production beyond the mid-1950's. A major objective of the 
present revision was to remedy this situation and comprehensive annual benchmarks were accordingly calculated for all indus-_ 
tries for at least the year 1959 on a 1948 Standard Industrial Classification (S.1.C.) basis. 


The next stage in this programme will consist of converting the entire Real Domestic Product system to the 1960 
S.I.C. and to a 1961 weight and reference base. Thus, in regard to the Index of Industrial Production components it should 
noted that all post-1959 indexes are subject to further revisions. In the industries outside the area of the Index of Indus 
trial Production, benchmark levels will be updated to 1961. This includes the incorporation of the latest (1961) Decennial 
Census data and therefore the historical record from 1951 forward will be changed for such industries as agriculture and 
retail and wholesale trade.

The indexes of real domestic Product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
_whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 

utilities, total domestic Product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; Cransportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production.

Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Real Domestic Product less Agriculture, 


Second Quarter, 1966 


At an index level of 231.7 for the second quarter of 1966, seasonally adjusted Real Domestic 
Product, less agriculture, was 0.8 per cent higher than in the preceding quarter. 


Non-agricultural real output for the first six months of 1966 was 7.4 per cent above the 
comparable 1965 figure. This increase compares favourably with the 4.7 per cent post-war average rate 
of growth for non-agricultural real output, as production would actually have to decline by about one 
per cent in each of the third and fourth quarters (on a seasonally adjusted basis) in order to reduce | 
the 1966 gain to 4.8 per cent. A ome per cent increase in each of the last two quarters of 1966 | 
would result in a 6.4 per cent increase for the year 1966 as a whole. The following are the percen- 
tage changes in the major industry groupings resulting from a comparison of the first six months of 
1966 with the first six months of 1965, on a seasonally unadjusted basis:

Table (A) shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their contribu- 
tions, over the past four quarters, to the 39.0 per cent advance in non-agricultural real output from — 
the first quarter, 1961, cyclical low. During the 1957-60 and the 1954-56 expansions, non-agricultural 
real out-put increased by 10.5 per cent and 23.1 per cent, respectively, as measured from the trough j; 
to the peak in the cycle in aggregate production (see Table on page 7). The current expansion has been 
of considerably longer duration than the preceding two, having now lasted for twenty-one quarters. 


Turning to the second quarter of 1966, the goods-producing industry group (less agriculture) | 
advanced by 1.3 per cent from the first quarter level and accounted for over 80 per cent of the in- 
crease in non-agricultural real output, with all major industry groupings contributing to this gain. 
The service-producing industry group showed only a fractional increase, 0.2 per cent. This was 
largely the result of the strong dampening influence of the 2.8 per cent decline in trade upon gains 
in the other service-producing industries. 


The 3.4 per cent advance in the transportation, storage and communication group was the largest 
single contributor to the second quarter gain in non-agricultural real output, accounting for about 40 | 
per cent of this increase. Within transportation, storage and communication, all three components 
advanced from first quarter levels. The 3.5 per cent increase in transportation accounted for the 
larger part of the gain and originated mostly with the strong increases in air, pipeline and truck 
transport, which showed gains ranging from 6 1/2 to 7 per cent. The increase in truck transport was 
probably at least partly due to a recovery from a strike-affected first quarter level. The bus and 
coach, railway and water transport industries also showed increases in the second quarter. It should 
be noted that the labour disputes in several Canadian ports during the second quarter do not appear to. 
have had a significant effect on Canadian registered shipping during that period. 


The next largest contribution to the second quarter gain in non-agricultural real output came 
from the 3.0 per cent advance in mining, which accounted for just over one-fifth of the increase. 
Within mining, the 9.3 per cent gain in fuel mining, originating mostly with crude petroleum mining, 
accounted for all of the gain, as metal mining and non-metal mining declined by 0.9 and 5.4 per cent, 
respectively. The iron ore component of metal mining showed a particularly large decrese, 10.7 per 
cent.

Among the other goods~producing industries, increases of about 2 per cent were recorded by 
Construction, electric power and gas utilities and fishing and trapping, while forestry output advanced 
by 8.6 per cent, largely as a result of substantial increases in pulpwood production. 


Manufacturing, which is usually the largest contributor to changes in non-agricultural real out- 
put, showed a fractional gain in the second quarter, thus accounting for only about 17 per cent of the 
total gain. Within manufacturing, a 1.0 per cent increase in non-durable manufacturing was dampened by 
a 0.2 per cent decline in durables. 


The bulk of the decline in durables came from a 6.6 per cent drop in motor vehicles and a 3,3 
per cent decline in motor vehicle parts production, which resulted in a 3.6 per cent decrease in the 
transportation equipment group. Almost all of the 1.6 per cent decline in the iron and steel products 
group (its first since the beginning of the current expansion in aggregate production) came from the 
primary iron and steel and the tron castings industries which decreased by 3.7 and 8.9 per cent, re- 
spectively, The non-metallic minerals group also declined in the second quarter (- 2.1%), as a result 
of sharp drops in its cement and concrete cement products components. Increases ranging from one to 6 
per cent were recorded by the wood products, non-ferrous metal and electrical apparatus groups. All of 
the increase in wood products came from a 3.5 per cent gain in saw mills, while the 2.5 per cent in- 
Crease in smelting and refining accounted for most of the advance in the non-ferrous metals group. Most 
notable, however, was the 20.0 per cent increase in the telecommunication equipment component of the 
electrical apparatus and supplies group, which represented a recovery from a decline earlier in the 
year,

Within non-durable manufacturing, the output of most industry groups advanced from first 
quarter levels. The largest increase, 6.5 per cent, was recorded by the petroleum products group, 
followed by clothing, miscellaneous manufacturing industries, chemicals and foods and beverages, the 
last mentioned group increasing by 1.4 per cent. Total food products advanced by 1.1 per cent, while 
beverage products showed a gain of 2.3 per cent. Within chemicals, the 4.9 per cent gain in the acids, 
alkalies, salts and fertilizers industry contributed the major part of the increase. The output of the 
tobacco, rubber, and textile products groups declined from first quarter levels, the last as a result | 


of strikes in the industry.

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Trade was the only major industry grouping to show a decline in the second quarter, with most 
of the decrease coming from a 4.1 per cent decline in retail trade. Wholesale trade showed a fractional | 
decline. Within retail trade, most components recorded decreases from very high first quarter levels. 
However, the 15 per cent and 4.5 per cent declines in motor vehicle dealer and department store sales 
were the largest contributors to the drop in retail trade, accounting for about two-thirds of the de- 
cline. Clothing stores, furniture and appliances and lumber and building material dealers also showed 
declines, ranging from 3 to 7 per cent. Food and variety stores and fuel dealers were among the trades 
to record gains in the second quarter. Within wholesale trade, sales of textiles, clothing and fur- 
nishings, construction materials and supplies, and industrial and transportation equipment and supplies 
were among the trades to show strong declines from first quarter levels. Substantial increases occurred 
in wholesale sales of coal and coke and petroleum products. 

| 

The remaining service-industry groups showed increases in the second quarter. Public adminis- 
tration and defence increased by 1.4 per cent, with all three components, federal, provincial and munic- 
ipal, contributing to the increase. The finance, insurance and real estate and the community, recre- 
ation, business and personal service groups advanced by 1.2 and 0.5 per cent, respectively, the latter 
largely as a result of increases in its community service component.

AUGUST INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production for August advanced to 274.4, an increase of 1.3 per cent from 
the revised July level of 270.9. The gain both reversed the direction of the Index in the past three months and also repre- | 
sented a new record high for this economic indicator that measures output in approximately one-third of the economy. All three 
components contributed to the increase as mining rose by 3.6 per cent, manufacturing by 0.6 per cent, and electric power and | 


gas utilities by 3.5 per cent. 


Metal mining, which rose by almost 8 per cent, was the major contributor to the mining gain. The bulk of this in- 
crease was due to a very large rise in iron ore as the industry recovered from a strike-depressed July level. With the ex- 
ception of zinc (+ 11 %), all remaining metal mining components fell. In non-metal mining gains in both asbestos and ‘other' 
non-metals (including potash) resulted in an 11 per cent gain in the total. The fractional drop in fuels was the result of 
small declines in both natural gas and crude petroleum, largely offset by a 24 % gain in coal from that industry's low July 


level. 


Manufacturing in August resumed its upward movement after a 3 month long decline. Both non-durables and durables | 
contributed to the increase as they rose by 0.2 and 1.0 per cent respectively. In durables 2 major groups rose while 4 fell. 
Transportation equipment, which rose by 8 per cent, was the major contributor to the durables rise with the balance of the 
gain resulting from a 2 per cent increase in electrical apparatus and supplies. Declines in the other 4 groups ranged from 1 
to about 4 per cent. Within the detail nearly all of the increase in transportation equipment was due to the 15 per cent 
gain in motor vehicles. In electrical apparatus and supplies nearly all of the gain was due to the 12 per cent increase in the 


refrigerators and appliances industry. 


In iron and steel products (- 0.8%) a good gain of 14 per cent was registered by iron castings. This gain was, 
however, more than offset by declines in heating and cooking apparatus, wire and wire goods, and primary iron and steel; the 
latter industry was affected by labour trouble. Non-ferrous metal products fell by 2.8 per cent, continuing its strike-af- 
fected decline. 


In non-durables, 9 of the 11 major groups rose. Declines of 2 and 1 per cent occurred in food and beverages and in 
chemical and allied products, respectively. Advances in the remaining components ranged from marginal to more than 4 per cent.) 
Within the detail, the decline of 3 per cent in foods was partially offset by a 2 per cent rise in beverages. In textile 
products, which advanced by 4.1 per cent, the major contribution came from synthetic textiles and silk (+ 6.1 %). Im paper 
products (+ 2.5 %) nearly all of the increase was due to the 3 per cent gain in pulp and paper. | 


In electric power and gas utilities, both components contributed to the 3.5 per cent increase; electric power rising 
by 3 and gas by 4 per cent. 


SPECIAL NOTE } 


Ine Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of Industrial Production and its components 

have been revised, both on a seasonally unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January, 1949 to date. Tables and charts to- 
gether with a fuller explanation of these changes can be found in the recently published "Annual Supplement té the Index of 
Industrial Production (1949=100)", DBS Catalogue No. 61-005. The revised data to the end of 1965 will be found there. 
Current issues of this report will provide the figures for 1966. 


These changes in the post-1948 period stem from the incorporation of more recent census-based annual levels, the 
substitution of a few improved monthly projectors, the incorporation of revisions to the underlying data, the use of an im- 
proved method of adjusting monthly series to annual levels, and from the reseasonal adjustment of all components of the Index. 


The quarterly and annual estimates of Real Domestic Product and its components usually shown in the monthly publi- 
cation have also been revised through the incorporation of the revised data for the Index of Industrial Production and its 
components. It should be noted that only those industry groupings composed in whole or in part of the Index of Industrial 
Production are affected by the changes. These revised quarterly and annual estimates are shown to the end of 1965 in the 
above supplement and later data will appear in current issues of the "Index of Industrial Production". 


The present revisions retain the 1949 weight and reference base and constitute the first stage of a several-stage 
programme, which will extend over a number of years, and is aimed at improving the quality and general usefulness of the Real 
Domestic Product by industry of origin data, including the Index of Industrial Production. Previously, Census-based annual 
benchmarks had not been calculated for the Index of Industrial Production beyond the mid-1950's. A major objective of the 
present revision was to remedy this situation and comprehensive annual benchmarks were accordingly calculated for all indus- 
tries for at least the year 1959 on a 1948 Standard Industrial Classification (Sak sC.)* basice 


The next stage in this programme will consist of converting the entire Real Domestic Product system to the 1960 
S.I.C. and to a 1961 weight and reference base. Thus, in regard to the Index of Industrial Production components it should be 
noted that all post-1959 indexes are subject to further revisions. In the industries outside the area of the Index of Indus- 
trial Production, benchmark levels will be updated to 1961. This includes the incorporation of the latest (1961) Decennial 
Census data and therefore the historical record from 1951 forward will be changed for such industries as agriculture and 
retail and wholesale trade. 


ya The figures in tables 1 and 2 may not reconcile with those on the Index of Industrial Production in table 3 because 
of small revisions to June which have not been incorporated in the latter table.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 

utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1966 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Real Domestic Product less Agriculture, 


Second Quarter, 1966 


At an index level of 231.7 for the second quarter of 1966, seasonally adjusted Real Domestic 
Product, less agriculture, was 0.8 per cent higher than in the preceding quarter. | 


Non-agricultural real output for the first six months of 1966 was 7.4 per cent above the 
comparable 1965 figure. This increase compares favourably with the 4.7 per cent post-war average rate 
of growth for non-agricultural real output, as production would actually have to decline by about one 
per cent in each of the third and fourth quarters (on a seasonally adjusted basis) in order to reduce 
the 1966 gain to 4.8 per cent. A one per cent increase in each of the last two quarters of 1966 
would result in a 6.4 per cent increase for the year 1966 as a whole. The following are the percen- 
tage changes in the major industry groupings resulting from a comparison of the first six months of 
1966 with the first six months of 1965, on a seasonally unadjusted basis:

Table (A) shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their contribu- 
tions, over the past four quarters, to the 39.0 per cent advance in non-agricultural real output from | 
the first quarter, 1961, cyclical low. During the 1957-60 and the 1954-56 expansions, non-agricultural 
real out-put increased by 10.5 per cent and 23.1 per cent, respectively, as measured from the trough 
to the peak in the cycle in aggregate production (see Table on page 7). The current expansion has been 
of considerably longer duration than the preceding two, having now lasted for twenty-one quarters. 


Turning to the second quarter of 1966, the goods-producing industry group (less agriculture) 
advanced by 1.3 per cent from the first quarter level and accounted for over 80 per cent of the in- 
crease in non-agricultural real output, with all major industry groupings contributing to this gain. 

The service-producing industry group showed only a fractional increase, 0.2 per cent. This was 
largely the result of the strong dampening influence of the 2.8 per cent decline in trade upon gains 
in the other service-producing industries. ! 


The 3.4 per cent advance in the transportation, storage and communication group was the largest 
single contributor to the second quarter gain in non-agricultural real output, accounting for about 40 
per cent of this increase. Within transportation, storage and communication, all three components 
advanced from first quarter levels. The 3.5 per cent increase in transportation accounted for the 
larger part of the gain and originated mostly with the strong increases in air, pipeline and truck 
transport, which showed gains ranging from 6 1/2 to 7 per cent. The increase in truck transport was 
probably at least partly due to a recovery from a strike-affected first quarter level. The bus and 
coach, railway and water transport industries also showed increases in the second quarter. It should 
be noted that the labour disputes in several Canadian ports during the second quarter do not appear to 
have had a significant effect on Canadian registered shipping during that period. 


The next largest contribution to the second quarter gain in non-agricultural real output came : 
from the 3.0 per cent advance in mining, which accounted for just over one-fifth of the increase. 
Within mining, the 9.3 per cent gain in fuel mining, originating mostly with crude petroleum mining, 
accounted for all of the gain, as metal mining and non-metal mining declined by 0.9 and 5.4 per cent, 
respectively. The iron ore component of metal mining showed a particularly large decrese, 10.7 per 
cent.

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Among the other goods~producing industries, increases of about 2 per cent were recorded by 
construction, electric power and gas utilities and fishing and trapping, while forestry output advanced 
by 8.6 per cent, largely as a result of substantial increases in pulpwood production. 


Manufacturing, which is usually the largest contributor to changes in non-agricultural real out- 
put, showed a fractional gain in the second quarter, thus accounting for only about 17 per cent of the 
total gain. Within manufacturing, a 1.0 per cent increase in non-durable manufacturing was dampened by 
a 0.2 per cent decline in durables. 


The bulk of the decline in durables came from a 6.6 per cent drop in motor vehicles and a 3,3 
per cent decline in motor vehicle parts production, which resulted in a 3.6 per cent decrease in the 
transportation equipment group. Almost all of the 1.6 per cent decline in the iron and steel products 
group (its first since the beginning of the current expansion in aggregate production) came from the 
primary iron and steel and the iron castings industries which decreased by 3.7 and 8.9 per cent, re- 
spectively, The non-metallic minerals group also declined in the second quarter (- 2.1%), as a result 
of sharp drops in its cement and concrete cement products components. Increases ranging from one to 6 
per cent were recorded by the wood products, non-ferrous metal and electrical apparatus groups, All of 
the increase in wood products came from a 3.5 per cent gain in saw mills, while the 2.5 per cent in- 
Crease in smelting and refining accounted for most of the advance in the non-ferrous metals group. Most 
notable, however, was the 20.0 per cent increase in the telecommunication equipment component of the 
electrical apparatus and supplies group, which represented a recovery from a decline earlier in the 
year, 
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Within non-durable manufacturing, the output of most industry groups advanced from first 
quarter levels. The largest increase, 6.5 per cent, was recorded by the petroleum products group, 
followed by clothing, miscellaneous manufacturing industries, chemicals and foods and beverages, the 
last mentioned group increasing by 1.4 per cent. Total food products advanced by 1.1 per cent, while 
beverage products showed a gain of 2.3 per cent. Within chemicals, the 4.9 per cent gain in the acids, 
alkalies, salts and fertilizers industry contributed the major part of the increase. The output of the 
tobacco, rubber, and textile products groups declimed from first quarter levels, the last as a result 


of strikes in the industry.

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Trade was the only major industry grouping to show a decline in the second quarter, with most 
of the decrease coming from a 4.1 per cent decline in retail trade. Wholesale trade showed a fractional | 
decline. Within retail trade, most components recorded decreases from very high first quarter levels. 
However, the 15 per cent and 4.5 per cent declines in motor vehicle dealer and department store sales 
were the largest contributors to the drop in retail trade, accounting for about two-thirds of the de- 
cline. Clothing stores, furniture and appliances and lumber and building material dealers also showed 
declines, ranging from 3 to 7 per cent. Food and variety stores and fuel dealers were among the trades 
to record gains in the second quarter. Within wholesale trade, sales of textiles, clothing and fur- 
nishings, construction materials and supplies, and industrial and transportation equipment and supplies 
were among the trades to show strong declines from first quarter levels. Substantial increases occurred 
in wholesale sales of coal and coke and petroleum products. 


The remaining service-industry groups showed increases in the second quarter. Public adminis- 
tration and defence increased by 1.4 per cent, with all three components, federal, provincial and munic- 
ipal, contributing to the increase. The finance, insurance and real estate and the community, recre- 
ation, business and personal service groups advanced by 1.2 and 0.5 per cent, respectively, the latter 
largely as a result of increases in its community service component.

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SEPTEMBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose to 275.7 in September, advancing by 0.6 per cent from 
the revised August level of 274.0. Both manufacturing and electric power and gas utilities contributed to the increase, ad- 
vancing by 1.0 and 1.1 per cent respectively. Mining declined by 1.7 per cent. In manufacturing the whole of the gain came 
from a 2.6 per cent increase in durables as non-durables fell by 0.4 per cent. | 


In durable manufactures 4 of the 6 major groups rose. Advancing, in order of contribution to the gain, were iron 
and steel products (+4%), non-ferrous metal products (+9%) , transportation equipment (+3%), and non-metallic mineral products © 
(+1%). Electrical apparatus and supplies and wood products fell by 1 per cent. | 


Within the detail all except one component of iron and steel products rose, with the bulk of the increase being due ~ 
to gains of 10 per cent and 12 per cent respectively in primary iron and steel and iron castings. Gains in other components / 
ranged from 1 to 4 per cent. The September increase in primary iron and steel marks its first gain after a 5 month long de- | 
cline. In non-ferrous metal products nearly all of the 9 per cent gain was due to a 15 per cent rise in smelting and refining, 
as that industry recovered from August industrial disputes. Motor vehicles, which rose by 3 per cent, was the major factor : 
in the transportation equipment gain. In electrical apparatus and supplies the decline centred in telecommunication equipment 
and refrigerators and appliances. Declines of 2 per cent and 7 per cent respectively in these two industries were only | 
partially offset by increases in the other members of the group that ranged from small to 5 per cent. ' 

Non-durable manufacturing presented a mixed picture in September as it fell by 0.4 per cent. Declines ranging from 
fractional to 8 per cent in foods and beverages, chemical and allied products, paper products, printing, publishing and allied 
industries, and rubber products were only partially offset by gains of up to 1l per cent in the remaining 5 major groups. i 
Within the detail, the decline in foods and beverages of 0.3 per cent was entirely due to a near 5 per cent drop in beverages, | 
as foods, led by a 7 per cent rise in canning and processing, moved upwards by 2 per cent. While all beverages components 
fell, distilleries, with an 8 per cent decline, was the major contributor to the drop. In paper products, which fell by 2 
per cent, nearly all of the decrease was due to a 3 per cent decline in pulp and paper. In chemicals and allied products 
(-0.6%) the major factor in the fall was the 8 per cent drop in acids, alkalies, salts and fertilizers. This was only partial- 


ly offset by generally sizeable increases in all but one of the remaining components. In textiles (+1.6%) the gain was 
entirely due to a 35 per cent rise in cotton goods as that industry recovered from several months of labour disputes. The 
other group components fell by amounts ranging from fractional to nearly 8 per cent. | 


In mining, which fell by 1.7 per cent, metals rose by 5 per cent but fuels and non-metals fell by 4 and 5 per cent 
respectively. There were sizeable movements within the metal mining detail. Sizeable strike recovery-induced gains occurred 
in both nickel and copper; on the other hand, both lead and zinc were considerably lower. In fuels, natural gas rose by 
nearly 4 per cent while coal and petroleum fell by 11 and 4 per cent respectively. The declines in both coal and petroleum 
marked returns to more normal levels. In non-metals (-5%) both components fell. 


Both components contributed to the 1 per cent rise in electric power and gas utilities, electric power advancing 
fractionally and gas rising by 6 per cent.

The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic Product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, Storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 


received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
Ourse, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
xcept on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

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Real Domestic Product less Agriculture, 


Second Quarter, 1966 


At an index level of 231.7 for the second quarter of 1966, seasonally adjusted Real Domestic 
Product, less agriculture, was 0.8 per cent higher than in the preceding quarter. 


Non-agricultural real output for the first six months of 1966 was 7.4 per cent above the 
comparable 1965 figure. This increase compares favourably with the 4.7 per cent post-war average rate 
of growth for non-agricultural real output, as production would actually have to decline by about one 
per cent in each of the third and fourth quarters (on a seasonally adjusted basis) in order to reduce 
the 1966 gain to 4.8 per cent. A one per cent increase in each of the last two quarters of 1966 
would result in a 6.4 per cent increase for the year 1966 as a whole. The following are the percen- 
tage changes in the major industry groupings resulting from a comparison of the first six months of 
1966 with the first six months of 1965, on a seasonally unadjusted basis: 
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Table (A) shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their contribu- 
tions, over the past four quarters, to the 39.0 per cent advance in non-agricultural real output from 
the first quarter, 1961, cyclical low. During the 1957-60 and the 1954-56 expansions, non-agricultural 
real out-put increased by 10.5 per cent and 23.1 per cent, respectively, as measured from the trough 


to the peak in the cycle in aggregate production (see Table on page 7). The current expansion has been | 


of considerably longer duration than the preceding two, having now lasted for twenty-one quarters. 


Turning to the second quarter of 1966, the goods-producing industry group (less agriculture) 
advanced by 1.3 per cent from the first quarter level and accounted for over 80 per cent of the in- 
crease in non-agricultural real output, with all major industry groupings contributing to this gain. 
The service-producing industry group showed only a fractional increase, 0.2 per cent. This was 
largely the result of the strong dampening influence of the 2.8 per cent decline in trade upon gains 
in the other service-producing industries. 


The 3.4 per cent advance in the transportation, storage and communication group was the largest 
single contributor to the second quarter gain in non-agricultural real output, accounting for about 40 
per cent of this increase. Within transportation, storage and communication, all three components 
advanced from first quarter levels. The 3.5 per cent increase in transportation accounted for the 
larger part of the gain and originated mostly with the strong increases in air, pipeline and truck 
transport, which showed gains ranging from 6 1/2 to 7 per cent. The increase in truck transport was 
probably at least partly due to a recovery from a strike-affected first quarter level. The bus and 
coach, railway and water transport industries also showed increases in the second quarter. It should 
be noted that the labour disputes in several Canadian ports during the second quarter do not appear to 
have had a significant effect on Canadian registered shipping during that period. 


The next largest contribution to the second quarter gain in non-agricultural real output came 
from the 3.0 per cent advance in mining, which accounted for just over one-fifth of the increase. 
Within mining, the 9.3 per cent gain in fuel mining, originating mostly with crude petroleum mining, 
accounted for all of the gain, as metal mining and non-metal mining declined by 0.9 and 5.4 per cent, 
respectively. The iron ore component of metal mining showed a particularly large decrese, 10.7 per 
cent.

Among the other goods-producing industries, increases of about 2 per cent were recorded by 
Construction, electric power and gas utilities and fishing and trapping, while forestry output advanced 
by 8.6 per cent, largely as a result of substantial increases in pulpwood production, 


Manufacturing, which is usually the largest contributor to changes in non-agricultural real out- 
put, showed a fractional gain in the second quarter, thus accounting for only about 17 per cent of the 
total gain. Within manufacturing, a 1.0 per cent increase in non-durable manufacturing was dampened by 
a 0.2 per cent decline in durables. 


The bulk of the decline in durables came from a 6.6 per cent drop in motor vehicles and a 3.3 
per cent decline in motor vehicle parts production, which resulted in a 3.6 per cent decrease in the 
transportation equipment group. Almost all of the 1.6 per cent decline in the iron and steel products 
group (its first since the beginning of the current expansion in aggregate production) came from the 
primary iron and steel and the ircn castings industries which decreased by 3.7 and 8.9 per cent, re- 
spectively. The non-metallic minerals group also declined in the second quarter (- 2.1%), as a result 
of sharp drops in its cement and concrete cement products components. Increases ranging from one to 6 
per cent were recorded by the wood products, non-ferrous metal and electrical apparatus groups. All of 
the increase in wood products came from a 3.5 per cent gain in saw mills, while the 2.5 per cent in- 
Crease in smelting and refining accounted for most of the advance in the non-ferrous metals group. 
notable, however, was the 20.0 per cent increase in the telecommunication equipment component of the 
electrical apparatus and supplies group, which represented a recovery from a decline earlier in the 
year.

Within non-durable manufacturing, the output of most industry groups advanced from first 
quarter levels. The largest increase, 6.5 per cent, was recorded by the petroleum products group, 
followed by clothing, miscellaneous manufacturing industries, chemicals and foods and beverages, the 
last mentioned group increasing by 1.4 per cent. Total food products advanced by 1.1 per cent, while | 
beverage products showed a gain of 2.3 per cent. Within chemicals, the 4.9 per cent gain in the acids, © 
alkalies, salts and fertilizers industry contributed the major part of the increase. The output of the | 
tobacco, rubber, and textile products groups declined from first quarter levels, the last as a result | 


of strikes in the industry. 
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Trade was the only major industry grouping to show a decline in the second quarter, with most 
of the decrease coming from a 4.1 per cent decline in retail trade. Wholesale trade showed a fractional | 
decline. Within retail trade, most components recorded decreases from very high first quarter levels. 
However, the 15 per cent and 4.5 per cent declines in motor vehicle dealer and department store sales 
were the largest contributors to the drop in retail trade, accounting for about two-thirds of the de- 
cline. Clothing stores, furniture and appliances and lumber and building material dealers also showed 
declines, ranging from 3 to 7 per cent. Food and variety stores and fuel dealers were among the trades 
to record gains in the second quarter. Within wholesale trade, sales of textiles, clothing and fur- 
nishings, construction materials and supplies, and industrial and transportation equipment and supplies 
were among the trades to show strong declines from first quarter levels. Substantial increases occurred | 


in wholesale sales of coal and coke and petroleum products. 

The remaining service-industry groups showed increases in the second quarter. Public adminis- 
tration and defence increased by 1.4 per cent, with all three components, federal, provincial and munic- 
ipal, contributing to the increase. The finance, insurance and real estate and the community, recre- 
ation, business and personal service groups advanced by 1.2 and 0.5 per cent, respectively, the latter 


largely as a result of increases in its community service component.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production moved higher in Octobe 

by 1.0% to 278.3 from 275.6 in September. Both manufacturing and mining recorded 
gains in the most current month, amounting to 0.7 and 4.4% respectively; electric | 
power and gas utilities declined by 1.4%. The manufacturing gain in the month was — 
almost entirely concentrated in non-durables (up by 1.1%), as durables advanced onl: 
marginally. | 


More than one-half of the gain in non-durables emanated in foods and beverage 
with several components contributing, in particular meat products. The bulk of the 
remaining strength was due to textiles and rubber products, up by about 3 and 7% | 
respectively. Elsewhere, major group movements were generally marginal, with the | 
exception of printing and publishing (- 3%), and tobacco products (- 4%). | 

Within durables, movements in wood, iron and steel products, transportation _ 
equipment, and non-ferrous metal products were within 1%, with the former three 
groups moving lower in the month. Electrical apparatus and supplies and non-metal- 
lic mineral products were 4% and 2% higher, respectively. These generally off- 
setting movements at the major group level obscured some larger changes in the 
detail, in industries such as iron castings (+ 5%), motor vehicles (- 3%), 
refrigerators and appliances (+ 13%), and primary iron and steel (- 5%), with the 
latter being somewhat strike-affected in the month. 

| 


About two-thirds of the gain in the total index of industrial production in 
October came from mining output, where both metals and fuels registered increases 
of about 5%. All major metals contributed to the advance except gold, which 
declined marginally. On the other hand, there was a large gain in crude petroleum, |

accounting for the strength in fuel mining.

Real Domestic Product less Agriculture, 
Third Quarter, 1966 


At an index level of 231.8 for the third quarter of 1966, seasonally adjusted Real Domestic 
Product, less agriculture, was virtually unchanged from its second quarter level. This was the result 
of a 1.1 per cent increase in the service-producing industry group being offset by a 0.9 per cent de- 
cline in the output of the goods-producing industry group, exclusive of agriculture. The following . 
table shows the per cent changes in the major industry groupings from the second to the third quarter 
of 1966. 
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Within the goods-producing industry group, declines ranging from about 3 to 7 1/2 per cent were 
recorded in mining, construction and forestry. Within mining, it was the 8.6 per cent decline in the 
strike-affected metal mining component which accounted for almost the entire 2.8 per cent decrease in 
total mining output. Fuel mining and non-metal mining advanced by 1 and 2.7 per cent, respectively. | 
Within construction, it was the private residential construction component which showed the largest de- | 
cline, accounting for about half of the total 4.7 per cent drop in construction. Among the remaining : 
goods-producing industry groups, electric power and gas utilities advanced by 2.3 per cent, with most 
of the increase coming from a 2.5 per cent gain in the electric power component. Gas utilities in- 
creased by 1.4 per cent. 


Manufacturing increased only fractionally from its second quarter level, as a result of the 
recovery of its durable manufacturing component from a marginal decline in the second quarter. Non- 
durable manufacturing showed no change from its second quarter level. Within durables, the increase 
came from the 4.8 and 1.5 per cent advances in the output of the electrical apparatus and supplies and 
the transportation equipment groups, the former largely as a result of the 9.1 per cent increase in 
its telecommunication equipment component. Increases in motor vehicle parts and aircraft and parts 
production accounted for the bulk of the gain in the transportation equipment group. Motor vehicle 
production was virtually unchanged in the third quarter, following a sharp decline in the second / 
quarter of this year, It is now at a level slightly below that attained during the third quarter of | 
1965. On a monthly basis, however, there were considerable increases in production in both August and 
September, following a very low level for the month of July. The remaining major industry groups with- 
in durables showed declines in the third quarter, ranging from 0.3 per cent for the iron and steel 
products group to 3.6 per cent for non-ferrous metal products, the former largely as a result of a 1.6 
per cent decline in the primary iron and steel component, the second consecutive decrease to be exhibited | 
by this industry, The 5.7 per cent decline in the strike-affected smelting and refining industry 
accounted for almost all of the drop in the non-ferrous metals group. 


Within non-durables, movements were mixed, with increases in such industry groups as foods and 
beverages, printing and publishing, rubber, miscellaneous manufacturing and textile products, offset 
by declines of one to 2 per cent in the remaining industry groups, with clothing, paper products and 
chemicals accounting for most of the decrease. The bulk of the increase in the third quarter came from 
strong gains in the brewery component of beverage products and the synthetic textiles and silk industry, 
which continued on its path of rapid and almost uninterrupted expansion begun in 1961,

hich more than offset the strong gains in such other components as air, bus and truck transport. 


Trade was the largest Single contributor to the third quarter gain in service-industry output, 
both components showed gains in 
the third quarter. Wholesale trade advanced by 1.2 per cent, with most components showing moderate 
nereases in the quarter. Declines were recorded by petroleum bulk tank stations, wholesalers of 
onstruction materials and supplies and such other components as meat and dairy products, and fresh 


vehicle dealer sales from the drop the output of this industry took during the second quarter...aLt-dis 
now at a level slightly above the previous peak reached during the fourth quarter of 1965. The next 
Rircest contribution to the increase in total retail trade came from department stores, followed by 
furniture and appliance and by variety stores. Among the retail trades which showed declines in the 
third quarter were fuel dealers and lumber and building material dealers. Most of the remaining retail 
trades recorded moderate increases in the third quarter.

The above table shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their contribu- 
ions to the 39.1 per cent advance in non-agricultural real output from its first quarter, 1961, cyclical 
Ow. During the 1957-60 and the 1954-56 expansions, non-agricultural real output increased by 10.5 and 
3.1 per cent, respectively, as measured from the trough to the peak of the cycle in aggregate production 
See Table on page 16). The current expansion has been of considerably longer duration than the preceding 
WO, the third quarter of 1966 being the twenty-second quarter following the 1961 cyclical low. The 


current quarter was the first time during the current expansion that non-agricultural real output showed 
virtually no increase from the level attained in the previous quarter. However, the Index of Industrial 
Production, which constitutes about 36 per cent of non-agricultural real output, continued to advance 
in the fourth quarter as indicated by an increase of one per cent for the month of October, with both 


manufacturing and mining contributing to the gain. 


Turning to developments during the first nine months of 1966 as compared with the comparable 
period in the preceding year, it can be seen from the following table that non-agricultural real output 
advanced by 6.6 per cent. Although slightly lower than the 7.4 per cent increase indicated by the 
comparison of the first six months, it is still well above the post-war average annual rate of growth 
of 4.7 per cent. For instance, if a change of plus or minus one per cent, on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, is assumed for the fourth quarter of 1966 as compared with the third quarter of 1966, the formes 
change would yield a year over year increase of 5.9 per cent for the year 1966 as a whole, while the 
latter would yield an annual increase of 5.4 per cent. The following table shows per cent changes in 
major industry groupings for the first nine months of 1966 as compared with the first nine months of

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Almost 60 per cent of the increase in non-agricultural real output for the first nine months of 
1966 came from expansion in the output of the cyclically volatile manufacturing, transportation and 
trade industries, with increases also recorded by all other major industry groupings. Most industries 
advanced at rates exceeding their 1946-65 average annual rates of growth. The only exceptions were 
mining, wholesale trade and public administration and defence.

The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced by 0.3 per cent 


in November, rising to 279.1 from the October level of 278.3. The bulk of this gain 
originated in electric power and gas utilities, as they rose by 2.5 per cent, while 


manufacturing and mining rose only fractionally (+ 0.1 and 0.2 per cent respectively). | 


Both components shared in the utilities advance, electric power rising by more than 
2 per cent and gas by more than 3. The gain in manufacturing was entirely due to a 
0.2 per cent rise in non-durables as durables fell slightly from October, 


In non=durable manufacturing 8 of the 1l major groups rose by amounts ranging 
from fractional to 5 per cent while leather products, foods and beverages, and 
products of petroleum and coal fell by amounts ranging from fractional to 5 per cent. 
Within the detail, the bulk of the drop in foods and beverages was in the beverages 
component (= 6%), with breweries (- 12%) being the major contributor, In the foods 


component (= 1%) most of the drop occurred in meat products, which fell by 5 per cent. 


In durable manufactures, which fell marginally, 3 of the 6 major groups rose. 
Both advances and declines, at the group level, were in the range of 1 to 3 per cent. 
Within the detail the gain of 2 per cent in electrical apparatus and supplies was 
primarily due to a better than 7 per cent gain in telecommunication equipment. This 
was partially offset by a 4 per cent drop in refrigerators and appliances. In 
transportation equipment (+ 1%) nearly all of the increase was due to gains of 1 per 
cent in both motor vehicles and motor vehicle parts. The 2 per cent drop in iron 
and steel products was in large part the result of declines of 5 per cent and 6 per 
cent in primary iron and steel and iron castings which were only partially offset by 
gains in the other components, The decline in primary iron and steel was in part 
attributable to a labour dispute. The decline of 3 per cent in non-metallic mineral 
products was almost entirely due to the 6 per cent fall in concrete products, 


In mining (+ 0.2%), both metals and non-metals fell by 2 per cent, while fuels 
advanced by nearly 4 per cent. In metals drops of 6 to 10 per cent in lead, copper 
and nickel were only partially offset by gains of 2 per cent and 9 per cent in iron 
ore and zinc. In non-metals (= 2%) both components contributed to the decrease, 
Although all 3 fuel components advanced the bulk of the gain was due to the near 4 
per cent increase in natural gas,

The indexes of real domestic Product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic Product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; Cransportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 


and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1966 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61", 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Real Domestic Product less Agriculture, 
Third Quarter, 1966 


At an index level of 231.8 for the third quarter of 1966, seasonally adjusted Real Domestic 
Product, less agriculture, was virtually unchanged from its second quarter level. This was the result 
of a 1.1 per cent increase in the service-producing industry group being offset by a 0.9 per cent de- 
cline in the output of the goods-producing industry group, exclusive of agriculture. The following 
table shows the per cent changes in the major industry groupings from the second to the third quarter 


of 1966.

Within the goods-producing industry group, declines ranging from about 3 to 7 1/2 per cent were 
recorded in mining, construction and forestry. Within mining, it was the 8.6 per cent decline in the 
strike-affected metal mining component which accounted for almost the entire 2.8 per cent decrease in 
total mining output. Fuel mining and non-metal mining advanced by 1 and 2.7 per cent, respectively. 
Within construction, it was the private residential construction component which showed the largest de- 
cline, accounting for about half of the total 4.7 per cent drop in construction. Among the remaining 
goods -producing industry groups, electric power and gas utilities advanced by 2.3 per cent, with most 
of the increase coming from a 2.5 per cent gain in the electric power component. Gas utilities in- 
creased by 1.4 per cent. 


Manufacturing increased only fractionally from its second quarter level, as a result of the 
recovery of its durable manufacturing component from a marginal decline in the second quarter. Non- 
durable manufacturing showed no change from its second quarter level. Within durables, the increase 
came from the 4.8 and 1.5 per cent advances in the output of the electrical apparatus and supplies and 
the transportation equipment groups, the former largely as a result of the 9.1 per cent increase in 
its telecommunication equipment component. Increases in motor vehicle parts and aircraft and parts 
production accounted for the bulk of the gain in the transportation equipment group. Motor vehicle 
production was virtually unchanged in the third quarter, following a sharp decline in the second 
quarter of this year. It is now at a level slightly below that attained during the third quarter of 
1965. On a monthly basis, however, there were considerable increases in production in both August and 
September, following a very low level for the month of July. The remaining major industry groups with- 
in durables showed declines in the third quarter, ranging from 0.3 per cent for the iron and steel 
products group to 3.6 per cent for non-ferrous metal products, the former largely as a result of a 1.6 


per cent decline in the primary iron and steel component, the second consecutive decrease to be exhibited 


by this industry. The 5.7 per cent decline in the strike-affected smelting and refining industry 
accounted for almost all of the drop in the non-ferrous metals group. 


Within non-durables, movements were mixed, with increases in such industry groups as foods and 
beverages, printing and publishing, rubber, miscellaneous manufacturing and textile products, offset 
by declines of one to 2 per cent in the remaining industry groups, with clothing, paper products and 
chemicals accounting for most of the decrease. The bulk of the increase in the third quarter came from 
strong gains in the brewery component of beverage products and the synthetic textiles and silk industry, 
which continued on its path of rapid and almost uninterrupted expansion begun in 1961.

Trade was the largest single contributor to the third quarter gain in service-industry output, 
counting for about three-quarters of this increase, Within trade, both components showed gains in 
he third quarter. Wholesale trade advanced by 1.2 per cent, with most components showing moderate 
mcreases in the quarter. Declines were recorded by petroleum bulk tank stations, wholesalers of 


ehicle dealer sales from the drop the output of this industry took during the second quarter. It is 
at a level slightly above the previous peak reached during the fourth quarter of 1965. The next 
rgest contribution to the increase in total retail trade came from department stores, followed by 
urniture and appliance and by variety stores. Among the retail trades which showed declines in the 
ird quarter were fuel dealers and lumber and building material dealers. Most of the remaining retail 
trades recorded moderate increases in the third quarter, 
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The above table shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their contribu- 
-ions to the 39.1 per cent advance in non-agricultural real output from its first quarter, 1961, cyclical 
OW. During the 1957-60 and the 1954-56 expansions, non-agricultural real output increased by 10.5 and 
13.1 per cent, respectively, as measured from the trough to the peak of the cycle in aggregate production 
‘see Table on page 16). The current expansion has been of considerably longer duration than the preceding 
WO, the third quarter of 1966 being the twenty-second quarter following the 1961 cyclical low. The 


current quarter was the first time during the current expansion that non-agricultural real output showed 
virtually no increase from the level attained in the previous quarter. However, the Index of Industrial 
Production, which constitutes about 36 per cent of non-agricultural real output, continued to advance 
in the fourth quarter as indicated by an increase of one per cent for the month of October, with both 


manufacturing and mining contributing to the gain. 


Turning to developments during the first nine months of 1966 as compared with the comparable 
period in the preceding year, it can be seen from the following table that non-agricultural real output 
advanced by 6.6 per cent. Although slightly lower than the 7.4 per cent increase indicated by the 
comparison of the first six months, it is still well above the post-war average annual rate of growth 
of 4.7 per cent. For instance, if a change of plus or minus one per cent, on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, is assumed for the fourth quarter of 1966 as compared with the third quarter of 1966, the former 
change would yield a year over year increase of 5.9 per cent for the year 1966 as a whole, while the 
latter would yield an annual increase of 5.4 per cent. The following table shows per cent changes in 
major industry groupings for the first nine months of 1966 as compared with the first nine months of 


1965. 
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Almost 60 per cent of the increase in non-agricultural real output for the first nine months of 
1966 came from expansion in the output of the cyclically volatile manufacturing, transportation and 
trade industries, with increases also recorded by all other major industry groupings. Most industries 
advanced at rates exteeding their 1946-65 average annual rates of growth. The only exceptions were 
mining, wholesale trade and public administration and defence.

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DECEMBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The Index of Industrial Production was virtually unchanged in December, declining to 279.4 from 
the revised November level of 279.5. Drops occurring in electric power and gas utilities and mining, 
amounting to 0.9 and 0.3 percent respectively, were almost entirely offset by a 0.2 percent gain in 
manufacturing. In manufacturing the entire gain was due to a 0.9 percent rise in non-durables, as 


durables fell by 0.7 percent. 


With December data now available, the following changes are shown for the year 1966 as a whole: 
index of industrial production (+7.7%), mining (+6.7%), manufacturing (+7.3%), non-durables (+7.3%), 
durables (+7.4%), and electric power and gas utilities (+12.4%). During a year when economic activity 
was considerably affected by widespread labour stoppages, the mining industry was the only aggregate 
not to have exceeded its 1946-1965 growth rate; all other aggregates surpassed their longer-term per- 


formance by considerable margins, 


However, these annual changes obscure some significant intra-annual movements within the year 
for industrial production. For example, comparing the fourth quarter of 1966 with the same quarter of 
1965 a percentage gain of only 5.4% for the total index of industrial production is indicated. Of 
this change, about one half occurred in the first quarter of 1966, with the remainder being shared by 
the other three quarters. Considering the Index of Industrial Production in the context of monthly 
production movements, the cyclical expansion that had gotten underway in early 1961 continued virtu- 
ally uninterrupted until a peak in April 1966 was reached; this level was not exceeded again until 
August. From then on, new production ground was broken with each month; until December showed little 


change from November. 


Returning to November - December seasonally adjusted movements, iron and steel products were 
the major factor in the durables' decline, as they fell by more than 2 percent, while a 4 percent fall 
in non-metallic mineral products and fractional declines in transportation equipment and electrical 
apparatus and supplies added impetus. Gains were recorded in non-ferrous metal products (+4%) and 
wood products. The most significant movements within the detail of durables were a partially strike 
affected decline of 7% in primary iron and steel, and a drop of 2% in motor vehicles. 


In non-durable manufactures (+0.9%) gains of better than 4 percent were registered by printing, 
publishing and allied industries, clothing, and tobacco, while lesser gains of from nearly 1 to nearly 
3 percent were registered by miscellaneous manufactures, foods and beverages, leather products and 
textiles. Rubber products declined by 6 percent and lesser decreases of from nearly 1 to nearly 2 
percent occurred in chemical and allied products, paper products, and products of petroleum and coal, 


In mining, (-0.3%) a drop of nearly 3 percent in fuels was only partially offset by increases 
in metals and non-metals of nearly 3 percent and nearly 2 percent respectively. In fuels, nearly all 
of the decrease was due to a better than 2 percent drop in petroleum although natural gas and coal 
also fell by 5 percent and 1 percent respectively. The near 3 percent gain in metal mining was 
largely due to gains of 11 percent in copper and 13 percent in gold. 


In electric power and gas utilities (-0.9%) the decline was due to a better than 6 percent 
fall in gas utilities, as electric power advanced fractionally. 


NOTES 


ula Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of Industrial Production 
and its components have been revised, both on a seasonally unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January, 
1949 to date. Tables and charts together with a fuller explanation of these changes can be found in 
the recently published "Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production (1949=100)", DBS Cata- 
logue No. 61-005 May 1966. The revised data to the end of 1965 will be found there. Current issues 
of this report will provide the figures for 1966.

The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
ndustries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
ole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 

utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ng and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 


nd real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
ccounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
ational Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 

received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1966 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

At an index level of 231.8 for the third quarter of 1966, seasonally adjusted Real Domestic 
Product, less agriculture, was virtually unchanged from its second quarter level. This was the result 
of a 1.1 per cent increase in the service-producing industry group being offset by a 0.9 per cent de- 
cline in the output of the goods-producing industry group, exclusive of agriculture. The following 
table shows the per cent changes in the major industry groupings from the second to the third quarter 
of 1966.

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Within the goods-producing industry group, declines ranging from about 3 to 7 1/2 per cent were 
recorded in mining, construction and forestry. Within mining, it was the 8.6 per cent decline in the 
strike-affected metal mining component which accounted for almost the entire 2.8 per cent decrease in 
total mining output. Fuel mining and non-metal mining advanced by 1 and 2.7 per cent, respectively. 
Within construction, it was the private residential construction component which showed the largest de- 
cline, accounting for about half of the total 4.7 per cent drop in construction. Among the remaining 
goods -producing industry groups, electric power and gas utilities advanced by 2.3 per cent, with most 
of the increase coming from a 2.5 per cent gain in the electric power component. Gas utilities in- 
creased by 1.4 per cent. 


Manufacturing increased only fractionally from its second quarter level, as a result of the 
recovery of its durable manufacturing component from a marginal decline in the second quarter. Non- 
durable manufacturing showed no change from its second quarter level. Within durables, the increase 
came from the 4.8 and 1.5 per cent advances in the output of the electrical apparatus and supplies and 
the transportation equipment groups, the former largely as a result of the 9.1 per cent increase in 
its telecommunication equipment component. Increases in motor vehicle parts and aircraft and parts 
production accounted for the bulk of the gain in the transportation equipment group. Motor vehicle 
production was virtually unchanged in the third quarter, following a sharp decline in the second 
quarter of this year, It is now at a level slightly below that attained during the third quarter of 
1965. On a monthly basis, however, there were considerable increases in production in both August and 
September, following a very low level for the month of July. The remaining major industry groups with- 
in durables showed declines in the third quarter, ranging from 0.3 per cent for the iron and steel 
products group to 3.6 per cent for non-ferrous metal products, the former largely as a result of a 1.6 


per cent decline in the primary iron and steel component, the second consecutive decrease to be exhibited 


by this industry. The 5.7 per cent decline in the strike-affected smelting and refining industry 
accounted for almost all of the drop in the non-ferrous metals group. 


Within non-durables, movements were mixed, with increases in such industry groups as foods and 
beverages, printing and publishing, rubber, miscellaneous manufacturing and textile products, offset 
by declines of one to 2 per cent in the remaining industry groups, with clothing, paper products and 
chemicals accounting for most of the decrease. The bulk of the increase in the third quarter came from 
strong gains in the brewery component of beverage products and the Synthetic textiles and silk industry, 
which continued on its path of rapid and almost uninterrupted expansion begun in 1961.

- During the 1957-60 and the 1954-56 expansions, non-agricultural real output increased by 10.5 and 
Sl per cent, respectively, as measured from the trough to the peak of the cycle in aggregate production 
see Table on page 16). The current expansion has been of considerably longer duration than the preceding 
fo, the third quarter of 1966 being the twenty-second quarter following the 1961 cyclical low. The 


current quarter was the first time during the current expansion that non-agricultural real output showed 
virtually no increase from the level attained in the previous quarter. However, the Index of Industrial 
Production, which constitutes about 36 per cent of non-agricultural real output, continued to advance 
in the fourth quarter as indicated by an increase of one per cent for the month of October, with both 


manufacturing and mining contributing to the gain. 


Turning to developments during the first nine months of 1966 as compared with the comparable 
period in the preceding year, it can be seen from the following table that non-agricultural real output 
advanced by 6.6 per cent. Although slightly lower than the 7.4 per cent increase indicated by the 
comparison of the first six months, it is still well above the post-war average annual rate of growth 
of 4.7 per cent. For instance, if a change of plus or minus one per cent, on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, is assumed for the fourth quarter of 1966 as compared with the third quarter of 1966, the former 
change would yield a year over year increase of 5.9 per cent for the year 1966 as a whole, while the 
latter would yield an annual increase of 5.4 per cent. The following table shows per cent changes in 
major industry groupings for the first nine months of 1966 as compared with the first nine months of 
1965" 
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Almost 60 per cent of the increase in non-agricultural real output for the first nine months of 
1966 came from expansion in the output of the cyclically volatile manufacturing, transportation and 
trade industries, with increases also recorded by all other major industry groupings. Most industries 
advanced at rates exceeding their 1946-65 average annual rates of growth. The only exceptions were 
mining, wholesale trade and public administration and defence.

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The industrial origin ofthe 7.0 percent increase 
in real domestic product for 1966 differed from that 
of the previous year. As can be seen from Table B, 
the most significant change was the decline in the 
relative contribution to the total gain ofthe cyclically 
sensitive industry groups, Such as manufacturing and 
trade, whose joint contribution declined from 51.3 to 
39.7 per cent. This was the result of year-to-year 
increases of 7.4 and 4.4 per cent, respectively, for 
manufacturing and trade. While in excess of their 
post-war average annual rates of growth, these in- 
creases were smaller than the percentage gains 
which both these industry groups registered during 
1965. Construction was the only other major industry 
group to show a relatively smaller contribution to 
the total advance than it did in the previous year. 
The most important relative gain occurred in agricul- 
ture, which increased its contribution to the aggre- 
gate increase from 7.6 per cent in 1965 to 12.5 per 
cent in 1966. This was largely the result of the 1966 
record grain crop, which substantially exceeded the 
previous record crop harvested in 1963. The transpor- 
tation, storage and communication group, which 
advanced by 7.9 per cent, more than maintained its 
share of the total gain in 1966. The remaining indus-

try groups also increased their share of this gain. In 
terms of year-to-year change, these industries re- 
corded advances ranging from 2.7 per cent in public 
administration and defence to 12.5 per cent in elec- 
tric power and gas utilities. Mining increased by 7.7 
per cent. 


Developments within 1966 


Turning to developments within the year 1966, it 
can be seen that the pattern of expansion was not 
evenly distributed. Following a 3.1 per cent gain in 
the first quarter of 1966, there was a marked slow- 
down in the rate of advance of real domestic product 
in the second and third quarters, particularly the 
latter, when aggregate output remained virtually un- 
changed from the previous quarter. It should be noted 
that the third quarter was particularly affected by 
labour disputes. The fourth quarter witnessed a return 
to arate of expansion that was more in line with the 
average rate experienced during the current expan- 
sion. As can be seen from Chart 1, a similar pattern 
of growth was exhibited by the Index of Industrial 
Production during 1966. 
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Most major industry groups contributed to the 
first quarter, 1966, increase in real output. Aside 
from agriculture, which accounted for about one third 
of the gain, manufacturing, construction and retail 
trade were major contributors, accounting for another 


one third of the increase. Within manufacturing, it 
was the non-durable component that advanced more 
rapidly, with durables showing a 1.9 per cent in- 
crease. Within non-durables, the paper, petroleum and 
coal products and chemicals groups showed fairly 


Strong gains during the first quarter. The foods and 
beverages group continued to advance at about the 
_ Same rate as during the preceding quarter. The 2.5 per 
cent increase in retail trade was in part due to more 
than seasonal increases inthepurchases of consumer 
durables and luxuries, probably in anticipation of the 
increase in the Ontario sales tax rates on April 1, 
1966. The 1966 peak in retail] sales was reached in 
March and was followed by a very sharp decline in 
_ April. These movements were particularly pronounced 
in the case of department Stores, furniture and appli- 
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During the second quarter of 1966, real domestic 
product increased by 0.9 per cent on a seasonally 
adjusted basis. Agriculture showed a fractional de- 
Cline from its high first quarter level and continued 
to decline through the rest of the year, thus making 
no further direct contribution to the growth of real 
domestic product during 1966. Trade as mentioned 
before, declined by 1.7 per cent, largely as a result 
of the drop in retail sales. There was also a slow- 
down in the rate of increase in manufacturing, par- 
ticularly durables, which advanced only fractionally 
_ from the first quarter level. This was due largely to 
a decline in the output of the transportation equip- 
ment group (particularly its motor vehicles component) 
and in iron and steel products, which continued to 
decline in the third quarter. These are the two 
industry groups that have expanded most rapidly 
during the current expansion, and which, during the 
post-war period as a whole, appeared to be more 
Sensitive to cyclical fluctuations than any other 
industry groups in the Canadian economy, 


In the third quarter of 1966, real domestic prod- 
ct registered only a 0.1 per cent increase from the

During the third quarter, the industries most affected 
were transportation and mining, the latter because of 
Strikes inthe iron ore mining industry, and the former 
because of the railway strike. While there were some 
compensating increases in air and bus transportation 
of passengers, the bulk of the decline was in terms 
of freight shipments. Within manufacturing, which 
increased by about one-half of one per cent, some 
industries, such as textiles, were severely affected 
by labour disputes. In the case of textiles, for in- 
stance, major strikes resulted in low levels of output 
for both the second and the third quarters, Within 
durable manufacturing, transportation equipment re- 
covered from the second quarter decline and the 


- electrical apparatus group continued the rapid ad- 


vance which it maintained throughout 1966. Trade, 
as mentioned before, recovered from its second 
quarter low, while the remaining service industries 
continued to record moderate advances. 
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In the fourth quarter, most major industries 
contributed to the 1.6 per cent advance in real do- 
mestic product. The largest single contributor was 
manufacturing, which advanced by 1.5 per cent, with 
both durables and non-durables advancing at roughly 
the same rate. The 5.3 per cent increase in mining 
and the 4.4 per cent increase in transportation, which 
Showed a strong recovery from the strike-affected 
third quarter level, werethe next largest contributors, 
followed by trade and the finance, insurance and 
real estate group, which advanced by 1.3 and 1.5 
per cent, respectively. Construction showed a small 
increase of 1.7 per cent, following the third quarter 
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decline of 4.6 per cent, while the community, recrea- 
tion, business and personal services group recorded 
a fractional increase. Thus, toward the end of 1966, 
the majority of industries were showing some re- 
covery from the depressed second and third quarter 
levels. On the whole, however, these increases 
failed to provide a clear indication of expansionary 
trends. The monthly Index of Industrial Production, 
which accounts for about one-third of real domestic 
product, declined in December of 1966 and continued 
this decline in January, 1967.
